JAPANESE IN 


ANGHURIA 


Rumors of Great Fighting Have 


Received Confirmation 


FIFTEEN HUNDRED FALL 


Of These the Russian Loss Is 
Eight Hundred--The Forward 
Movement of Japanese Troops 
Begun on Tuesday Last--Skir- 
mishing Until May Day, When 
General Attack Began--Rus- 
sians Abandon and Burn An- 
tung, Leaving Japs In Control 
of the Yalu--Japanese Take 
Twenty-Eight Guns and Many 


Prisoners 


Tokio, May 2, 11 a. m.—The Rus- 
sians were forced to abandon Antung 
yesterday. They burned the town and 
retreated to Feng Huan Cheng. 

The Japanese now control the estuary 


of the Yalu. 


Tokio, May 2.—A supplemental re- 


port from General Kuroki, covering 
Sunday's fighting, says: 


“The Russians made two. stands. 


The enemy’s strength included all of 
the third division, two regiments of the 


sixth division, one cavalry brigade, 


about 40 quick-firing guns and eight 


machine guns. We have taken 28 
quick-firing guns, many rifles, much 
ammunition, more than 20 officers and 
many non-commissioned officers and 
men as prisoners. I am informed that 
Major Kashtalinsky, commander of 
the third East Siberian rifles’ brigade, 
and Lieutenant General Zassalitch, 
commander of the second Siberian army 
corps, were wounded. Our casualties 
number about 700 and the Russian loss 
is more than 800 men.” 


After five days of fighting, largely 
with artillery, the first Japanese army, 
under General Kuroki, has foreed a 
crossing of the Yalu river, and yester- 
day with a gallant infantry cuarge, 
covering a frontage of four miles, it 
drove the Russians from Chiutien- 
cheng, and the heights on the right 
bank of the Iho, or Aida river, which 
enters the Yalu from the north almost 
opposite Wiju. 

The Japanese turned the left flank of 
the Russian position and in the battle 
of yesterday they swept away the new 
front interposed by the Russians to 
check their onward movement. 

General Kuroki began the movement 
on Tuesday by ordering a detachment 
of the imperial guards’ division to seize 
the Island of Kurito, which is in fie 
Yalu, above Wiju, and a detachment of 
the second division to seize the Island 


of Kinteito, which is situated below 
Wiju. 
The detachment of the imperial 


guards met with some resistance, but it 
succeeded in clearing the enemy out 
and occupied Kurito island. The Rus- 
sians abandoned the Island of Kinteito 
when attacked by the detachment of the 
second division. 

The actual losses sustained by the 
detachment of the imperial guards ts 
not known, as there is un error in that 
part of the messag> received here re- 
ferring to the number kil!'«f. but niue of 
the detachment were severely, and 16 
slightly wounded. The detachment of 
the second division which took the Isl- 
and of Kinteito sustained no losses. 

During these movements on the jsl- 
ands the Russians opened fire on the 
Japanese with eight 9-centimetre 
guns from a hill behind Chiutlencheng 
and two Hotchkiss guns which were 
toounted on the bank of the river at Ko- 
san, where the Russians seemed to 
have established their headquarters. 

One battery of Japanese artillery 
which had taken a position ona hill to 
the east of Wiju fired three volleys at 
Kosan and at noon of Tuesday the Rus- 
slan batteries behind Chiutiencheng 
shelled Wiju, wounding one Japanese 
soldier with shrapnel. 

On Wednesday the Russians resumed 
the bombardment of Wiju, firing at in- 
tervals throughout the day. The Jap- 
anese artillery did not respond to this 
fire. 

The Russians resumed their bombara- 
ment on Thursday, but it was generally 
ineffective. :

The Rus- 
sians shelled the reconnoitring party 
from an emplacement in the hills in the 
southeast part of Yoshoko. This fire 
was without effect. 

The Russian artillery on the hill be- 
hind Chiutiencheng fired at a high 
angle, opened on Wiju, the Island of 
Kurito and Seikodo, to the south of 
Wiju, where some Japanese batteries 
This firing con- 
tinued into Thursday night and Genera! 


. 
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Kuroki reports that, while it was in- 
effective, it disturbed his preparations 
for an attack. 

The Russians resumed the shelling 
of Wiju on Friday, but the Japanese 
guns did not reply. 


The 12th division of the Japanese 
army was chosen to make the first 


crossing of the Yalu. It began its prep- 
arations on Friday by driving the Rus- 
sians from their position on the bank 
of the river opposite Suikochin, which 
is eight miles above Wiju and the point 
selected for the crossing. This division 
constructed a pontoon bridge over the 
river and at 8 o’clock on Saturday 
morning it began crossing. 

The entire division passed over the 
river during the day and by 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening it was in the position 
assigned to it for the battle of Sunday. 

The movement of the 12th Japanese 
division was covered by the second regI- 
ment of field artillery and another ar- 
tillery regiment of heavy guns. 

At 20 minutes of 11 o’clock Saturday 
morning the Russian artillery posted to 
the north and to the east of Chiutien- 
cheng began shelling the patrols of Jap- 
anese infantry, which had been dis- 
patched from Kinteito island to Chu- 
kodal, another island north of Kinteito 
and under Chiutiencheng. The Jap- 
anese batterles replied to this shelling 
and silenced the Russian fire. 

Later eight Russian guns posted ona 
hit to the east of the village of Makao 
opened upon the imperial guards. To 
this shelling the Japanese artillery to 
the east of Wiju responded and the 
Russians ceased firing. 

Then both the Chiutiencheng and the 
Makao batteries reopened, and_ this 
fire became a vigorous response from 
the chain of Japanese batteries on the 
Korean side of the river. The Russian 
guns fired for two hours before they 
were silenced. 

The Japanese losses in the bombard- 
ment of Saturday were twd men killed 
and five officers and 22 men wounded. 

A flotilla of gunboats from the squad- 
ron of Admiral Hosoya participated in 
the fighting of Saturday. It encount- 
ered a mixed force of Russian infantry, 
cavalry and artillery on the Manchurian 
bank of the Yalu below Antung and 
after a sharp fight scattered them to 
the hills. 

A bridge across the main stream of 
the Yalu just above Wiju was com- 
pleted at 5 o'clock on Saturday night 
and the second Japanese division and 
the imperial guards immediately began 
crossing. They advanced and occupied 
the hills back of Kosan, facing the 
Russian position on the right bank of 
the river. All through Saturday night 
regiment after regiment of Japanese 
soldiers poured across the bridge, and 
at a late hour Saturday night General 
Kuroki telegraphed to the general staff 
of the army: “I will attack the enemy 
on May 1 at dawn.” : 

True to his promise, General Kuroki 
at daylight Sunday centred al] his artil- 
lery on the Rus*ian position between 
Chiutiencheng and Yoshoko. To this 
fire the Russians made reply with all 
their batteries. 

At 7 o'clock in the morning the Rus- 
sian battery at Yoshoko was silenced 
and half an hour later General Kuroki 
ordered his line, stretching four miles, 
to attack. 

The Japanese infantry, on the word of 
command, charged across the Iho, wad- 
ing that stream breast deep, and be- 
gan storming the heights at 15 minutes 
past 8. At 9 o'clock they had swept 
the Russian line back across the pla- 
teau. 

The reports of this fighting which 
have been received here do not indicate 
whether the Russians retired down the 
river or in the direction of Fenghuan- 
cheng, on the road to Liao Yang. 


“Retired In Good Order” 

St. Petersburg, May 2—The general 
staff account of the operations on the 
Yalu river yesterday is as follows: 

“At 4 o'clock this morning Japanese 
field batteries with 47 guns opened a 
terrific fire on our position at Turen- 
chen and on our troops posted near 
Potietinsky. The overwhelming su- 
perlority of the Japanese in artillery 
and the heavy losses their fire inflicted 
on our troops occupying these positions 
made it clear to General Zassalitch 
that it was impossible to hold Turen- 
chen. Consequently the troops were 
ordered to retire from Turenchen while 
still holding the Potietinsky road. 
When General Zassalitch dispatched 
his telegram the Russian troops were 
retiring in good order from Turen- 
chen and Kashtalinsky to their second 
position and the battle was continuing 
at Potletinsky and Tchingu.” 


Jealousy, Murder and Suicide 

Philadelphia, May 2.—Otto Saladen, 
aged 85, shot and killed Mrs. Maria 
Albrecht, aged 36, and then committed 
suicide. Mrs. Albrecht, who had sep- 
arated from her husband, had been re- 
ceiving the attentions of Saladen, and 
the latter is supposed to have killed her 
because of jealousy. 


Weight Too Much For Roof 

St. Louis, May 2.—The hurricane roof 
of the ferry steamer Alonzo G. Church 
collapsed while the- steamer was 
crowded with sightseers viewing the 
United States gunboat Nashville, at 
anchor in the river here, and about 20 


persons were injured, a number of them 
seriously. 


Trolley Car Overturned 
Toledo, May 2—A motorman failed 
to stop his car at the tracks of the 
Toledo Railway and Terminal company 
and the car was struck by an engine and 
overturned.

VILLAGES GONE

Armenian insurgents, numbering 2000. 
The troops lost 20 killed and 23 wound- 
ed. Twelve villages in the Talori dis- 
trict have been destroyed, but whether 
by insurgents or Kurds is not known. 
There are 10,000 troops in the disturbed 
area. Private advices say that the 


Kurds attacked two villages north of 
Sassun, losing 26 killed. 


The Sassun district of Asia Minor 
became notorious in 1894 because of a 
series of massacres of Armenians by 
Kurds. In the same year there were 
massacres of Armenians in the neigh- 
boring districts of Bitlis and Mush. 


Fixing Up Political Fence 
Washington, May 2—An important 
political conference was held by Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt at the White House last 
night with prominent members of both 
houses of congress. It is understood 
that the discussion covered wide range, 
and it is not at all unlikely that it 
embraced features of the platform 
which will be presented at the national 
Republican convention in June. Those 
present declined to discuss with news- 
paper reporters the nature of the con- 
ferenca. 


An Old Man’s Queer Suicide 

New Haven, May 2—Edwin S.

Montpelier, Vt., May 2.—Judge Wood- 
ward, after examining 28 witnesses, 
held Hollis Heath and Willard Ains- 
worth, both of Worcester, Vt., for the 
grand jury without bail. The men are 
charged with the murder of Charles Mc- 
Lane, a neighbor of both, on March 12 
last. It was known that he had ac- 
cused Heath and Ainsworth of stealing 
his hay and farming tools. 


Baby’s Clothing Caught Afire 

Taunton, Mass., May 2.—The infant 
daughter of George White was fatally 
burned during the absence of the 
parents. The child’s clothing became 
ignited from a Hghted candle, acct- 
Gentally dropped on the couch where 
she lay by her 6-year-old brother, in 
whose care she was left. The child 
died in a short time. 


Numerous Incendiary Fires 

Attleboro, Mass., May 2.—A note has 
been posted on the fire engine house at 
Plainville, a village in this town, notify- 
ing the public that the work of in- 
cendiaries there has not been finished. 
Within six weeks 15 fires have oc- 
curred in Plainville, six of which are 
known to have been set. 


Missing Woman’s Body Found 

Bridgeton, R. I., May 2.—-The body 
of Annie Trask, aged 27, who dlsap- 
peared from her home in Pascoag, was 
found in a mill pond here.

St. Paul, May 2.—Colonel A. R. Kie- 
fer, Republican candidate for con- 
troller in the city election, to be held 
tomorrow, died suddenly of apoplexy at 
the Ryan hotel. He was formerly a 
member of congress from this district 
and served one term as mayor of St.

All employes in the bakeries must 
be members of the Journeymen Bak- 
ers’ union; 60 hours shal! constitute a 
week’s work; night men shall not work 
more than six nights, nor day men 
more than six days in a week, nor shall 
any employe work more than two hours 
overtime; foremen shal] be paid $18 a 
week; second hands and oven men shall 
be paid $16 a week; no one shall re- 
ceive less than $15 a week: every loaf 
of bread must bear the “union label.” 

These dex..nds the master bakers re- 
fused to grant. They were Willing at 
first to renew the working agreement 
in force during the past year, but now 
declare that they will not sign any 
agreement nor recognize the union in 
any way. 

The strike of the bakers is not eon- 
fined to Boston, Chelsea and Cam- 
bridge. Strikes were ordered in the 
districts centering in Lynn, Salem and 
Brockton. At Fall River and Waltham 
the unions have deferred action for one 
week in the hope that the master bak- 
ers will agree to their demands. 

The strike just declared is the second 
blow the baking industry in this sec 
tion has suffered during the past two 
months. Recently the master bakers 
reduced the size of the loaves, claiming 
that the high price of flour made it im-

FUTURE STRUGGLE| 


Baron Hayashi Sees a Gloomy 


Prospect For Russia 


JAPAN HOLDS THE YALU 


Will Move Her Base to Antung, 
From Which Point She Ex- 
pects to So Hamper the Enemy 
as to Make Famine Inevitable 
--Rising Among Manchurians a 


Serious Thing to Contemplate 


London, May 3.—Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese minister here, who has been 
the recipient of numerous telegrams of 
congratulation on the Japanese 
cesses on the Yalu and especially on the 
result of the first serious land fighting, 


suc- 


says: 

“The immediate result of General 
Kuroki’s success will probably be a 
movement on Feng Huan Cheng, which 
the Chinese had fortified with their 
usual brick structures. Since the com- 
mencement of the war the Russians 
doubtless have added earthworks, but 
their loss of guns Sunday must Ss&e- 
riously diminish their defensive 
strength. 

“TI understand, though I cannot vouch 
for the absolute accuracy of the state- 
ment, that Russia had only 100 guns in 
Manchuria. If this is the her 
artillery strength has been diminished 
almost one-third.

| and Feng Huan Cheng will not be taken 
| without 


a hard struggle unless Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin again changes his plan 
of campaign. The announcement that 
the Russians would not contest the 
crossing of the Yalu has proved, as we 
thought, to be misleading. Thirty 
thousand men is far too large a body 
for any general to leave in the face of 
the enemy if it were merely intended 
to hamper his movements. Kuropat- 
kin evidently meant to make a deter- 
mined resistance, but he either under- 
estimated our strength or disposed his 
forces in the belief that we would not 
venture a frontal attack. 

“I take it from the dispatches re- 
reived that we have now practically se- 
cured control of both banks of the Yalu. 
In consequence, our base will probably 
be moved to Antung. 

“To be perfectly frank, I must say I 
expected Sunday’s engagement would 
be more decisive, especially in view of 
the large number of Russian troops op- 
posed to us. Its significance must 
largely depend upon our ability to pur- 
eneny.” 

Reviewing the whole future struggle 


| that has just commenced in such dead- 


ly earnest on land, Baron Hayashi said: 

“The duration of the war must lie 
rather with Russia than with Japan. 
For the moment the military advantage 
is with us, for Kuropatkin has _ ex- 
tended his front and we can strike 
where and when we will. Our aggres- 
sive movement may be carried on to 
Mukden, perhaps to Harbin and _per- 
haps even further, but before long there 
must come a stage of the campaign 
where Russia will assume the role of 
the Invading power and where we must 
act sole ‘ly on the defensive. From the 
beginning it has been so, and ouraggres- 
and has been but a means 
towards the eventual repulsion of an 
invading army. 

“General Kuroki himself probably 
j} cannot say at this moment at exactly 
what point our aggression will be 
Kuropat- 
kin, so I believe, says he will not under- 
take to drive us back until he has 300,- 
000 men ready to take the field. I 
think what that means is that at least 
5 percent of that foree will die from 
so that to keep his force at 
the maximum required Kuropatkin will 
always have to be transporting 15,000

“This year’s harvest in Manchuria, I 
learn, promises to be bad. A million 


} | 
to tie} Russians there, in addition to the army, 


must be fed. We have, or shall have 
closed, every source of food supply ex- 
cept by the Siberia railroad. Even with 
double tracks and no men or munitions 
of war to transport, the problem of 
feeding the Russian population and 
army now in Manchuria would be in 
itself intensely serious, but with a 
single track road, which is Russia’s 
only vital sinew, it seems almost im- 
possible and famine appears inevitable. 

“With this dreadful accompaniment 
of war, there is only too likely to be a 
rising amongst the Manchurians. They 
may attack the Russians or they may at 
tack us. Etther case is bad enough to 
contemplate. 

“To he ‘Ip us sit down and wait all 
these continzencies we are working day 
and night on the Korean railroad, and 
by October the unfinished portions of 
the road between Fusan and Seoul] will 
be completed and a new line from Seoul 
Locomo- 
tives are coming from the United States 
and as soon as these arrive we will have 
a strong and rapid line of communieca- 
tion through all Korea which will al- 
most touch our own mainland, and we 
will not be likely to suffer from want 
of supplies or reinforcements, 

“As regards Port Arthur and Vladi- 
vostok, the situation is somewhat dif- 
ferent. I cannot say anything about 
the movements of our other armies that 
have been mobilized, but there is no 
doubt that the Liao Tung peninsula 
will, if any success attends our land 
forces, be cut off from supplies, 
Neither Port Arthur nor VY ladivostok 
can be taken from the sea front, but I 


think you will find Port Arthur either 
taken by our land forces or starved out 
y September. 

“Vice Admiral Togo will doubtless 
remain on watch outside Port Arthur. 
By September, when the hurricane sea- 
son comes, he should be able to safely 
house his fleet in a Japanese port. No 
fleet, Russian or Japanese, could be 
particularly effective then.” 

Referring to the long period which 
elapsed between the declaration of war 
and the land fighting, Minister Hayashi 
said: “That waiting which taxed the 
patience of the rest of the world has 
been a busy and exciting time for us. 
Our troops have been continually 
marching and working in anticipation 
of striking the blow which would in- 
itiate the campaign in Manchuria. 

I do not think our morale has been 
in any way affected by what is so er- 
roneously described as a period of inac- 
tion. General Kuroki may, even by his 
own countrymen, be thought to be 
rather slow, but it is better to be sure. 

“The most unfortunate incident of 
the campaign up to date is Vice Ad- 
miral Kamimura’s misfortune in miss- 
ing the Vladivostok fleet. It seems 
from here that it was a pity the vice 
admiral did not stay outside that port 
instead of trying to find the Russians 
in the open sea.” 


PLEASES LONDON 


Japanese Were Not Expected to 
Have Gained Such a Victory 
London, May 3.—The latest dis- 

patches received here confirming the 

completeness of the Japanese victory on 
the Yalu could hardly have given greater 
satisfaction in Tokio than they have 
done in London. The editorials ring 
with admiration at the success of Gen- 
eral Kuroki’s strategy in a manner in- 
dicating that Great Britain had been 
in considerable doubt of the capacity of 
her ally’s troops when matched against 
the Russians and, despite the lack by 

Japan of good cavalry to follow up her 

victory, it is believed she will speedily 

drive the Russians out of Feng Huan 

Cheng also. 

Few further details have yet been re- 
ceived, but it seems that the Japanese 
imperial guards fought with conspicu- 
ous bravery and sustained the brunt of 
the fighting, losing heavily. Some ac- 
counts speak of bayonet charges. Itis 
evident that the Japanese success is 
largely due to the superiority of their 


oS 


artillery, the Russian guns being too 
light. 
The Japanese victory has caused 


complete surprise in the European cap- 
itals, and is expected to lead to diffi- 
culty in Russia’s effort to raise a loan. 


Japs Examine Submarine Boat 
Newport, R. I., May 3.—Two Japan- 
ese naval officers, whose names could 


not be learned, inspected the subma- 
rine torpedo boat Protector, which 
later received orders to sail imme- 


diately. Her destination is believed to 
be Bridgeport, Conn., where are _lo- 
cated the works of her owners. ‘The 
Japanese officers were in this city about 
five hours. It is understood that they 
will sail for Yokohama on May 19. 


Davidson Going to Antung 
Shanghai, May 2.—As a result of the 
occupation of Antung by the Japanese, 
United States Consul Davidson, who 
has been assigned to Antung, probably 
will proceed to his post immediately. 
The Japanese authorities have  indi- 
cated that they have no objection to

WOODEN BREAD. 


It Is Possible to Make a Palatable 
Loaf From Sawdust. 

As long ago as 1834 Professor Aute- 
rith of Tubingen succeeded in making | 
a tolerably good quartern loaf out of a 
deal board. Everything soluble was 
removed by maceration and boiling; 
the wood was then reduced to fibers, 
dried in an oven and ground, when it 
had the taste and smell of corn nour. 
A sponge was then made by the addi- 
tion of water and the sour leaven of 
corn flour, and it was baked and found | 
to be better than a compound of bran | 
and corn husks. 

Wood flour boiled water forms 
also a nutritious jelly, which the pro- 
fessor found both palatable and whole- 
some in the form of gruel, dumplings

Professor Brande has also recorded 


the making of bread from woody fiber. 
He says: “Before me is a specimen im- 
ported from Sweden. Seeing the close 
relation between the composition of 
starch and lignine, the conversion of 
the latter into bread does not seem so 
remarkable.” He also cannot praise 
the quality of such bread. 


Spots on the Fur of Animals. 

Although we are told that the leopard 
cannot change his spots, it is certain 
that the markings on the fur of some 
animals do change. Especially is this 
true where the animal has a distinctive 
winter coat. This change has been 
studied by Barrett Hamilton, a British 
naturalist, who is of opinion that 
whitening of the fur generally ac- 
companies development of fatty tissue, 
which is manifestation of insufficient 
oxidation and hence of atrophy, which 
shows itself in a whitening of the hair. 
In some animals—man for instance— 
this atrophy is manifested by baldness.

Japanese Soldiers Resting 

Seoul, May 4.—Later aseports of the 
Russian reverses on the Yalu river are 
to the effect that the Japanese cap- 
tured 28 small rapid-fire guns, besides 
20 field guns. They also captured 80 
Russian officers and over500 men, many 
of whom were found hiding in the un- 
derbrush by Japanese searching par- 
ties. 

Cossack officers who were captured 
place the number of Russians killed 
and wounded at 800, but it is thought 
that this underestimates the Russian 
loss, which is believed to be very much 
greater. 

The Japanese army is resting, bury- 
ing its dead and caring for its wounded. 
The Japanese thoroughly occupy the 
area over which the fighting extended 
and are now scouring the hilly coun- 
try to which the Russian forces re- 
tired.

THE SPEAKERSHI 


Cannon Prefers It to Nomina- 


tior, For Vice President 


MIND IS FULLY MADE UP 


Has Become Wedded to Lower 
Branch of Congress and Ex- 
pects to Be Returned by His 


Constituents In Illinois 


Washington, May 4.—‘Even at the 
risk of being accused of declining that 
which I probably could not get if I de- 
sired it, I answer most unequivocally, 
that if the nomination were tendered to 


me I would not accept it under any clr- 
cumstances whatever.” ‘Thus strongly 
did Speaker Cannon in an authorized in- 
terview with a Post reporter emphasize 
his determination with reference to the 
vice presidency. 

“What are your reasons for such a 
statement?’ he was asked, and replied: 

“IT have been fon almost 30 years a 
member of the national house of repre- 
sentatives. I may say my life work 
has been in connection with the legis- 
lation in the house. I have been nomi- 
pna‘ed by the Repubiicans of the con- 
gressional district in which I reside and 
have accepted the nomination. I have 
every reason to bope I shall be re- 
elected. 

“If the Republicans have a majority 
in the next house of representatives,” 
he continued, “of whichin my judgment 
there is no reasonable doubt, I will be 
a candidate to succeed myself as speak- 
er. If, perchance, however, the Re- 
publicans should not have a majority in 
the next house, I will take my place on 
and give the best service in 
my power to the minority. 

“In my judgment I can do better ser- 
vice in any capacity as a member of the 
house of representatives than I can do 
elsewhere.” 

Just at this point there was an inei- 
dent illustrative of the frequency with 
which vice presidential talk is kept 
ringing in the speaker's ears. The doors 
of his room flew open and Senator Bur- 
rows entered, escorting a couple of his 
constituents, who wanted, as Senator 
Burrows said in introducing them, “to 
meet the present speaker and the next 
vice president.” 

Mr. Cannon bowed courteously, ex- 
pressed his pleasure at seeing the two 
Michigan visitors and, turning to Mr. 
Burrows, observed: “You will see me 
as an archangel before I am vice presi- 
dent.” 

“IT am glad you retain your senses,” 
said the senator in seriousness. 

“T have no ambitions, touching the 
public service,” declared Speaker Can- 
non, resuming the interview as soon as 
the door closed behind his visitors, “‘out- 
side of and disconnected with the house 
of representatives. One word more. 
There are many men in the Republican 
party In the middle west and elsewhere 
who are better equipped for the great 
office of vice president than I am and 
would add more of strength to the 
ticket than I would, so that the decision, 
as above announced, and my duty asa

Pp BOSTON BAKERS ST TRIKE 


Owners of Small Concerns Yield- 
ing to Demands of Employes 
Boston, May 4—Sixteen more small 

concerns have agreed to the demands 

of the striking journeymen bakers and 
there are now about 750 men at work 
in various parts of the city. 

The master bakers who are resist- 
ing the demands of the strikers assert 
that they are not disturbed by the re- 
ported signing of the union agreement 
by a large number of the smaller bak- 
ers. They claim that in almost every 
case the master bakers who have signed 
the agreement do not employ much 
help, so that the change in the wage 
scale makes very little difference to 
them. The master bakers, they point 
out, do much of their baking them- 
selves, so that the percentage of the 
cost of the employed labor is very 
small. 

Taking the ground that all negotia- 
tions with the union have been broken 
off, the master bakers whose men are 
on strike will not listen to any proposi- 
tion from the unions and are not open 
to any offer of arbitration. 


To Break Boilermakers’ Strike 

Boston, May 4.—Fifty or more boiler- 
makers were brought to this city by 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad company to take the 
places of the union boilermakers who 
struck two weeks ago in the Boston 
and Norwood shops of the company. 
The men were taken to steamer City 
of Lawrence, which they will make 
their sleeping and dining quarters, ¢0- 
ing to and from their work by train 
each day. A large proportion of the 
strike breakers came from New Haven. 


“Line Stores” Objectionable 

Houlton, Me., May 4.—A movement is 
in progress in eastern Maine which has 
for its object the closing of the so-called 
“line store” on the Canadian boundary.

REVISION OF THE TARIFF

--How Trusts and Reciprocity

Washington, May 4.—The platform 
to be adopted by the Kepublican na- 
tional convention hus been among the 
topics discussed at the

Senator Lodge, who is 
slated for chairman of the committee 
on resolutions at the has 
prepared preliminary sketches of 
various topics that he thinks should be 
treated and has submitted them to sena- 
tors and others for their approval or 
Suggestion as to amendment. It is ex- 
pected that before the convention meets 
a complete platform will be prepared 
which will have the approval of the 
president. 

The principal feature of the platform 
will be the tariff plank, which will de- 
clare the adherence of the Republican 
party to the principles of protection, 
but will not bind the party not to re- 
vise the tariff. It will say that the 
party is not coi@mitted to any schedule, 
but that changes should be made only 
when changed conditions of business 
or the treasury render it necessary or 
advisable. It already has been agreed 
that the tariff will be revised in the 
Fifty-Ninth congress if the Republi- 
cans win in November. 

There is a determination to make the 
platform as brief as conse- 
quently the endorsement of the admints- 
tration and the acts of the party will 
be put In compact form. ‘This endorse- 
ment will be a general approval of the 
course of the pseesident and of the ac- 
tions of the Republicans in congress. 

The plank concerning trusts in effect 
will declare that the laws for the regu- 
lation of monopolies and the restraint 
of conspiracy against commerce were 
enacted by the Republicans and that} 
the enforcement of such laws has been 
only by a Republican administration. 
It also will say that it is not the 
policy or intention of the Republican 
party to assail legitimate industry and 
business or to infringe on the rights of 
persons or property. Special! attention 
will be devoted to the phraseology of; 
this plank.

reciprocity suggestion. Nearly all the 
senators who have attended the recent 
conferences have contributed their 
share toward keeping the reciprocity 
treaties negotiated by the McKinley ad- 
ministration closely confined in com- 
mittee pigeon-holes. Reciprocity has 
not been popular in congress and it was 
with a great effort that the Cuban legis- 
lation was passed. Senator Aldrich 
announced when the Cuban bill was un- 
der consideration that there would be 
no more tariff legislation by treaty. If 
anything is said about reciprocity it 
will be so worded as to mean that 
reciprocity shall be confined to such 
articles as are not in competition with 
products of the United States. 

Mention of the financial! question will 
consist of an allusion to the mainten- 
ance of the gold standard by the Repub- 
lican party and a promise to continue 
the finances of the country upon a 
sound basis. 

Disfranchisement of the negroes in 
southern states will be denounced as an 
encroachment on rights guaranteed by 
the constitution. 

The demand for restoration of the 
merchant marine of the country will be 
renewed, but it is not the intention to 
endorse any specific plan. 

There are several other suggestions 
as to planks in the platform, but the de- 
sire to have the platform as brief as 
possible may eliminate them from con- 
sideration as unnecessary at this time.

BANS ON TOBACCO. 


Severe Penalties For Smoking Were 
In Vogue In Olden Times, 
Strange ds it may appear now, 
sultans of Turkey and shahs of Per- 
sia have tried their best to put down 
smoking. In Turkey, formerly, smok- 
ing was a crime punishable by the of- 
fenders having their pipes thrust 
through their noses, and in Russia in 
1634 the noses of smokers were cut off. 
In Transylvania offenders were fined 
from 3 to 200 florins. In Berne, Swit- 
zerland, 1661, where crimes were di- 
vided into sections according to the 
Ten Commandments, smoking was 
classed with adultery. The tribunal to 
put down smoking, called chambre-au- 
tabac, continued to the middle of the 
elghteenth century. The climax was 
reached by Amarath IV., king of Per- 
sia, who made it a capital offense. 
In England Elizabeth issued a proc- 
lamation against smoking in 1584, and 
James’ “counterblast against tobacco, 
with its pompous language, is well 
known. All through his reign it was 
a common stipulation that “no puffer 
of tobacco” should be appointed school- 
master.

SHIPYARD. 


Intends to Thoroughly Master 
Business at Fore River. 


The Boston Post prints the following 
Quincy dispatch: 

Dressed in greasy overalls, with hands 
smeared with grime, and with steel 
shavings in his hair, Sokichi Uchiyama 
a Japanese apprentice in the Fore River 
Ship and Engine works, Quincy, toils 
daily at the bench, learning battleship 
construction. 

Tomorrow Uchiyama is to sign ap- 
prenticeship papers, calling for un-; 
broken service as a mechanic for three 
years. 

The Japanese government sent him 
bere, agreed to support him, and finally 
to reward him suitably, exacting in ex- 
change a pledge to return in 1908 or 
1909, as an instructor of-youth in the 
art of constructing battleships and 
cruisers. 

‘* Hitherto Japan has been compelled’’ 
said young Uchiyama, ‘‘to buy battle- 
ships of European and American make, 
or to buy parts and put them together. 
Recently she began a movement to sail 
struct for herself, and to that end sent 
a few students to serve as apprentices 
in foreign sbops.’’ 

Among the students who stood high- 
est in Japanese technical schools was 
Sokichi Uchlyama. He wears a medal 
signifying super-excellence in mathe- 
matics and in mechanical drawing. 

This he received from the govern- 
ment polytechnical school in Tokio. 

In company with Herbert Stevens of 
Lowell, Uchiyama came to America, 
landing last December. last 
February he has worked 
He lives at 17 Pratt avenue, 
Weymouth. 

‘*T intend to work in every 
the machine shops,”’ Uchiyama, | 
‘‘and then to take up battleship con- | 
struction in the drafting rooms. 

‘‘When I return to Nippon I 
teach the art of shipbuilding in 
Kog-yo Gak-ko school in Tokio.

Panama Canal nl Route Turned 
Over to United States 

Panama, May 5.—The United States 
canal commission has taken formal 
possession of the canal route and of the 
property of the Panama Canal com- 
pany. From now on the canal works 
will be under the direction of Lieu- 
tenant Brooke of the engineer corps of 
the United States army, who repre- 
sented the canal commission at the 
ceremony of the transfer. 

M. Renaudin, the representative of 
the Panama Canal company, called 
the principal employes of the company 
to his office and read them a cable dis- 
patch from Paris, ordering him to de- 
liver all the canal property to the 
United States government. Lieu- 
tenant Brooke read a telegraphic mes- 
sage from Secretary Taft, directing 
him to accept the property for the 
government of the United States. M. 
Renaudin then handed the keys of the 
buildings to Brooke, who hoisted the 
American flag over the administration 


building. A document attesting the de- 
livery of the property, written in 
French, Spanish and English, was 


signed by Brooke and Renaudin. 


Washington, May 5.—Word has 
reached the Panama commission of the 
formal transfer of the cana] route and 
of the Panama canal property, Lieu- 
tenant Mark Brooke representing the 
commission. Next Tuesday General 
Davis, governor of the canal zone, will 
leave New York for Panama, accom- 
panied by a corps of American en- 
gineers, to assume control] of the canal 
property. For the present the work 
now in progress there by laborers em- 
ployed by the French company, of 
whom there are about 1760, will be 
continued. Considerable preliminary 
work in obtaining good sanitary condi- 
tions in the canal zone, detailed plans 
for construction, ete., will be under- 
taken by General Davis and his corps 
of assistants. 

Row Quse Quarantine Laws 

Washington, May 5.—The only in- 
formation the department of state has 
touching the reported friction between 
Mexico and the state of Texas over the 
question of cattle quarantine is con- 
tained in a short telegram from United 
States Consul General Hanna at 
Monterey, saying that Texas has 
threatened a quarantine against Mex- 
ican cattle, that the Mexican cattle are 
free from disease and that the proposed 
action might lead to retaliation. The 
matter may involve an interesting 
question as to the supremacy of state 
and national quarantine laws 


A Chamberlain-Balfour Scheme 

London, May 5.—The outcome of the 
attempt of an opposition member of the 
house of commons to move a resolution 
committing the government to a re- 
pudiation of the protectionist policy is 
that a compact has been entered into 
between Joseph Chamberlain and Pre- 
mier Balfour, the aim of which appears 
to be the staving off of a dissolution of 
parliament. Chamberlain will move 
an amendment to the resolution simply 
expressing confidence in the policy of 
the government. As all of Chamber- 
lain’s supporters will vote for his 
amendment the government is assured 
of a victory. 


Convicted of Wife Murder 

Buffalo, May 5.—The jury which 
heard the case of Joseph Koehler, 
eharged with murder in the first de- 
gree in killing his wife, last night re- 
ported a verdict of guilty of murder in 
the second degree. After battering his 
wife’s head in with a flatiron, Koehler 
cut her throat with a razor. His de- 
fense was insanity. 

Priest Killed by Highwaymen 

Omaha, May 5.—Rey. Edward Geary, 
aged 75, assistant pastor of Holy 
Family Catholic church, died last even- 
ing as the result of injuries inflicted 
on hint by highwaymen. The assault 
occurred in front of the church and 
was committed by two men.

HEARST NOT A FACTOR 


Ballots of Delegates Not Pledged 
Will Be Thrown For Judge 


Unless Better” 


“Something 


Turns Up at Conven.ion 


Washington, May 5.—The prevailing 


opinion among the leading Democrats 
still is that Parker will be the 
dential nominee, although it Is acknowl- 
edged that some of the enthusiasm for 
his candidacy has evaporated with the 
subsidence of the fear of Hearst. Con- 
servative Democrats rushed to Parker 
with an enthusiasm proportioned to 
their fear that Hearst might be nomi- 
nated. No one now supposes that there 
is any danger of this result. Such suc- 
cesses as he is having in lowa and II- 
linois can be explained on local grounds, 
No delegate who does not go into the 
convention for Hearst will go over to 
him from any of the conservative candl- 
dates, His initial strength will be ap- 
proximately his maximum strength. 

There was little enthusiasm for get- 
ting Democrats out to the caucuses im 
Iowa. Hearst came along with a new 
and affirmative reason for political ac- 
tion. He seems to have carried the day. 
In Illinois his candidacy has been in- 
volved in the factional quarrel between 
young Carter Harrison and John P. 
Hopkins, snd it is too early to say what 
it all means. Hearst has carried a few 
district delegates in Indiana, but they 
will probably be “snuffed out” by the 
operation of the unit rule. At all 
events, political observers here no 
longer fear his nomination. 

The uninstructed delegates at St. 
Louis, who now include the delegations 
from Pennsylvania and New Jersey and 
West Virginia, will in a sense control 
the situation, but that they can find a 
better candidate than Parker, or suc- 
ceed in massing a two-third’s vote on 
any candidate other than Parker, is 
open to much doubt. New York, In- 
diana, the south and miscellaneous sup- 
port will make up the original Parker 
column. 

Hearst's support, aside from that 
hanging in the balance in the middle 
west, will include a good many scat- 
tered delegates, like those of Rhode Isl- 
and, South Dakota, and the greater 
part of the Kansas contingent. There 
then remains the Pennsylvania-New 
Jersey group which is waiting for some- 
thing to turn up. Many of these 
“waiters” are friendly to Senator Gor- 
man and doubtless would respond to his 
wishes, but that they could force Gor- 
man’s nomination on the convention is 
unlikely. ~ 

From present prospects the St. Louis 
convention will be one of rare interest. 
It is Parker against the field. The 
argument against Parker will be that 
somebody should be nominated for 
whom Tammany can be more enthu- 
siastic, perhaps somebody who would 
more effectively allay the Bryan oppo- 
sition, and somebody of more mag- 
netism and more commanding person- 
ality. There are many such objections 
to Parker's availability and personality. 

Most of the delegates who are not 
pledged to him from the conservative 
states are feeling very friendly and 
make no secret of their willingness to 
throw their votes to him in case some- 
thing better does not materialize. Ex- 
cept In Tammany and Bryan circles 
there is no open hostility to him. The 
feeling of those who are pleading 
against instructions for him in the 
various states is that the party might 
as well take a little more time to think, 
since the convention is two months off. 
George Gray of Delaware and young 
Mr. Folk of Missouri are men upon 
whom thoughts might focus.

Des Moines, May 5.—W. R. Hearst 
carried the Iowa Democratic conyven- 
tion by @ majority of more than 150 
votes. Hearst resolutions were 
adopted, Hearst delegations from the 
contesting counties were seated and 
Hearst delegates were selected. The 
delegates were instructed to vote as a 
unit. The convention was boisterous 
and the orators, of whom there were 
many on both sides, were hissed, some 

of them being driven from the stage. 


Everything to Suit Bryan 

Lincoln, Neb., May 5.—W. J. Bryan 
controlled the Democratic convention in 
his home county and a platform re- 
affirming the Kansas City platform was 
adopted. No names for the presi- 
dential nomination were mentioned, 
the convention voting to adopt the unit 
rule and practically agreeing to act as 
Bryan thinks best in the national con- 
vention. 


Negro Presidential Candidate 

St. Louis, May 5.—The executive 
committee of the National Liberty 
party has completed arrangements for 
holding a national convention here on 
July 6. The party is composed of ne- 
groes throughout the country and it is 
stated that the convention will nomi- 
nate candidates for president and vice 
president. 


Debs Declines Candidacy 

Chicago, May 5.—When the Socialist 
national convention met to nominate 
candidates for president and vice presi- 
dent the delegates were met by a re- 
port that Eugene V. Debs would de- 
celine to accept the nomination for the 
presidency. It is believed that Debs 
may alter his decision.

FIRST USE OF GAS. | 


The Way the Idea of Using It For 
Light Was Ridiculed. 

Great was the amazement of all Eu- 
rope when at about the close of the| 
century William Murdoch discovered 
that gas could be used for .ijuminating | 
purposes. So little was the invention | 
understood by those who had not seen} 
it in use that even the great and wise | 
(2) men of the British parliament | 
laughed at the idea. “How can there} 
be light without a wick?’ said one} 
member of that august body, with a} 
wink and a knowing nod. Even the} 
great Sir Humphry Davy ridiculed the | 
idea of lighting towns and cities with 
gas. He one day asked Murdoch, “Do! 
you mean to use the dome of St. Paul’s 
for your gas meter?” Sir Walter Scott | 
also made merry of the gas idea and | 
of the coming attempt to “illuminate | 
London with smoke from a tar fac- | 
tory.” 

When the house of commons was 
finally lighted with the new illuminant, | 
the architect and custodian of the 
building, who imagined that the gas 
ran as fire through the pipes, insisted | 
that they be removed several inches 
from the wall to prevent the building 
from taking fire! Several distinguished 
members were also observed carefully | 
touching the pipes with their gloved | 
fingers and then smelling of them to | 
see if they could detect the odor of) 
burned leather. 


INSTANT DEATH. 


It Is Not So Quick buat That the Mind 
Has Time to Act. 

It is questionable if such a phenom- 
enon as instant death {s known to the 
scientist and investigator. Physicians 
and surgeons tell us that death by 
gunshot wound is the easiest mode of 
terminating lifét yet, rapid as such a 
mode of taking off must necessarily 
be, the body has leisure to feel and 
time to reflect and on rare occasions 
even to act. 

On the first attempt of one of the 
adherents of the Spanish monarch to 
assassinate William, prince of Orange, 
the ball passed through the bones of 
his face and brought him to the ground. 
In the instant which preceded stupe- 
faction, however, he was able to frame 
the notion that the celling of a room 
had fallen in and crushed him. 

Another question in this connection 
is that of probable pain. Although nu- 
merous instances could be cited ir 
support of the view that the mind acts 
in cases of so called instant death, it 
by no means follows that the infliction 
of a fatal blow is attended by the least 
semblance of pain or a single pang of 
fear or regret. Unless death results

The hill slope in front of the Gov- | 
ernment building 1s terraced with | 
broad stairways almost completely 


covering the slope. The building is 800 
| feet long by 250 feet wide and is the 
largest structure ever provided at an | 
exposition by the federal government. 
| [It is distinguished from all the other 
Jarge buildings at the Exposition by 
the steel truss construction, the entire 
roof being supported by steel arches, 
forming a splendid domed ceiling.

Carroll D. Wright, United States Com- 
missioner of Labor, had charge of the 
preparation of the exhibit.

The winter bed is still more elabo- 
It consists of three compartments. 
The first contains four chairs, a tea poy 
This is the sit- 
The second is the dress- 
ing room, and the third is the sleep- 
| ing apartment, or the couch itself. The 
| furniture is of rosewood inlaid with 
ivory carving of birds, flowers and 
trees, The couch is covered with silks 
of the finest texture and in gaudy col- 
ors. The sleeping compartments are 


| lighted with Chinese lanterns of silk 


hung at the outer entrance, while the 


light enters through gauze panels, hand 


painted and in forms of rosewood in- 


| laid with ivory figures. 


A table and dish made of highly pol- 
ished ash, with exquisitely carved 
' bamboo figures inlaid, are shown. The 


| work is so artistically done that each 


article seems to have been made of 
one piece of wood. 

There is also a large display of Chi- 
nese lanterns made of silk, gauze and 
other light material and some made of 
beads artistically arranged with glass 
centers. The silk and gauze are beau-

There are models of some of the

Free wharfage will be given to all 
boats landing at St. Louis during the 
Traffic Manager Hil- 
leary of the Exposition and Joseph P. 


| Whyte, harbor and wharf commission- 


er of St. Louis, have decided on the lo- 


| cations assigned to the various kinds 


of boats. 

Yachts, steam launches and all boats 
propelled by their own power have 
been assigned wharf space between 
Choteau avenue and Biddle street. 
These streets, running east and west, 
form the boundary lines for the cen- 
tral business district of the city. 

House boats have been assigned 
wharf space north of Biddle street 
and south of Choteau avenue. 

St. Louis has a river front of twen- 
ty miles. The Broadway line of the 
Transit company parallels the river 
from the city limits on the north to

“Now, what do you think of that for 
a yellow peril? What do the men and 
women of this beautiful and altogether 
delightful country think about the peo- 
ple who would thus regard the sacred 
relationship which ought to exist be- 
tween the husband and the wife? I 
will not press the question. At any 
rate there is no such thing as a yellow 
peril when you come to think of it. 
Firstly, here is a man who was consid- 
ering his wife in an affectionate way, 
in a section of the world where we did 
not expect to find it. But mark you 
with what nobility she met the issue:

Eggs New Yorkers Eat. 

Few people are aware of the venera- 
ble age of the average egg that reaches 
the New York market. From some 
litigation between an egg commission 
house and a wholesale egg company in 
Iowa interesting facts are disclosed. 
The case has just been decided by the 
appellate division. On the 20th of 
April, 1899, the plaintiff bought five 
carloads of eggs of the lowa company. 
These were kept in storage in Sioux 
City until the following winter, and all 
of them did not reach this city until 
Jan. 8, 1900. But then they did not 
reach the market, for there was a dis- 
pute as to their condition and quality, 
the purchaser maintaining that they 
were not of the quality ordered and the 
seller replying that any deterioration 
was due to the time in storage. Then 
the purchaser sold them for what he 
eould get and sued the Iowa folks for 
the difference between what he receiv- 
ed and what he would have received 
had the eggs been up to the standard 
claimed. He won, and his judgment 
was affirmed. And the public ate the 
eggs.—New York Times. 


Advertisements on the Flag. 

The denial of the power of a state 
legislature to prohibit the use of the 
national flag for advertising on 
ground that it is not a proper exercise 
of the police power impliedly denies 
that any question of public policy of 
the state is involved in such use of the 
flag or else denies that the legislature 
is the proper authority to determine 
what such public policy is. Though 
two able courts have decided that such 
a statute is unconstitutional, there 
seems to be nevertheless much reason 
in contending that this is a question 
of public policy, which it is the busi- 
ness of the legislature and not of the 
courts to decide. But if it be correct to 
hold that the state law cannot prohibit 
the use of a representation of the flag 
in connection with advertising it does 
not follow that congress might not do

The Fine Art of Forgery. 

A singular feat in the forgery of 
bank notes has just been accomplished 
in Copenhagen. With no apparatus 
better than a small lithographic press 
and one or two most imperfect and 
primitive tc@ls a lithographer had suc- 
ceeded in producing 10,000 notes of 10 
kroner each so perfect that only stu- 
pidity in circulating them prevented 
@ great success. The police refused to 
believe that notes so accurate had been 
produced with means so inadequate, 
but the lithographer, with artistic 
pride, asked for his press and, going to 
work in his cell, soon demonstrated that 
it was possible to be at once a knave 
and a fine artist. And now In C open- 
hagen the strange spectacle is witness- 
ed of forged 10 kroner notes, worth 
nothing as money, selling freely among 
connoisseurs for 30 kroner as beauti- 
ful specimens of lithographic work,

C. C, Hearn, who acted as spokes- 
man, said: ‘‘Mr, Mayor, we have come 
to see when we can have the streets in 
the business section watered?’’ 

The reply His Honor made was: 
‘*Gentlemen, the streets in City Square 
will be watered at 6.30 tomorrow morn- 
ing.”’

Rumor Makes Him Chairman 


of Republican Committee 


TO ARRANGE CAMPAIGN 


Plans For a Strong Advisory 
Board In Which Ex-Secretary 
of War Root and Other Vet- 


erans Will Participate 


New York, May 6—Cornelius N. 
Bliss, who had talks with President 
Roosevelt in Washington, has returned 
to New York. He does notsay whether 
the reports that he is to be chairman 
of the Republican national committee 
are true or not, but politicians who 
heard what he said concluded that he 
is to arrange Roosevelt’s campaign. 

Two months ago the president called 
Mr. Bliss to Washington for a con- 
sultation about the chairmanship of the 
national committee, but at that time 
the health of Bliss was not so good as 
it is now, and he intimated fhat he 
would not accept the chairmanship, but 
since then he has been urged by friends 
of the president to accept, and it now 
seems likely he will. It has been rep- 
resented to him that the work of the 
position will not be so heavy, as he 
can have an advisory or executive com- 
mittee made up of the veteran cam- 
paigners of the party. It is said Elihu 
Root, Governor Murphy of New Jersey 
and others who have been spoken of in 
connection with the chairmanship are 
willing to serve on such committee. 

It is reported that if Bliss becomes 
national chairman Elihu Root will take 
a conspicuous part in the management 
of the national campaign. He did not 
care to take the chairmanship, as he 
may be the Republican candidate for 
governor this year, but he is ready to 
do his share of the heavy work of the 
campaign. 


DEBS FOR PRESIDENT 


Socialists Claim to Be the Only 
Really Democratic Party 

Chicago, May 6.—The national So- 
cialist convention nominated Eugene V. 
Debs for President of fhe United States 
and Benjamin Hanford of New York 
for vice president. Neither candidate 
had any opposition. 

After condemning the policies of the 
Democratic and Republican parties, the 
platform appeals to the American peo- 
ple for support on the ground that the 
Socialist party is the only political or- 
ganization standing for the principles 
by which the liberty of the individual 
may become a fact; as the only political 
organization that is democratic and 
that has for its purpose the conversion 
of all society to the principles of true 
democracy. Capitalism and private 
ownership of the means of employment, 
it is declared, “grounds society in a 
economic slavery which renders intel- 
lectual and political tyranny in- 
evitable.”’ 


Probably For Parker 

Hartford, May 6.—No opposition to 
the choice of former Congressman De 
Forest of Bridgeport as temporary 
chairman of the Democratic state con- 
vention developed last night at the first 
sitting of the delegates. It had been 
expected that Alexander Troup, the 
leader of the Hearst movement in Con- 
necticut, would take exception to the 
selection made by the state central com- 
mittee. Delegates went into the con- 
vention expectant of a contest at the 
outset, but when the convention was 
called to order De Forest was intro- 
duced and had begun his address on na- 
tional affairs almost before the dele- 
gates were aware of it. 

The convention will choose delegates 
to the St. Louis convention and at the 
same time effect a reorganization of the 
state central committee under the new 
senatorial re-districting. The session 
last night was that of a temporary or- 
ganization, which will be made _per- 
manent after the caucuses have selected 
a new state committee. 

It is not yet possible to determine 
whether there are more Parker than 
Hearst delegates holding credentials, 
but the indications strongly favor the 
former. 


Fairbanks For Second Place 

New York, May 6.—The World quotes 
Senator Platt as saying: “In Wash- 
ington the feeling among the Republi- 
can leaders is that Senator Fairbanks 
is to be nominated for vice president. 
It is practically settled. The only man 
who has not agreed to it is Senator 
Fairbanks, but he will accept and make 
a strong candidate. He is a very re- 
luctant candidate; yes, an unwilling 
aspirant, but he will yield to the pres- 
sure for his nomination.” 


Root’s Boom Is Launched 

Watertown, N. Y., May 6.—The Lin- 
coln league, the strongest Republican 
organization in northern New York, 
with a membership of 1200, last night 
unanimously adopted resolutions fa vor- 
ing the nomination of Elihu Root as 
governor of the state. 


Countess Cassini’s Good Work 

Washington, May 6.—The fina] feat- 
ure of the lawn fete and bazaar given 
by Countess Cassini for the benefit of 
the Japanese and Russian Red Cross 
fund was attended by a large number 
of people. The countess now has $17,- 
000 in bank as a result of the undertak- 
ing. It will be increased by later re- 
turns. 


{lundreds of Boston Italians Al- 
leged to Have Been Swindled 

Boston, May 6 —George Scigliano, 
president of the Italian Protective 
league, and President D'Alessandro of 
the Italian Laborers’ union caused the 
arrest-last night of Massey Emanuele, 
charged with grand larceny. It is al- 
leged that Emanuele had obtained 
money from the Italian laborers whom 
he had engaged to work upon a Con- 
tract which, it is claimed, was fraudu- 
lent. 

On Monday an Italian named Garga- 
no appeared in the centre of the Italian 
quarter and stated that he wanted at 
ence 1000 Italians to go to work on a 
big contract just outside of Providence. 
He stated that work would last for nine 
years; that the laborers would have to 
work but nine hours a day, and that 
the daily wages would be between $1.00 
and $2. By Tuesday night several 
hundred names and several hundred 
dollars, itis alleged, were secured, each 
applicant for work making a deposit 
of $1. 

President Scigliano was told of tbe 
promises made by Gargano. He imme- 
diately communicated with friends in 
Providence, asking them to make an 
investigation. The answer came back 
that the contract was a fictitious one. 

Last night, together with D’Ales- 
sandro, Scigltiano paid a visit to a 
Washington street house, but the con- 
tractor himself was not there. Only 
Emanuele, the alleged bookkeeper, 
and the supposed contractor's wife were 
present and Emanuele was arresied. 


Machinists to Join Strikers 
Norwood, Mass., May 6.—It is stated 


here that orders have been received 
from the headquarters of the Ma- 
chinists’ union in New Haven calling 


out all machinists in the employ of the 
Consolidated railroad whose _ boiler- 
makers are now on strike. The state- 
ment followed a meeting of machinists 
employed in the local shops of the com- 
pany, at which it was voted to join the 
striking boilermakers this afternoon. 
It is understood that the blacksmiths 
will take similar action. 


Offered to “Fix” Jurors 

Boston, May 6.—Judge Bishop has 
sentenced to prison the two men who of- 
fered to ‘tix’? some of the jurors ina 
land damage case against the city of 
Boston. lor Timothy Hurley, a bar- 
tender, the judge decreed a term of 
18 months in the house of correction, 
and for Patrick J. Gough, a tailor, an 
even year. Gough approached Lawyer 
McClennen with the corrupt proposi- 
tion which led McClennen to make his 
complaint to Judge Bishop. 


Overlooked by Searching Parties 

Meriden, Conn., May 6.—The mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance of 
George Patterson of Kensington, whe 
was last seen alive in a saloon in this 
city Nov. 16, 1903, was cleared up last 
evening by the discovery of his body in 
a lot in the outskirts of the town. At 
the time of his disappearance there 
were rumors of foul play. Searching 
parties were organized and passed 
within a few feet of the spot where the 
body was found. 


Suit Against Boston Brokers 
Boston, May 6.—Thomas E. Martin 
has brought suit in this city against the 
firm of Longley, Hale & Co., the broker- 
age concern expelled from the Con- 
solidated Stock Exchange of New York, 
to recover $15,000 damages arising 
from a stock transaction in which he 
alleges he was made a yictim by the 

concern. :

Warren, R. I., May 6.—In a quarrel 
last night at Parker hill, Frederick 
Howard, 19 years old, was stabbed by 
Marcella Natali. Both were employed 
in a cotton mill here.

The fire is believed to 
have started in the barroom of the hotel.

Constant Pressure on Pekin 
Government Necessary 

St. Petersburg, May 6.—The effect of 

the disaster to Russian arms on the Yalu 

upon the Chinese is watched with keen

interest and considerable apprehension. 


The Russian government appears to be 
satisfied with the situation for the mo- 
ment and Paul Lessar, Russian minis- 
ter at Pekin, is making daily reports to 
the foreign office. 

The Pekin government, according to 
Russian reports, seems to be acting in 
perfect good faith and insists that it is 
intent upon preserving neutrality. It 
is turning a deaf ear to the appeals of 
anti-Russian leaders, who want China 
to throw in her lot with Japan. Never- 
theless, the Russian authorities regard 
China as a powder magazine. ‘They 
realize the danger in the present situa- 
tion and the necessity for constant 
pressure on the Pekin government. 

The danger of an anti-foreign move- 
ment throughout the Chinese empire 
exists not only for Russia, but for all 
the powers, and Russia has, at least 
three times since the outbreak of the 
war, addressed the powers on the sub- 
ject. The answers received uniformly 
show a full appreciation of the need of 
exercising a restraining influence on 
Pekin and all the powers are co-op- 
erating to this end. 


Obaidia to Represent Panama 

Washington, May 6.—Mr. Russell, 
the American diplomatic representative 
at Panama, bas cabled Secretary Hay 
that the Panama government will ap- 
point Don Jose Domingo de Obaldia as 
minister of Panama to the United 
States. Obaldia wasa senator from the 
department of Panama in the Co- 
lombian congress which rejected the 
Hay-Herran treaty, was governor of 
Panama at the time of the independ- 
ence movement last November and is 
second vice president of the republic. 


Sheep King Fined $5000 

Portland, Ore., May 6.—The cases of 
Charles Cunningham, the eastern Ore- 
gon sheep king, G. H. V. Saling, Shelby 
Jones and Dallas O'Hara, charged with 
conspiracy to defraud the United 
States government of public lands, 
were brought to an abrupt and unex- 
pected conclusion by pleas of guilty be- 
ing made when these defendants were 
arraigned here. Cunningham, as the 
ringleader, was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $5000. The others were let off witha 
fine of $100 in each case. 


Death In Tornado’s Wake 

Fort Worth, Tex., May 6.—It is re- 
ported here that many people were 
killed and much property and _live- 
stock were destroyed by a tornado just 
south of Moran.

Washington, May 6.—The court of 
claims has decided an important case 
in which $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 is in-

and all other merely civil law was for 
the time being suspended and 
seded by military law, until such time 
as it might be possible to est 
administrative and judicial authority 
to enforce the civil law, and that dur- 
ing such period of suspension of the 
civil law the power of the military 
commander was absolute, and that he 
might lawfully prohibit or restrict trade 
or commerce, and, as a condition to 
commerce within his military district, 
might impose contribution to assist in 
the expenses of the w ar, and such care 
to Indigent non-combatants as human- 
ity might require.

levied; that the president, as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy, 
by whose order the collections were 
made, had the same powers ip fime of 
war as other civilized governments, 
and that his exercise of them needed 
no authority or ratification by con- 
gress to give his acts in that respect 
effective force, although congress did, 
as a matter of fact, ratify the same. 

The opinion of the court is further 
to the effect that the privilege of sail- 
ing away with the goods was not pro- 
hibited to Warner, Barnes & Co. and, 
while it was prohibited from landing 
the merchandise without first m: iking 
payment of the duties, this did not 
deprive the payment of its voluntary 
character, and it is held there was 
acquiescence in the payment and use of 
the money so paid and judgment was 
given that plaintiffs could not re- 
cover. 


Miners Killed by Explosion 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 6.—An explo- 
sion of gas occurred in a colliery of the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal company 
at Plymouth in which two men were 
killed, one fatally injured and four 
others burned. The cause of the ex- 
plosion -has not been definitely ascer- 
tained. There was intense excitement 
for a time, as there were many in the 
mine. ; 


Miners’ Terrible Fate 

Ashland, Pa., May 6.—George Zeub 
and Joseph Osunsky, miners, were en- 
tombed by a fall of coal in the Con- 
tinent colliery. All attempts at rescue 
have failed. The men could be heard 
tapping for several hours, but as this 
has ceased it is believed they have 
suffocated.

MANGEROUS LIST. 


Our Stone Cutting is So 
Classed. 


Tuberculosis Rate Is 
Excessive. 


Many Other Occupations, However, 
Equally Dangerous. 


Our attention to dangerous occupa- 
tions has been called by the fact that 
Quincy is the only city mentioned in 
a lengthy editorial from the New Bed- 
ford Standard. But few will class stone 
cutting among the most dangerous. 
The Standard says: 

‘*A bill before the legislature has 
called attention to the sanitary dangers 
of certain occupations, and the Massa- 
chusetts Association of LBoards of 
Health has recently spent a session in 
discussion of the subject. There has 
been in this country almost no official 
recognition of the fact that some oc- 
cupations entai] a much larger death 
rate than others, and therefore sta- 
tistics are available. 

‘‘But Great Britain has looked into 
the matter and its findings are enlighten- 
ing. For instance, the general death 
rate of plumbers, painters, and glaziers, 
and of cotton and linen mill operatives 
is nearly twice, and of potters, earthen- 
ware manufacturers and file makers 
more than three times that of the pro- 
fessional and agricultural classes. 

‘*In this state some’ statistics in re- 
gard to tuberculosis are available, and 
they show that the death rate from 
consumption among marble workers 
and stone cutters ina recent year was 
3.7 per cent. and among masons 4.1 per 
cent.; while the death rate from this 
disease among all males was 2.5 per 
cent. The Quincy board of health re- 
ports that the death rate from tubercu- 
losis among the stone cutters of that 
city is recognized as excessive, and 
general knowledge, even lacking definite 
Statistics, leaves undisputed the fact 
that there is a long list of trades dan- 
gerous to the safety and the — health of 
those engaged in them. 

‘*In the canvass of the subject at the 
meeting of the health boards, most of 
the difficulty in regard to these indus- 
tries was attributed to the matter of 
dust and excessively warm or moist 
temperature. The chief speaker grouped 
the main causes of unhealtbfulness in 
this way: 

‘*First, the dustfrom the fine metallic 
particles produced in needle making 
and in other steel cutting work, from 
stone and marble cutting, and from the 
fibrous material in the carding room of 
textile mills. 

‘Next, the heat and moisture, sepa- 
rately or combined, of laundries, glass- 
blowing shops, iron and steel works, 
spinning rooms and other parts of fac- 
tories, tending to pulmonary disorders. 

‘*Then, the intoxication due to the 
introduction into the system of metallic 
poisons and through the fumes of non- 
metallic chemical substanees; and cita- 
tion was made of the facts that carbon bi- 
sulphide, as used in certain processes for 
treating india rubber_and gutta percha, 
produces severe hysteria and ex- 
haustion; strong acids and alkalies 
sometimes overcome the workmen en- 
gaged in their manufacture; benzine, 
as used in cleansing, and certain other 
commercial spirits sometimes, though 
more rarely, cause toxic effects; and 
the manufacture of fertilizer, render- 
ing, bone-boiling, tanning and other 
industries accompanied by the produc- 
tion of noxious odors of decomposition 
slowly undermine the general vitality, 

**Next in order, the infection from 
trade materials, through fermentation, 
bacilli, etc., as typhoid among laundry 
workers, anthrax among wool sorters 
and the handlers of hides, and glanders, 
foot-and-mouth disease, and other dis- 
orders amoag those who come in con- 
tact with the lower animals. 

“Accident, dust, heat and humidity, 
metallic poisons, noxious fumes, and 
infectious diseases, then, must be re- 
duced to a minimum in the interest of 
the preservation of health. Enlighten- 
ment along all lines of living has re- 
sulted in generally improved work con-

ditions, but further improvement must | 


come. 

** Legislation will help, but awakened 
public opinion must support it. Em- 
ployers are seeing the wisdom of safe- 
guarding the health of their employes, 
and, as knowledge increases, employes 
will have a better care for themselves. 
The whole subject is one, first, for the 
experts, How to overcome the object- 
ionable features of the dangerous in- 
dustries must first be ascertained, and

4 Criticism Which Appeared In the 
Edinburgh Magazine In 1786, 
The following brief criticism on the 
poems of Burns appeared in the Edin- 
burgh Magazine, October, 1786, short- 
ly after the second edition of his works 
came out: “The author is indeed a 
striking example of native genius 
bursting through the obscurities of 
poverty and the obstructions of la- 
borious life. He is said to be a com- 
mon plowman, and when we consider 
hiin in this light we cannot help re- 
gretting that wayward fate had not 
placed him in a more favored situation. 
Those who view with the severity of 
lettered criticism and judge by the 
fastidious rules of art will discover 
that he has not the Doric simplicity of 
Ramsey nor the brilliant imagination 
of Ferguson, but to those who admire 
the exertions of untutored fancy and 
are blind to many faults for the sake 
of numberless beauties his poems will 
afford singular gratification. His ob- 
servations on human characters are 
acute and sagacious, and his descrip- 
tions are lively and just. Of rustic 
pleasantry he has a rich fund, and 
some of his softer scenes are touched 
with inimitable delicacy. He seems 
to be a boon companion and often 
startles us with sentiments which will 
keep some readers at a distance. Sonie 
of his subjects are serious, but those 

of the humorous kind are the best.” 


ENGLISHMEN OF GENIUS. 


Some Statistics as to Their Origin 
and Length of Life. 
Havelock Ellis’ studies of the origin 
and habits of the British men of gen- 
ius show that most came from bus!- 
ness life, many from “good families,” 
so called, and few from the clerical 
profession. Of 103 men of eminence in 
ten centuries thirteen were the sons of 
carpenters, five of shoemakers, five of 
weavers and four of blacksmiths. 
Browning's father was a clerk, and so 
was Bradlaugh’s; Turner’s was a bar- 
ber, Carlyle’s a mason, Huxley’s a 
schoolmaster, Keats’ a livery stable 
man, Knox’s a peasant, Wolsey’s a 
grazier and Whiteceld’s an innkeeper. 

Men of genius are long lived. Of 
those on Mr. Ellis’ list more died be- 
tween sixty-five and seventy-five than 
in any other period. Those living be- 
yond seventy-five numbered 230, those 
beyond eighty 130, and twenty lived 
past ninety. 

A genius is not often an only son. 
He is more likely to spring from a 
large family. Nor is he often the son 
of a distinguished father. He is some- 
times a tall man. Twenty-six instances 
are cited of great men who were six 
footers and over. Among them are 
Darwin, Millais, Sir Walter Scott, Ten- 
nyson, Borrow, Thackeray and Field- 
ing. 


OLD TIME COFFEE. 


The Way to Brew the Beverage as 
They Did In 1662. 

An old cookbook, published in 1662, 
gives what is perhaps the first English 
recipe for coffee. The recipe reads: 

“To make the drink that is now 
much used, called coffee: 

“The coffee berries are to be bought 
at any druggist’s, about 7 shillings the 
pound. Take what quantity you please, 
and over a charcoal fire in an old fry- 
ing pan keep them always stirring un- 
til they be quite black, and when you 
crack one with your teeth that it is 
black within as it is without, yet if 
you exceed, then do not waste the 
Oyl, and if less, then will it not de- 
liver its Oyl, and if you should con- 
tinue fire till it be white it will then 
make no coffee, but only give you its 
salt. Beat and force through a lawn 
sieve. 

“Take clear water and boil one-third 
of it away, and it is fit for use. Take 
one quart of this prepared water, put 
it in one ounce of your prepared cof- 
fee and boil it gently one hour, and 
it is for your use. Drink one quar- 
ter of a pint as hot as you can sip it. 
It doth abate the fury and sharpness 
of the Acrimony, which is the gender 
of the Diseases called Cronical.”— 
Boston Cooking School Magazine. 


The Aristocracy of Pork. 

When Theodore Parker first visited 
Cincinnati, at that time the recognized 
leader among western cities, he said 
that he had made a great discovery— 
namely, that while the aristocracy of 
Cincinnati was unquestionably found- 
ed on pork it made great difference 
whether a man killed pigs for himself 
or whether his father had killed them. 
The one was held plebeian, the other 
patrician. It was the difference, Par- 
ker said, between the stick ’ems and 
the stuck ’ems, and his own sympa- 
thies, he confessed, were with the 
present tense.—T. W. Higginson in 
Atlantic Monthly.

MOSAIC WORK. 


low Paintirzs Are Reproduced In 
the Little Colored Squares, 

In order to reproduce a painting in 
mosaic the artists take 
a flat sheet of iron of the same size as 
the painting surrounded by a border 
about an inch high. This receptacle is 
then filled with plaster so as to obtain 
a perfectiy flat surface. On this the 
outlines of the figures are drawn. The 
plaster then cut up into small 
squares, which are to be removed and 
gradually replaced by as many small 
squares of of the same size. 
In the holes left empty when the plas- 
ter is taken away a new plaster made 
of travertine dust, lime and linseed 
oil is poured. 

After three days this new plaster 
acquires the necessary consistency, and 
in this the artist sticks the little col- 
ored squares. When all the surface 
of the plaster is covered with these 
colored pieces of mosaic the whole is 
washed with sand and water until it 
smooth.

DER AILED. STRIKE NOT ENDED. 


Engine Topples Over on 
Granite Branch. 


Smoker Also Leaves the 
Rail. 


But Few Passengers on Train and 
No One Seriously Injured. 


There was a bad accident on the 
Granite branch of the N. Y. N. H. and 
H. R. R. at West Quincy early Sunday 
evening. Fortunately no one was 
seriously injured, although what few 
passengers there were in the train got 
ashaking up. The accident happened 
to the train leaving Boston at 6.46 for 
Braintree via Granite Branch. The 
train arrived at West Quincy at 7.15 
where most of the passengers alighted. 
It then started toward Braintree and 
had reached a point about 50 feet south 
of the Cross street crossing when the 
engine plunged off the side toward 
Copeland street and after ploughing 
into the loose gravel a few feet turned 
over and lay on its side. 

The combination baggage and smoker 
next to the engine also left the rail and 
partially tipped over, but the car step 
of the forward end caught on an eleva- 
tion of gravel and was prevented from 
being completly overturned. It looked, 
however, as though a slight jar would 
be all that was necessary to send it 
over, 

The third car, a passenger coach, 
did not leave the rail. The train was 
moving slowly at the time or more 
serious results would have followed. 

When the locomotive left the rail, 
the engineer shut off steam and he and 
the fireman jumped, and escaped with 
a few bruises. 

Conductor Warren R. Page was in the 
ear that left the rail and the jar threw 
him through the door. He received a 
severe shaking up and was somewhat 
bruised, but fortunately not seriously 
injured. He was taken to Dr. Dion’s 
residence where his injuries were at- 
tended to. 

What few passengers there were on 
the train escaped with a shaking up. 

The accident is said to have been due 
to the disregard of signals by the 
engineer. He pulled onto the side track 
to let the inward train pass. He then 
went aliead on the turnout toward the 
main line. On this turnout is a derail- 
ingspur. Itis said that the lights were 
set to show that the derailing spur was 
open. The engineer mistook the signal 
to show that the track was clear. The 
result was he ran off the end of the de- 
railer. 

News of the accident flew rapidly 
and there were wild rumors that several 
were killed. Soon a large crowd of 
men, women, children and policemen 
were on the spot. 

Word was sent to Boston, but it was 
after 9 o’clock before the wrecking 
crew arrived, They said it was one of 
the most difficult wrecks to bandle that 
they had seen for some time. 

The wrecking crew worked all night 
and this morning had the engine right- 
ed on the track and the track cleared.

It is said that this conference was 
unofticial, and while nothing has as yet 
come from it, there is a possibility that 
it may lead to negotiation between the 
the officers of the company and the 
men out on a strike. This morning 
the men said that they had nothing to 
give out. 

At the Fure River Works it was 
given out that the company would 
probably issue a statement to the public 
tonight. 

When the whistle at the works was 
sounded this morning it blew so long 
that many were led to believe that it 
was sounding the welcome news that 
the strike was ended. _ The trouble was 
however that the valve got caught and 
it was some minutes before it could be 
remedied. 


COUNCIL TONIGHT. 


Sewer, Street Sprinkling and 
High School Addition. 


Three important orders will come 
before the City Council this evening. 

It is said that the $70,000 sewer order 
pending in the City Council will practi- 
cally exhaust the sum which the city 
is allowed to appropriate under the 
special acts for sewer construction. It 
will at the same time practically com- 


plete the sewerage system of the city, 
and more than was originally con- 
templated. 

The report of the Sewerage Com- 


missioners for 1903, say that the city 
now has a little over 40 miles of sewers. 

The sum of $70,000 is more than the 
Commissioners asked fur this year, but 
the committee of the City Council 
thought it well to make one job of it, 
and complete the system. 

This sum will not only pipe most of 
the streets of West Quincy, but some of 
the other streets of the city which have 
been passed by. 

It is said that there will be some ob- 
jection to appropriating the full sum as 
the Sewer Commissioners are anxious 
to continue in office. 

Little more need be said on the streat 
watering order, which will also come up 
in the City Council this evening. Two 
have already been vetoed and this is 
number three, and varies but little. 

The other order is an appropriation 
for the enlargement of the High School 
building. It undoubtedly will briag 
forth considerable oratory, as there is 
opposition to any enlargement. The 
Councilmen of Ward Three and Four 
prefer a second High School on the 
Lawton lot on School street.

RUSSIANS IN 
FULL RETREAT 


Japanese Captured Fung Wang 
Cheng Without Opposition 


GREAT STATEGIC MOVE 


Work So Well Planned That 


Every Division Commander 
Knew cust What to Do--Evac- 
uation of New Chwang Already 
Begun by Russians, Who Have 
Dismantled Forts and Sent 
Artillery Away by Train--Alex- 
ieff Narrowly Escaped Being

St. Petersburg, May 9.—Two official 
disp .tches calculated to increase the de- 
pression existing among all circles in 
Russia were given out last night.

General Kuropatkin forwarded a 
message from Zassaliteh, who had been 
left in command of the column retiring

town. The Russians left while General 
Kuroki was making his dispositions 
for a big battle. 

The Japanese approached from two 
directions along the main road and up 
the valley, placing batteries so as to 
command the town. This procedure on 
the part of Kuroki shows that the en- 
tire Japanese plan of operation had 
been thoughtfully prepared and every 
division commander knew exactly what 
he should do. 

Now that Kuroki is established at 
Feng Wang Cheng the Russians are 
puzzled as to what move he will next 
make. The fact that he sent two com- 
panies to Daliandiapu Tse, 10 miles 
north-northeast of Feng Wang Cheng, 
might indicate his purpose to proceed 
along this road to Ting Chan Gien, 90 
miles north, from where he would 
march due west to Liao Yang. This 
would permit an effective flanking 
movement, but it is not considered prob- 
able, the likelihood being that he will 
move along the road by which the Rus- 
sians retreated toward Liao Yang. This 
road branches off at Chats Chang, 20 
miles westward of Feng Wang Cheng, 
which was captured by the Japanese 
during the Chino-Japanese war. A 
march on this place would compel the 
evacuation of New Chwang, as the force 
there would be in danger of destruction 
or of being subjected to a siege by the 
armies converging from Hai Cheng and 
the southern portion of the Liao Tung 
peninsula. 

lew would be surprised if the report 
that the Russians are preparing to 
evacuate New Chwang should turn out 
to be correct. The effect of a march 
along the road to Hai Cheng would be 
to place absolutely in the control of the 
Japanese all Manchuria between the 
Yalu and the Liao Tung peninsula, 
with the exceptionof Port Arthur. The 
Russians admit that at this stage of the 
war the Japanese control the territory 
mentioned, The Russky Invalid, the 
army organ, making this concession. 
The remainder of the press is silent. 

Only one afternoon paper referred to 
the abandonment of Feng Wang Cheng. 
Tucked away in a corner or that payer 
was a small item saying that the post 
and telegraph offices at that point were 
closed. 

Where Kuropatkin’s main foree is 
now stationed has not been announced, 


though Zassalitch states that the 
cavalry left for Schlindjane. There 


continues to be the greatest ignorance 
regarding the plans of the commander- 
in-chief, who is taking every precau- 
tion to prevent information reaching 
the enemy, as the censor at Liao Yang 
refuses to pass a single press dispatch 
which in any way indicates the Russian 
movements. Messages from 
points are strictly censored. 

Though the people are tried by the 
general withdrawal, it is recalled that 
Kuropatkin counselled patience before 
he left St. Petersburg for Manchuria. 
No word of criticism of his conduct is 
heard, everyone recognizing that he is 
better able to judge as to when he can 
bufely offer battle to the enemy. 

A dispatch from New Chwang, dated 
May 7, 9 p. m., says: 

There is every indication that the 
Russians have decided to evacuate New 
Chwang. Troops have been leaving 
here all day long. Forts have been dis- 
mantled and all artillery has been 
Placed on board trains. All the local 
transportation has been commandeered 
by the Russian authorities, There is 
current here a native rumor that Jap- 
anese troops are in Foo Chau bay (on 
the west side of the Liao Tung peninsu- 
la and about 60 miles north of Port Ar- 


thur), but this report lacks confirma. 
tion.

The fear is held here that if the Rus- 
gians leaye and the Japanese do not at 
ence take possession of New Chwang 
the brigands, who are now across the 
river near Yinkow, will pillage the 
place. The foreign residents are pre- 
pared to resist the brigands should they 
come over. The British consul has re- 
quested that a gunboat be sent to New 
Chwang. The Russians probably will 
destroy the gunboat Sivoutch before 
leaving. The vessel is at New Chwang. 

Japanese troops fired on what prob- 
ably was the last train out of Port Ar- 
thur as it passed near Port Adams. 
They used artillery and small arms and 
killed or wounded several Chinese. 

It is reported here that Viceroy Alex- 
ieff was slightly wounded prior to his 
departure from Port Arthur. He barely 
escaped from there before the Japan- 
ese closed communication. 

The Rusgian general staff have 
moved from Liao Yang to Mukden. 

Russians here will! not talk of the sit- 
uation for fear that they may impart 
some information. They do not con- 
sider that thpir forces here are sufficient 
to hold this section of the country. It 
is probable that the Russian troops will 
withdraw to Harbin. 

The Russian civillans at 
Chwang are leaving hurriedly and 
many natives are fleeing the city in 
fear that they will be subjected to mal- 
treatment at the hands of the brigands.

Russians Hurrying Away 

Shan Hai Kwan, May 9.—The Rus- 
sians are retreating toward Hai Cheng 
(32 miles east by north of New Chwang) 
and are evacuating the western side of 
the Liao Tung peninsula. 

On Thursday and Saturday of last 
week the Japanese landed 10,000 men 
at Kinchau bay, 10,000 at Foo Chau 
bay and 7000 at Pitzewo. They occu- 
pied the towns of Wa Fung Tien ayd 
Pu Lan Tien and destroyed several 
miles of the railroad. 

Heavy firing has been heard in the 
direction of Kai Chau, where Japanese 
troops have been seen recently. 

The isolation of Port Arthur is com- 
plete. Sixteen Japanese warships pro- 
tected the landing of troops at Kin Chau 
bay, directing a sweeping fire over the 
narrow isthmus before the soldiers 
disembarked. 

Food is searce at Mukden. The 
troops there are eating bean cakes. 

Refugees from the woods and small 
villages are constantly surrendering. 

Natives in the vicinity of Fung Wang 
Cheng say that last Monday the Rus- 
sSlans carried about 800 wounded 
through that place and that their 
casualties probably were above 3000. 


Russia’s Terrible Losses 

Tokio, May 9.—Every supplemental 
report received from General Kurokl, 
conrmanding the first Japanese army, 
increases the Russian casualties in the 
battle of May 1 at Chiu Tien Cheng, on 
the Yalu river. The Japanese have 
buried about 1400 Russians and have 
503 of the enemy’s wounded in the field 
hospitals. Yt is estimated that the 
total Russian casualties exceed 2500. 
Over 300 Russian prisoners are en route 
to Matsuyama, where they are ex 
pected to arrive on Wednesday. 


Japan’s Loss at Port Arthur 

Tokio, May 9.—The casualties in the 
last attempt of the Japanese fleet to 
block Port Arthur, which took place 
on May 38, are Commander Takayangi, 
commanding the steamer Yedo Maru, 
and six men killed, four men seriously 
and five officers and 11 men slightly 
wounded. Fourteen officers and 74 men 
are missing and eight officers and 36 
men were rescued uninjured. 


Japs Got Hospital Stores 

Tokio, May 9.—Last Friday, after 
sharp cavalry skirmishes at Erhtaitsu, 
Santaisu and other places, a detach- 
ment of irgantry belonging to General 
Kuroki’s army took Feng Wang Cheng. 
The Russians, before retiring, exploded 
the magazine, but left large quantities 
of hospital stores which are being used 
by the Japanese hospitals. 


Order For 200,000 Rifles 
St. Etienne, France, May 9.—The Na- 
tional rifle factory has received orders 
for 200,000 Lebel rifles. It is believed 
that they are intended for Russia. 


Great Demonstration at Tokio 

Tokio, May 9—A_ great popular 
demonstration was held here last nivht 
in honor of the victories achieved by 
the Japanese army and navy. Tens of 
thousands of people carrying lanterns, 
flags and banners, marched past the im- 
perial palace and the offices of the for- 
eign, War and navy departments. Many 
bands of music accompanied the march- 
ers, and there were beautiful displays 
of fireworks. Dozens of American and 
British flags were carried by men, 
Women and children, who participated 
in the celebration. It was the greatest 
demonstration ever witnessed in Japan. 

During the demonstration 21 people 
were killed and 40 injured. They were 
mostly boys who were caught against a 
closed gate at an angle in the old palace 
walls by the throng and crushed or 
drowned in an old moat. 


Celebrated Far From Home 

St. Louis, May 9.—Japanese at the 
World's Fair yesterday celebrated the 
recent victories of Japan’s arms in the 
war with Russia. The meeting was 
opened by the reading of the declaration 
of war by the Japanese government on 
Russia, after which every person in the 
audience arose and uncovered their 
heads, uniting in singing the national 


anthem.

3.—‘‘In all cities every person who 
conyeys milk in carriages or other Wise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shal) pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.—‘t Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, acd shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

through the south, during which he 
made a study of the situation. He has 


embodied his ideas in what he calls his | 
“platform.” | 

He prefaced his remarks last night 
by saying that “his platform was not 
ideal, but that he belleved it would go 
a great way towards solving the many | 
difficult questions which are now vex- 
ing the south.” His suggestions upon 
which he elaborated at length are: | 

First—Segregation in school, church | 
and society. 

Second—Restriction in the sale of! 
alcoholic liquors in communities where 
there is likelihood of a difference be- 
tween the blacks and the whites. 

Third—The opening of industrial op- 
approved efficiency, 

Fourth—Elementary education of the | 
people of both races with normal and 
industrial education -for those who can 
profit by it, and academic and collegiate | 
education for those who are likely to 
become leaders. 

Iifth—Feéderal aid should not be ex- | 
tended to schools until local taxation 
has prepared the way. | 

Sixth—Punishment of brutal erlmes | 
of one race against another should be | 
swift, sure and severe, but the punish- ! 
ment should always be through a due 
process of the law. 

Seventh—Suffrage should not be] 
granted to shiftless and illiterate ne- 
groes, that being the greatest blunder! 
that the north made during the recon- 
struction period. But the south can 
make an even greater blunder by with- 
holding it from intelligent negroes. 

Eighth—The suppression of illicit re- 
lations between whites and blacks.

HUB BAKEKS' STRIKE 


All New England Will Not Be 
Affected at Present 

Boston, May 9.—Contrary to what 
bas been deemed probable, a general 
strike of all the union bakers in New 
England was not ordered at the conven- 
tion of Bakery and Confectionery work- 
ers held here. The sentiment of the con- 
vention seemed to be opposed to dras- 
tic action at this time. The matter of 
ordering a general strike, in order to 
prevent firms from outside of Boston 
from supplying goods to those bakeries 
in this city against which a strike has 
been declared, was left to the execu- 
tive committee of the Massachusetts 
state branch. This committee will 
meet here next Sunday. 

Resolutions were adopted extending 
moral and financial support to the 
striking bakers in Waltham, Lynn, 
Salem and New Bedford and expressing 
sympathy with the striking bakers in 
Boston, guaranteeing them support 
and ordering all local unions to declare 
a strike instantly against any bakeries 
that are known to be supplying bakery 
products to any shop in Boston whose 
proprietors have not yet acceded to the 
demands of the local unions. 

Although the body of bakers in ses- 
sion yesterday is known as the Massa- 
chusetts state branch, its membership 
includes all union men in Maine, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island as wellas 
this state. 


Unaccountable Double Tragedy 

Boston, May 9.—David W. O'Neil 
was shot and instantly killed by Alfred 
M. McCarthy in the saloon of J. J. Me- 
Namara. McCarthy sent a bullet into 
his own brain and fell to the floor dead, 
beside the man he had slain. O'Neil 
was 3) years old and lived with his wife 
only a few yards from the spot where 
be was shot. He had no children, Me- 
Carthy, who was 33 years old, lived 
with his widowed mother in the same 
house as O'Neil. It is said that Me- 
Carthy was the victim of an hallueina- 
tion that his acquaintances talked about 
him, and he blamed O'Neil in particular 
in this respect, but so far as is known, 
the men had never really quarrelled.

Boston, May 9.—The body of Dennis 
Bresnahan, aged 24, who has been 
missing from the home of his sister for 
hine weeks, was found floating in the 
Charles river with two gashes in his 
head.

Last night Mrs. Richardson was re- 
vived sufficiently to give a few details 
of her assault, but later lapsed into un- | 
consciousness, and her condition is se- 
rious. An examination by physicians 
disclosed but one wound of importance, 
that made on the back of the neck, ap- 
parently by a man’s fist. The greatest 
danger is thought to be from the shock 
suffered. 

Nothing was missing from the house 
to substantinte the robbery theory, but | 
the police incline to the bellef that the | 
assailant met with such a determined 
resistance thet he became thoroughly 
alarmed and hurriedly left the place 
when the woman became insensible, 

In her lucid moments Mrs, Ricnard- 
son said that a tramp came to the 
kitchen door and asked her for bread, | 
Crossing the kitchen floor to the pantry, 
she had raised her arms in the act of 
taking the requested food from a shelf, 
when the man crept up behind her and 
struck her in the back of the neck. 
She turned gowards him and then fell 
unconscious on her face. 


Mrs. Richardson is 51 years of age 
and an unusually large woman. She 
is six feet in height and weighs 250 


pounds. The home is at 2 Portland 
street, in the vicinity of the Boston and 
Maine railrond station. Mr. Richard- 
son Is engaged in the trucking business, 
The only other inmate of the home is 
Walter Hoyt, who was with Richard- 
son at the time the assault was com- 
mitted, 

Richardson and Hoyt drove into the 
yard about 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when their attention was attracted by 
open doors at both the front and rear 
of the house. Before leaving his 
wagon Richardson caught sight of his 


wife prostrate on the kitchen floor. 
He found her lying on her face, one end 
of a handkerchief between her teeth 


and ber arms bound behind her with a 
half-inch rope tightly drawn about the 
wrists. Physicians who were = sum- 
moned applied restoratives, They 
finally succeeded in restoring conscious- 
ness for a brief period, but only a 
rather incoherent story of the crime was 
obtained. The only description that 
Mrs. Richardson could give of her as- 
sailant was that he wore a black hat. 

The assault has occasioned greatest 
indignation throughout that section of 
the city in which the Richardsons are 
well known, and City Marshal Allen 
has issued orders for a thorough search 
for the man.

PETITION ADAMS CHAPTER | HISTORIC QUINCY 


Pilgrimages Almost Daily to the 
City of Presidents. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

BIRTHPLACE JOHN ADAMS. 

Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic socities admitted free, although con- 
tributions;are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

BIRTHPLACE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 

Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 


to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 
BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 


First Congregational Charch (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.m.tol2m.and2to5 p.m. A 
fee is asked for attendance, etc. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev.

A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum.

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head of a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history.

Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squar 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Private house, not open to 
public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture.

BAD FOR THE BAKERS 


Employers Installing Machinery 
to Take Place of Strikers 

Boston, May 10.—‘Half of the strik- 
ers will not be able to get back their old 
positions, as a result of the introduction 
of improved mixing and kneading ma- 
chinery into the big bakeries,” said one 
of the master bakers last evening. 

Hight big machines were ordered last 
Thursday, and when the first one 1s set | 
running, about next Friday, the master } 
bakers are to examine its productive 
capacity. Similar machines have been 
profitably used in the middle west and | 
in the south. 

Each machine does the work of 12 | 
men, and a comparatively few machines 
would displace one-half the men now 
out on strike. The advantage of these 
machines is that they can be operated 
by unskilled labor. Skilled labor was 
put in charge of the old machinery, 
such as it was. 

“One of the advantages of this 
strike,” said the clerk of the committee 
on statistics, which has been corre- 
sponding with the middle west and 
south, where the machines are in gen- 
eral use, “is that it has instructed the | 
master bakers in the use of labor saving | 
machinery.”

Russian Minister Said It Was 


Ignoreii by Americans 


STATEMENT IS DISPROVED 


Commander of Vicksburg Did 
All He Could to Render Aid to 
Russians Wounded In Naval 


Battle at Chemulpo 
Washington, May 11.—The atten- 
tion of the bureau of navigation of the 
havy department having been called to 
the official report of M. Pavloff, Rus- 
sian minister to Korea, which was ga- 
zetted in the Official Messenger, stat- 
ing that the commander of the Vicks- 
burg refused, after the engagement at 
Chemulpo, to take aboard his vessel 
wounded men from the Russian war- 
ships Variag and Korietz, the bureau 
produced an extract from the report of 
Commander Marshall, commanding the 
Vicksburg at Chemulpo, which the of- 
ficlals regard as a complete rebuttal. 

The report says the Variag anchored 
about 400 yards to the northward and 
westward of the Talbot, with the Elba 
about 600 yards to the southward of her. 
“On learning that she had quite a num- 
ber of wounded men,” reports Com- 
mander Marshall, “I sent our medical 
on board to render assistance. 
was done by the Talbot, Elba 
and Pascal. A little later on, on its 
being reported that the Variag was in 
two of our cutters 
whaleboat, with boats from 
the other cruisers, assisted in taking off 
her pe and putting them on 
board the Talbot and Elba. Two Rus- 
sian officers (engineers) were brought 
on board the Vicksburg and taken care 
of for some time, and on my offering to 
have the Zafiro used as a temporary 
hospital they were taken to the Elba, 
where their captain detained them and 
declined my offer with thanks.” 

It is pointed out by the chief of the 
navigation bureau that the Zafiro, 
which was tendered as a hospital ship, 
is a roomy naval transport and is much 
more suitable for the accommodation 
of the wounded than the little Vicks- 
burg with its « rans ped qui irters.

The dis- 
patch says that the Thibetans are con- 
stantly getting better arms and ammu- 
nition, which are manufactured at 
Lhassa, and that It is clear the Thibet- 
ans contemplate a combined effort to 
overwhelm | the mission. 


England “Regrets Stanley’s Death 

London, May 11.—The morning 
papers published editorlals expressive 
of deep regret at the death of Sir Henry 
M. Stanley. His premature death is 
attributed to seeds of disease which he 
contracted in the African swamps. 
The warmest tributes are paid to the 
man as one of the greatest of explorers 
and to his elaborate memoirs and life 
work. 

Bride and Groom Dead 

Chicago, May 11.—Edward Jarnigan, 
manager of the western business of the 
Potter Wall Paper company, and his 
bride of less than five months were 
found dead lying side by side on a bed 
in their home here. It is believed that 
they died from poisoned food after be- 
coming ill and lying down on the bed. 


Miners’ Strike In Ohio 

Zanesville, O., May 11.—As the result 
of a wage disagreement between op- 
erators and miners 2500 miners in this 
vicinity are ordered to go on strike next 
Monday. ‘The operators asked a gen- 
eral reduction of 21 percent in machine 
mining. The miners would accept only 
5.55 percent from last year’s scale.

Russia Once More In Commu- 
nication With Port Arthur 


RUMORS OF FRESH FIGHT 


Said to Have Lost 
Being 


Russians 


Heavily, Zassalitch 


Among the Killed--Renewed 
Fears That China Is Prepaning 
to Take a Hand In Conflict 


St. Petersburg, May 11.—The most 
important official news from the front 
up to this hour is that telling of the 
complete re-establishment of railroad 
and telegraphic communication with 
Port Arthur, though how it was brought 
about and whether a battle was neces- 
sary to accomplish it are mysteries 
which Viceroy Alexieff failed to clear 
up. 

The elation of the authorities, a 
natural consequence of this achieve- 
ment, is soberet by official disfatches 
showing the activity of the Japanese 
in eastern Manchuria. Huang Tieng 
Sia, 50 miles northeast of Feng Wang 
Cheng, was occupied by the Japanese 
May 5. This enables an advance along 
the bad roads to the flank either at 
Liao Yang or Mukden. The territory 
between the main road to Feng Wang 
Cheng and the River Tayang has been 
penetrated by such a strong force of 
Japanese as to lead to the suggestion 
that another army has landed at Taku- 
shan, of which the outside world has 
not before heard. 

London, May 11.—Thus far no con- 
firmation has reached London of the re- 
ported battle near Liao Yang, in which 
the Russians lost heavily, Lieutenant 
General Zassalitch being among the 
killed. 

One of the explanations of the resto- 
ration of the Port Arthur railway sug- 
gested here is that the landing of the 
Japanese at Pitsewo was interrupted 
by a gale and compelled their temporary 
retirement to the coast, or that the 
Japanese are allowing the line to re- 
main open for the remoyal of non-com- 
batants from Port Arthur prior to a 
bombardment. 

According to telegrams from Shang- 
hai, General Kuropatkin is making a 
general concentration of troops at Mao 
Tien Ling pass, where the next great 
battle is expected to take place. 

The Standard’s correspondent at 
Tien Tsin considers that the procedure 
of the Chinese government reqtires 
careful observation. He says he does 
not desire to appear as an alarmist, but 
he thinks that China’s military ac- 
tivity and the accumulation of funds at 
Pekin are not entirely unconnected with 
the Russian scare and that the powers 
would be wise to strengthen their posi- 
tions unobtrusively and to watch every 
movement closely. 

The Daily Chronicle’s correspondent 

at Shan Hai Kwan, under date of May 
10, says that the Japanese first army 
from the Yalu river is already threaten- 
ing the Russian position at Hai Cheng. 
The second army, marching in three 
divisions in order to co-operate with 
General Kuroki, has defeated the Rus- 
sians near Wafung Tien with great 
loss, the correspondent says, and he 
adds that the Japanese artillery was 
being splendidly handled. 

The Daily Chronicle’s Tokio corre- 
spondent declares that Port Arthur will 
be bombarded with heavy guns and 
that a concentrated assault will be 
made on a well known vulnerable 
point in the defenses. The correspond- 
ent adds that the Russians have cap- 
tured 46 junks on the Liao river laden 
with Chinese government rice which 
was destined for Tien Tsin and that 
Viceroy Yuan Shai Kai has strongly 
protested against this action. 


Alexieff and Kuropatkin Disagree 

Paris, May 11.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Echo De Paris 
says: Military circles affirm that the 
relations between Viceroy Alexieff and 
General Kuropatkin are strained, the 
former wishing to share in the planning 
of future operations. General Kuro- 
patkin’s telegrams to the ministry of 
war indicate irritation on his part. 


Complaint Against Japanese 

Washington, May 11.—Russia’s pro- 
test to the United States against 
the action of the Japanese in firing on 
the Red Cross train from Port Arthur 
May 6, and striking two of the 200 
wounded aboard, was sent to the state 
department last evening by Count Cas- 
sini. Similar protests have been ad- 
dressed to all the powers signatory to 
The Hague and Geneva conventions. 
In his note Cassini merely states’ that 
he espectfully calls to the attention of 
the Washington government this ac- 
tion of the Japanese, which the Rus- 
sian government is compelled to regard 
as an open violation of the Geneva and 
The Hague conventions. 


Submarine Boats For Japs 

Newport News, Va., May 11.—A con- 
tract has just been awarded the New- 
port News Shipbuilding company for 
the construction of four Lake sub- 
marine boats destined for,service in 
the Japanese navy in the war now going 
on in the far east.

Warrants Served on Two Men, 


Charging Them With Murder 

Bristol, Va., May 11.—The shrunken 
and decayed body of Edward L. Wentz 
was literally taken to pieces by physi- 
cians and detectives in the course of 
the coroner’s inguest. The startling 
feature was the discovery of a 32-cali- 
bre pistol ball in the body which might 
have been discharged from an empty 
pistol of the same calibre found 18 feet 
from the remains. The ball had passed 
through the fifth rib, entering in front, 
had penetrated the heart, a back rib, 
and lodged in the muscles of the back. 
The right hand was found to be miss- 
ing and was probably carried away by 
wild beasts. A white pearl button, 
which could not have belonged to the 
murdered man, was found near. 

Knoxville, May 11.—Warrants have 
been served on Silas Ison and Tom 
Wright, prisoners in jail at Tazewell, 
charging them with the murder of Ed- 
ward L. Wentz. The two men were be- 
ing held in jail on the charge of being 
fugitives from justice, awaiting orders 
from Virginia. They were first sus- 
pected of being the murderers of Wentz 
because a riding suit similar to one 
worn by Wentz when he went riding 
was found in their quarters in the 
mountains. This suit had _ blood 
stains on it. Wentz, it is said, was 
strongly opposed to these men running 
a blind tiger in Wise county, Virginia. 


Female Singers Suit Americans 

Rome, May 11.—The Tribuna says: 
The pope is sending Cardinal Satolli to 
the United States for a thorough in- 
quiry into Catholicism there, the Vat- 
ican fearing a revival of Americanism. 
Nine archbishops of the United States 
have informed the Vatican that it is 
impossible to apply to Americans the 
rules laid down by the pope with regard 
to the Gregorian chant, as the suppres- 
sion of female singers in church choirs 
is contrary to American training. 


A Call For Square Dealing 

New York, May 11.—H. K. Pomroy, 
the new president of the Stock Ex- 
change, in his inaugural address 
touched upon the alleged improper rela- 
tions of some members with outside 
houses. He called upon the members 
to eradicate this evil. His speech was 
received in silence and created a pro- 
found impression in many quarters. It 
is known that an investigation into the 
operations of offending members is in 
progress. 


Cuts Down Sharks’ Profits 

Albany, May 11.—Governor Odell has 
signed the so-called Remsen 6 percent 
bill, a stringent measure making it a 
misdemeanor for any person to take 
security ‘‘upon any household furniture, 
sewing machines, plate or silverware in 
actual use, tools or implements of trade, 
wearing apparel or jewelry, for a loan 
or for the use or sale of his personal 
credit, conditioned upon the payment 
of a greater rate than 6 percent per 
annum,”

defrauding A. J. Payne of $50,000 by 
selling him shares of Siberian gold 
mines and other worthless concerns. 
| Further charges, counsel added, would 
| probably follow. 

Bail for Hooley was fixed at $40,000, 
with two sureties, which was imme- 
diately given. Lawson's bail was fixed 
at $30,000, with three sureties, who 
have not yet been found, so Lawson re- 
mains in custody. 

Hooley’s companies and their crash- 
ing failure in 1898 brought out a scan- 
dalous exposure of the “guinea pig” di- 
rectory scheme, as notable as that later 
involved in Whitaker Wright's down- 
fall. The testimony in the proceedip s 
against Hocley, against whom a recelvy- 
ing order was issued June 18, 1898, 
showed that Lords De La Warr and 
Albermarle received large sums from 
Hooley for the use of their names to 
tempt public subscriptions to his com- 
pany schemes. During the bankrupt- 
cy hearings an attempt was made, in 
behalf o these noblemen, to bribe Hoo- 
ley not to disclose further their connec- 
tion with him. This attempt at brib- 
ery was brought into court, and Lord 
De La Warr escaped punishment, but 
with the dishonesty of his relations 
with the Hooley companies firmly es- 
tablished. Shortly after the death in 
Bellevue hospital, New York, of Adol- 
phus Drucker of London, who had been 
a member of parlinment for Nprthaimp- 
ton from 182 to 1500, it became known 
that his life was insured for about $1,- 
000,000 and that cne of the policies, for 
$500,000, was in favor of Mrs. Ernest 
Terah Hooley. The late Mr. Drucker 
was named with the many prominent 
people, including G9 members of the 
house of lords, who figured in connec- 
tion with the 190 companies which were 
connected with the Hooley flétations. 

Hooley, in 1898, was the biggest com- 
pany promoter in Great Britain. He 
was prominently interested in bicycle, 
land and meat-extract concerns, and 
was supposed to be a multi-millionaire. 
He reached the pinnacle of his prom- 
inence in 1896, when he promoted a 
tire company, as the result of which he 
was supposed to have cleared $12,500,- 
000. Hooley at that time was living 
a sort of Count of Monte Cristo ex- 
istence, buying yachts and racehorses 
and a number of historic county seats. 
In January, 1898, he purchased the rac- 
ing cutter Britannia (then owned by 
John Lawson Jolnstone, and formerly 
the property of the then Prince of 
Wales, now King Edward, who later 
repurchased the yacht). In 1896 
Hooley, who wasa member of a number 
of prominent yacht clubs, purchased 
the schooner yacht Verona from the 
Earl of Lonsdale. 

The announcement of the bankruptcy 
proceedings against Hooley caused a 
great sensation in London; though in 
the best informed quarters his failure 
had been expected for some time, owing 
to his Inability to float a large Chinese 
loan. Eventually Hooley was  form- 
ally adjudged a bankrupt. The capi- 
tals of the companies promoted by 
Hooley up to 1898 aggregated $60,000,- 
000 to $65,000,000. Hooley camefroma 
family of Nottingham lace manufac- 
turers. When he was 22 years of age 
his mother left him $175,000, whereupon 
he started in business as a stock broker 
in Nottingham, and for some time, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Hooley, 
in 1896, he made $100,000 a year. Asa 
stock broker he got into touch with a 
large connection of very rich people 
and secured their confidence. They 
were the great factors in the success 
of the big schemes he afterwards car- 
ried through.

DOCTOR'S DISAGREE, 


One in Court for Failure to Report 
Contagious Diseases. 


The old question, when doctors disa- 
gree who shall decide ? was exemplified 
at the district court today, when Dr. 
Granger of Randolph was arraigned up- 
on a complaint of the Board of Health 
of Braintree, for failing to report to the 
board a contagious disease. 

The evidence of the Board of Health 
was that their attention was called to 
the case uf a Joaes boy who was being 
attended by Dr. Granger. ‘That the 
boy was taken sick Saturday, April 16, 
with vomiting and a sore throat. That 
Dr. Brett visited the boy April 20, and 
diagnosed the case as scarlet fever. 

Dr. Marstin chairman of the Board of 
Health was with Dr. Brett and made 
the examination. The condition and 
symptoms of the boy at that time were 
described in detail. On April 30, Dr. 
Morse of the State Board of Health also 
visited the boy aud made an examina- 
tion, 

The boy was examined by Dr. H. L. 
Dearing and other physicians all of 
whom pronounced the case to be one of 
scarlet fever in a mild form. 

The Board of Health posted a conta- 
gious disease card upon the house, 
which was removed May 2 upon the 
advise of the State Board of Health, 

At no time was this case reported to 
the Braintree Board of Health by Dr. 
Granger. 

The government side of the case was 
finished at 1 o’clock. The court then 
took a recess for lunch. The court 
came in about 2 o’clock at which time 
the defence began to put in its case. 
It is doubtful ifa decision is reached 
today.

THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


It Was at First Known as the Cape 
of All the Storms, 

An early navigator, Bartolomeu} 
Diaz, commissioned by King John II. 
of Portugal to continue the work of 
African exploration down the west) 
coast, sailed from Lisbon in August, | 
1486, with a small force and landed at} 
several places, of which he took pos- 
session in the name of his master. 

As he approached the southern ex-| 
tremity of the eontinent he was blown 
out to sea by a tremendous storm and 
doubled the Cape without knowing it. 
Land was not again made until the | 
mouth of the Great Fish river was 
sighted, and the ships came to anchor | 
in Algoa bay. A council held there de- | 
cided to return home, and on the way | 
back the Cape was discovered and, 
christened by the commander, in re-| 
membrance of his first experience, 
Cabo Tormentoso, or Cabo des Todos 
les Tormientos; that is, Cape of All the} 
Storms. 

When the discovery was reported to | 
the king he immediately saw the im- 
mense possibilities of a new road to the} 
Indies and bestowed upon it the hap- 
pier name of the Cape of Good Hope. 
By a singular corruption of its first 
title the Cape was long known to Eng- 
lish seamen as the Cape of Torments, | 
and the legend of the “Flying Dutch-} 
man” was localized there by a misun- 
derstanding of the experiences of this 
Portuguese expedition. 


SHOOTING STARS. 


They Are Simply Falling Masses of 
Stony or Metallic Matter. 

Falling stars are masses of stony or 
metallic matter which, moving freely 
through space, approach so near to the 
earth as to penetrate and traverse the 
upper regions of our atmosphere. Rais- 
ed to white heat by friction with the 
air, owing to their immense velocity, 
which averages thirty-five miles a sec- 
ond, they become luminous and often 
leave a trail of light. 

Several well defined groups or 
swarms of these bodies revolve around | 
the sun in elliptic orbits, which are 
periodically encountered by the earth. 
Such are the Lyrids (April 19-22), the 
Leonids (Nov. 14-16) and Andromedids 
(Nov. 23-24), so called because they 
seem to radiate from a point within 
the constellations after which they are 
respectively named. 

It is computed that no fewer than 
twenty millions of these bodies enter 
the earth’s atmosphere daily, each one 
of which, under favorable conditions, 
would be distinctly visible. Occasion- 
ally they reach the earth in solid form, 
but showing signs of recent fusion of 
an outer layer. They vary in weight 
from some hundreds of pounds to a 
single grain. Their principal chemical 
constituents are fron, magnesium, sili- 
con, oxygen, nickel and cobalt. 


LOVE IN LAPLAND. 


Things a Suitor Must Do Before He 
Wins His Bride. 

When a lad is in love with a girl in 
Lapland they run a race—not a fair 
race, for he is so heavily handicapped 
that if she wishes the girl can get first 
to the goal, but if she cares for the 
young man who is trying to win she 
lets him overtake her, because if she 
outruns him he cannot propose again. 

But even if he wins the race and the 
girl at the same time the young lovers 
cannot be married until they have the 
eonsent of the girl’s parents. At one 
time if a man married a girl without 
this he was liable to receive capital 
punishment. 

Besides an engagement ring, the 
young Laplander sends his future bride 
a girdle and a quantity of brandy. He 
goes as far as the door of her hut, but 
remains outside until invited to enter, 
when a bumper of brandy is offered to 
the girl’s father. If he drinks it, it 
means that he gives his consent to the 
marriage, and the happy lover then 
pays the father a sum of money and 
promises to give the girl some clothes. 


Coffee In Wartimes. 

In the civil war there were numerous 
coffee substitutes. The principal was 
potatoes, which were cut into small 
cubes and parched. The beverage was 
declared to be potable. A Texas regi- 
ment used corn, parching the grains 
till they were a blackish brown. It 
was common to make coffee out of 
rice and other cereals besides corn. 
Many of the southern troops made a 
drink of the tender roots of the sassa- 
fras by boiling them in water. Many 
a gallon of sassafras tea have I drunk, 
and the effect is gloriously stimulating. 
A pint of it will enable a fatigued per- 
son to labor on indefinitely. The taste 
is deliciously aromatic—New York 
Press.

Upon It as Educational, and 
Thinks Expenses Should Rest 


Upon Filipino Government 


Boston, May 12.—The publication of 
the fact that Mayor Ceilins and the 
Chamber of Commerce have both re- 
fused to officially take any part in the 
entertaining of the distinguished party 


the U nite ai States to teil American in- 
stitutions and show the people what 
the better class of residents in the Phil- 
ippines are really like, has caused 
much discussion both in Washington 
aud here in Boston. 

In Washington it is thought that the 
citizens of Boston do not understand 
the standing of the members of the 
commission that is coming to this coun- 
try, but the officials who are most in- 
terested in the matter in this city say 
they do thoroughly understand the 
character of the visitors. As a matter 
of fact the commission numbers among 
its members the chief justice of the 
Philippines and two of the members of 
the governing Philippine commission, 
and the entire party is under the direc- 
tion of Arthur Ferguson, secretary of 
the Philippine commission. A number 
of big cities, including New York, Chi- 
eago and Cincinnati, have urged upon 
the war department the importance of 
having the commission entertained by 
those cities. 

Several days ago Colonel Edwards, 
chief of the bureau of insular affairs 
at Washington, sent letters to the 
mayors of all the principal cities of the 
United States advising them that 50 of 
the best educated Filipinos, representa- 
tive in every way of their country, 
would make an extensive trip through 
the United States and asking what ar- 
rangements for their entertainment 
would be made by each city. One of 
these letters was sent to Mayor Collins 
and he replied that he looked upon the 
visit as commercia' an« in the present 
state of the city’s finances, he did not 
see his way clear to carry out Edwards’ 
suggestion. 

While the mayor takes the view that 
if the visitors are to be entertained 
while in this city the entertainment 
should be by commercial bodies, the of- 
ficials of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce do not look upon the matter ina 
similar light. Secretary Preston of the 
chamber states that a committee of that 
organization carefully considered the 
matter, and, after consulting with many 
of the Boston merchants who have 
trade with the Philippines, most of 
which, however, is an import trade, 
came to the conclusion that there was 
no good reason why the Chamber of 
Commerce should go to the expense of 
entertaining the Filipinos. Secretary 
Preston stated that the committeemen 
were inclined to look upon the visit as 
more of an educational than a com- 
mercial value. 

Mr. Preston emphasized the state- 
ment that as the visit appears to be 
purely one from an educational stand- 
point it is his opinion that the expenses 
of the visit should rest entirely on the 
Filipino government. He stated that 
it is true that in 1897 the Chamber of 
Commerce paid the expenses of bring- 
ing to Boston and entertaining the so- 
ealled Pan-American delegates, but he 
looked upon their visit as of an én- 
tirely different character. Their visit 
he regarded as purely a commercial 
visit, as was also that of the Porto 
Rican delegates four years ago when 
the latter were also entertained by the 
chamber. 


Epidemic of Hydrophobla 

Albany, May 12.—Four townships 
are under quarantine established by the 
state department of agriculture against 
hydrophobla, which is more or less epi- 
demic in these townships. All dogs are 
required to be tied or muzzled until the 
quarantine is lifted. The townships 
concerned are Ballston, Milton, Malta 
and Woodstock. 


Nothing to Be Gained 

Paris, May 12.—The suit of the re- 
public of Colombia against the Panama 
Canal company, in connection with 
shares of stock, has been further ad- 
journed. The litigation is practically 
suspended, owing to the transfer of the 
canal to the United States and the 
liquidation of the canal company. 


Strike of Berlin Bakers 

Berlin, May 12.—A strike of 2500 
journeymen bakers has begun in Berlin. 
They demand higher wages and a dis- 
continuance of the system of boarding 
with their employers, which the latter 
rejected. The employers have pre- 
pared to resist the strike. 


No Intention of Abdicating 

Belgrade, May 12.—Rumors circu- 
lated of the intention of King Peter to 
abdicate have drawn an emphatic con- 
tradiction from King Peter himself, 
who declares the reports of his intention 
to abdicate in favor of his son to be 
pure inventions.

In this case it should 
follow the usual rule and give the de- 
fendant the benefit of the doubt.

Objective Point of Japanese 
Army In Manchuria 


THE CITY IS DISMANTLED 


Its Occupation by the Enemy 
Would Give Japan Ultimate 
Control of Southern Manchuria 


--Culting Off of Communica- 
tion With Pors Arthur the 


Question of but a Short Time 


St. Petersburg, May 12.—Impending 
events of great importance to the mili- 
tary situation in Manchuria are fore- 
shadowed in official dispatches given 
out late last night by the 
mission. 

On May 8 the Japanese forces cau- 
tiously moved from eng Wargz Cheng 
towards Hai Cheng, which is 32 miles 
east by north of New Chwang, and it 
is the opinion of the general staff that 
they should certainly reach their desti- 
nation within two days. If the Japan- 
ese shall occupy Hai Cheng, with Port 
Arthur thus effectually cut off, New 
Chwang, which the Russians have al- 
ready dismantled, would pass into their 
jhands., 

The entire Liao Tung peninsula, in 


war com- 


fact, save Port Arthur and perhaps 
Kai Ping, would be commanded by 
them. 


The satisfaction felt at the re-estab- 
lishment of communication with Port 
Arthur is increased by the knowledge 


ree a trainload of ammunition has 


delivered to the fortress. 
This was done in the presence of the 
enemy's ariny, which landed at Pitse- 
wo and which is apparently on the eve 
of being reinforced by another division 
on board 30 transports lying off Port 
Adams. 

The troops sent by General Kuroki 
to the southwest of Feng Wang Cheng, 
which it is established do not belong to 
a third army, none haying landed at 
Takushan, crossed the Tayang river 
May 7 and should by this time be op- 
erating on the Liao Tung peninsula, 
provided they continued, as is regarded 
probable, the plan being to complete the 
mastery of southern Manchuria. 

Besides acting energetically in south- 
ern Manchuria and moving on Hai 
Cheng, Kuroki kept in mind the neces- 
sity of out-flanking General Kuropatkin 
, as is shown by the fact 
that on the morning of May 10 he 
started a formidable force, consisting 
of a division of infantry with 40 guns 
and 1500 cavalry, toward Saimatsi. In

A Japanese detachment is reported 
officially to have occupied Kwan Tein 
Sien May 6, but it is believed likely to 
be a small scouting party belonging to 
Kuroki’s army. 

The authorities are looking with con- 
siderable philosophy on the division by 
Kuroki of his army into three separate 
commands, for they expect Kuropatkin 
prom ptly to take advantage of the nu- 
merical inferiority of the enemy. 

The fact that it was considered 
necesSary to send a trainload of am- 
| unit on to Port Arthur has aroused 
| comment, and it is accepted in certain 
an indication that the Rus- 
sians have not sufficient supplies of 
war material there. 

With such a large force of the enemy 
before Port Arthur it is well under- 
stood here that it is but a question of 
days, perhaps hours, before commu- 
nication is again cut off. It is predicted 
that there will be a daring attempt at 
a repetition of the plan to geLammuni- 
tion into Port Arthur. 

One fact mentioned in the official dis- 
patches on which the authorities lay 
stress is the action of the Chinese in 
saving a Japanese detachment from a 
Cossack ambuscade. Such incidents as 
these can only lead, it is stated, to 
Kuropatkin taking determined meas- 
ures. He cannot have the enemy with- 
in, as well as outside, the lines. 


About the Yalu Battle 

London, May 12.—The Daily Mail's 
correspondent at the Japanese head- 
quarters in describing the battle on 
the Yalu testifies that the Russian po- 
sition there, if properly held, ought to 
have been impregnable, even with the 
sacrifice of 10,000 men. The corre- 
spondent says that the battlefield after- 
wards presented a sickening spectacle, 
but that the wounded bore their snuf- 
ferings with the most heroic stoicism. 

“The Japanese are showing the 
greatest kindness to the wounded 
prisoners and the captured Russian of- 
ficers are being treateu by the highest 
umong the Japanese as _ respected 
guests. In the hour of victory the Jap- 
anese soldiers show admirable restraint 
and sobriety of demeanor. They ex- 
press open admiration for the courage 
and determination of the Russians, 
whom they have found to be utterly un- 
like the Chinese, and who are, they 
say, opponents worthy of their steel.” 


Shaw Calis For $10,000,000 

Washington, May 12.—Secretary 
Shaw has ordered a third call on the 
depository banks, directing them to 
transfer to the treasury, on or before 
approximately $10,000,000, 
The call is for 10 percent of the au- 
thorized balances of the depository 
banks as they stood before the two 
previous calls. 


SPLIT IN INDIANA 


Majority of Democratic Dele- 
gates In Favor of Parker 
Indianapolis, May 12—Twenty-four 
delegates favorable to the nomination 
of A. B. Parker for the presidential 
nomination were selected last night by 
district caucuses, while 10 were chosen 
who are advocates of the nomination of 
W. R. Hearst. Many of these are con- 
tested and the Hearst people have 
started a movement to bolt the conven- 
tion and hold a rump convention that 
will send a complete set of Hearst 
delegates to the national convention 
Rump caucuses were held last night in 
the Second and Tenth districts imme 
diately following the regular caucuses 
and it is reported that the Hearst dele- 
ates from other districts held a full 
slate of delegates and convention offi- 
cers. The scenes attending several of 
the caucuses were extremely riotous. 


Washington State Convention 
Tacoma, Wash., May 12.—The Repub- 
lican state convention adjourned last 
night after nominating Albert E. Mead 
for governor and the balance of the 
ticket. The platform commends the 
national administration and instructs 
the delegates to vote for Roosevelt; 
advocates a protective tariff; favors 
reciprocity in non-competitive products, 
and opposes the repeal of the duty on 
coal. 


Delegates to Act as Unit 
New Haven, May 12.—The adminis- 
tration of President Roosevelt was en- 
dorsed at the Connecticut state Repub- 
lican conyention and it was recom- 
mended that the 14 delegates chosen for 
the national convention at Chicago 
should vote as a unit for his nomination. 


Crown Prince Wins New Laurels 
Berlin, May 12.—Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William shared the emperor's 
prize at the Potsdam Equestrian so0- 
ciety’s contests with Captain Von 
Holtzing. The competitors had to pass 
a hedge, then a hedge and a ditch four 
yards wide, then another hedge and 
finally a high barricade in rapid suc- 
cession. Only the crown prince and 
VonHoltzing succeeded in the effort. 
fhe emperor not long ago required the 
crown prince to keep to his quarters 
for a week for reckless riding. The 
young man renounced his share in the 
trophy in gavor of VonHoltzing. 
Both Sides Satisfied 

New York, May 12.—By consent of 
the plaintiffs, the action against Mrs. 
Theresa A. Oelrichs and Mrs. Virginia 
Vanderbilt, brought about by Hannah 
E. Nelson, mother of Caroline D. Fair, 
Who was the wife of Charles T. Fair 
and was killed with him in an auto- 
mobile accident near Paris, was dis- 
missed in the supreme court, and a final 
judgment rendered in favor of the de- 
fendants. A seftlement satisfactory to 
both sides was effected, but the sum 
paid in final settlement was not made 
public. 


Perhaps Lured to Death 

Newark, N. J., May 12.—Apparently 
lured in this city and drugged, Dr. J. 
A. Boice of St. Agnes hospital, Balti- 
more, is in a hospital here unconscious 
and in a critical condition. He was 
taken from a Pennsylvania train, on 
which he had been placed at Jersey 
City by two negroes. In one of Boice’s 
pockets was a telegram from this city 
asking Dr. Boice to come here to con- 
sult with “Dr. Barton.” There is no 
Dr. Barton in the city. 


Disaster In Illinols Mine 

Carbondale, Ilis., May 12.—In an ex- 
plosion at the shaft of the Big Muddy 
Coal and Iron compa.y five men were 
killed instantly, five seriously injured 
and 20 others slightly injured. Six kegs 
of powder awaiting distribution to the 
men of the day shift exploded, having 
been ignited, it is supposed, by the 
premature turning on of the electric 
current which operates the machinery 
of the mines. 


For Latin-American Union 

Havana, May 12.—With a view tothe 
formation of a Latin-American union, a 
zreat mass meeting was held here last 
night at which speeches were made by 
leading men of Cuba. The senti- 
ments expressed regarding the unifica- 
tion of the Latin peoples and the per- 
petuation of Latin characteristics, 
language and traditions, were enthu- 
siastically applauded. 


Death Ascribed to Overjoy 

Buffalo, May 12.—Miss Marion W. 
Gorham of Marshall, Mich., who was 
attending a private school here, re- 
ceived an unexpected visit from her 
mother. She started toward her with 
an exclamation of joy and collapsed 
after taking a few steps, dyingin a 
few seconds. The physician’s report 
gave the cause of deai. as “shock from 
overjoy.” 


Vessels May Have Gone Down 

North Sydney, C. B., May 12.—Grave 
fears are felt for the safely of the 
schooners Umbrina and Tramp, both 
of which are engaged in the seal fish- 
ery. The vessels are a month overdue 
and it is feared that both went down. 
The two schooners carried about 40 
men.

Prossiet, Siberia, May 12.—A Japan- 
ese torpedo boat made its appearance 
in the roadstead here and suspicious 
lights have been seen.

‘This 
statement was made by Dr. J. C. Olm- 
stead at the meeting of the Georgia 
State Sociological society here.  An- 
other statement made by Olmstead was 
that the negro was better off mentally, 
morally and physically asa slave. Dr. 
T. E. Oertel spoke on “The negro as an 
agent for the spread of disease.”

WHEN CLEANING HOUSE. 


The Kind of Clothes to Wear to 
Work In Comfort. 

The house cleaning suit should con- 
sist of a divided skirt, with a short 
skirt if desired, but it will be a great 
deal better without the added weight 
of the short skirt. However, if skirt 
there must be it should clear the floor 
at least ten inches. 

There should be a blouse attached to 
the belt which holds the gathers of the 
skirt in place or to the belt of the di- 
vided skirt. With this suit should be 
worn a pair of thick stockings and a 
pair of shoes with cork soles. The ma- 
terial of the suit should be light, wash- 
able flannel. 

The blouse should not be too full, 
though full enough to permit reaching 
and bending with absolute freedom. 
The loose sleeves should be elbow 
length, gathered into a loose band just 
below the elbow. The forearm should 
be protected with the leg of an old 
stocking, the top of which can be cut 
off to 2 convenient length. The object 
of this is to protect the arms from wa- 
ter and from exposure. The collar of 
the blouse should be cut away in the 
neck and a collar of some soft goods 
set under and sewed in. 

This comfortable suit should be worn 
over a union suit and without corsets. 
The body is thus given perfect free- 
dom. The house cleaner should protect 
her hair by wearing a dust proof but 
light and cool dusting cap. The hands 
should be protected by rubber gloves,

To Waterproof Shoes,

Unknown Woman Had Called

VFound--Police Investigating 


New York, May 13.—The body of 
Josephine McCahill, 6 years old, who 
has been missing since May 2, was 
found last night in a chimney at her 
home in Third avenue, this city. The 
body was lodged near the top of the 
chimney, and it was necessary to tear 
away part of the masonry to release it. 

It was believed that the child had 
been kidnapped and the case had 
aroused much interest. Rewards ag- 
gregating $3850 have been offered by 
various persons for her recovery, in 
case it should be discovered that she 
had been kidnapped, and mass meet- 
ings have been held to consider plans 
for conducting the search. 

Yesterday a letter was received by 
Mrs. MecCahill, the child’s mother, 
which read: 

“Dear friend: As you made such a 
fuss I was compelled to kill Josie. If 
you give $500 fo a boy I will send, you 
can bave the body. H. M. 

P. S. Don't mind stories you hear.” 

rhe police considered this letter as 
the work of some heartless meddler, 

After leaving her home on May 2 to 
play in the street, the child was seen 
in Third avenue with a man described 


as tall and dark. She had a_ bag of 
eandy in her hand, but was crying. 
This is all the police have had to work 


on. Their search has proceeded on tLe 


| belief that the man was an Italian and 


that the girl would eventually be found 
in one of the Italian colonies in this 
city or in some nearby city. 

An examination of the body dis- 
closed the fact that it was badly de- 
composed, but thaf it had not been 
mutilated. It learned that 
children of the neighborhood have been 
accustomed to hide in the chimneys 
while at play on the roofs, and the po- 
lice now believe that the MeCahill girl 
climbed into the chimney, which rises 
only four or five feet above the roof, 
and fell into it. 

A strange feature of the case {fs be- 
ing investigated by the police, although 
they do not believe the child was mur- 
dered. Twice yesterday, before the 
body was found, a well-dressed young 
woman called at the MceCahill home and 
said that she had a presentment that 
the child would be found in the chim- 
ney. On her second visit she expressed 
surprise that a search of the chimney 
had not been made on her previous sug- 
refused to give her name 
or address and the police are now try- 
ing to find her. It was after her sec- 
ond visit that the investigation was 
made which resulted in the finding of 
the body.

Our Protest Was Effective 

Washington, May 13.—The Chinese

SPANISH NAMES. 


How They Came to Be So Freely 
Scattered Over California. 

It was the custom of the old Spanish 
explorers to name places after the 
saint for whom was named the day 
on which they camped there. In this 
manner a great number of melodious 
and sonorous Spanish names have 
been scattered over California, so that 
the names of a great number of places 


begin either with “San” or “Santa.” 
In some cases a subtitle, as it were, 
has been aflixed. [Tor instance, we 


have San Luis Rey and San Luis Obis- 
po (Saint Louis the King and Saint 
Louis the Bishop), also San Juan Ca- 
pistrano. In the case of Los Angeles, 
it was named “Nuestra Senora de los 
Angeles” (Our Lady of the Angels). 
This name is altogether too bulky for 
frequent use, so the early oflicers short- 
ened it to “Angeles.” 

One curious name among the saints 
is that applied to a picturesque little 
settlement on the divide between the 
San Gabriel and Pomona valleys—San 
Dimas. San Dimas, be : known, was 
one of the two men who were crucified 
at either side of Jesus—the one who 
asked to be remembered by the Lord 
when he should enter into paradise. 
He is the patron saint of robbers. The 
way this name came to be given to 
the San Gabriel valley village was 
thus: In early days a gang of Mexican 
horse thieves had their “lair’ in a 
canyon there, which was subsequently 
referred to as the Robbers’ canyon or 
the canyon of San Dimas. When the 
Santa Fe railroad came along and 
laid out the station there the name of 
the canyon was adopted; bence San 
Dimas.—Los Angeles Times. 


A READY PREACHER. 


Instance of Presence of 
Mind In the Pulpit. 

Irederick the Great, being informed 
of the death of one of his chaplains, a 
man of considerable learning and pi- 
ety, determined to select a successor 
with the same quallfications and took 
the following method of ascertaining 
the merit of one of the numerous can- 
didates for the appointment: He told 
the applicant that he would furnish 
him with a text the following Sun- 
day, when he was to preach at the 
royal chapel.

In the case of the orange 
was commercially successful in Cali- 
fornia over twenty years ago with the 
production of the navel orange. 

The common belief is that the seed- 
less orange was originally a freak fruit 
that appeared in southern California. 
The real truth is, however, that the 
world is indebted for it to the United 
States department of agriculture. It 
is said that United States Consul Wil- 
liam F. Judson, at Bahia, Brazil, heard 
of orange trees that grew 
some distance away from Bahia. He 
obtained cuttings from the trees and 
sent them to the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington. The department 
nurtured the sprouts carefully and in 
time was able to send buds from them 
to several orange growers. 
the growers grafted the 
seedling tree A Ca 
grower was first to produce the

seedless orange. From him other 
grafts were obtained till at length the 
old seedling orange groves were either 


cut down or regrafted with the seed- 
less kind. 

Fruit growers who study their busi- 
ness scientifically know that seed is 
produced in a fruit through fructifica- 
tion by the yellow pollen or flower dust 
that appears so abundantly upon the 
stamens of flowers. If the pollen could 
be kept away from the stigma of a 
fruit flower might it not be that the 
fruit would still grow while the forma- 
tion of seeds would be prevented? On 
that theory scientific apple, cherry, 
grape and plum have been 
working patiently and quietly. In In- 
diana a woman farmer, Mrs. Mary E. 
of Noblesville, has» been en- 
deavoring to develop a seedless toma- 
to and has at length succeeded. The 
fruit is uncommonly fine from these 
seedless tomato slips. In general it 
appears that where the strength of the 
plant has not to go to the growing of 
seed the fruit is of superior quality. 

In Colorado, similarly, Mr. John F. 
Spencer, shortly after the seedless 
orange had come to stay, began work-

Just what progress is being made by 
the troops landed on the Liao Tung 
peninsula is not exactly known, but it 
is apparent from both, Japanese and 
Russian sources that men were landed 
on both sides. In northern Korea and 
on the Yalu the Japanese are making 
dispositions to protect their right flank 
and rear and on the extreme east of the 
theatre of war they have established a 
naval station at Port Lazaref, while 
their fleet is watching Vladivostok. 
A dispatch from Seoul says that Jap- 
an’s second army of 70,000 men sailed

83 transports. Its destination, of 


course, is not stated, but the fact that 
the men were literally packed into the 
ships might indicate that they were not 
going a great distance, not farther per- 
haps than Takushan. 

An explanation of why the Russians 
blew up Dalny just at this time is sug- 
gested by the dispatch from Tokio an- 
nouncing the destruction of the Japan- 
ese torpedo boat No. 48 and the killing 
of seven of her crew and wounding of 
seven others, while removing Russian 
mines from the entrance to Kerr bay. 
Kerr bay is just on the northeast side of 
a narrow peninsula which separates it 
from Talien bay, on the southwest 
shore of which lies Dalny. 

With the Japanese feeling their way 
so close to the town the Russians evi- 
dently took time by the forelock and 
destroyed the place to prevent the 
enemy, who might seize it at any time 
by a quick dash, from utilizing the piers, 
docks and barracks which existed there. 
Incidentally it may be noted that this 
torpedo boat, if the transport sunk off 
Wonsan, Korea, be excepted, is the first 
warship lost by Japan since the open- 
ing of the war.

Interesting History Which Will Be 
News to Many.

As many people now visit the crypt 
located under the Adams Temple in 
which the remains of Presidents John 
Adams and John Quincy Adams and 
their wives are deposited, mention may 
be made that the Adams Temple was 
completed in the year 1828 and soon 
thereafter the remains of President John 
Adams and Abigail (Smith) Adams his 
wife, were there interred. 

President John Quincy Adams died 
at his post in the National Capitol 
February 1848, and a Congressional 
committee accompanied his body to his 
native town, where a great concourse of 
people from far and near were present 
at the funeral services which were held 
in the Stone temple, the eulogy being 
delivered by Rey. Dr. William P. Lunt. 
The body was then deposited in his 
tomb in the adjacent Hancock street 


cemetery, remaining there five years 
till May, 1853, at which time it was 


transferred to the crypt under the 
teniple. 

The body was encased in an air tight 
metallic cotlin, with glass lid, and when 
transferred to the crypt the features re- 
mained unbroken and quite natural. 
The remains of the president’s wife 
Louisa Catherine (Johnson) Adams, 
were also deposited in the crypt at this 
time. 

The town hearse then in use,—now a 
relic in the church cellar—was used for 
many years by Mr. Daniel Hobart the 
town’s venerable undertaker, and later 
by Mr. John Hall, his successor, who 
being seen to sink,died in an instant of 
time on its seat in 1856, whilst he was 
conveying the body of Mr. Joseph|2 
French a resident of West Quincy to its 
last resting place. Mr. Hall was also 
sexton of the Stone temple and his 
sudden death much affected the Rev. 
Dr. Lunt who made it the theme of a 
subsequent sermen. Lewis Bass.

Governorship of Illinois 


BIG FACTIONS FIGHTING 


A Life and Death Struggle, With 
Unwilling 
to Combine to Exert Powers, 
Although They Hold Whip 


Country Delegates 


Springfield, Ills., May 16.—After an- 
cther day of fruitless balloting the most 
remarkable Kepublican state conven- 
tion in the history of Illinois adjourned 
Saturday until 2 this 
afternoon without having broken the 
gubernatorial deadlock. The delegates 


have taken things into their own hands 


hight o'clock 


and with practical unanimity decline 
to be delivered by men ut the head of 
the organization. 

The scenes attending the convention 


were similar to those of the previous 
day and the demonstrations in favor of 
the various candidates were calculated 


to sweep a less deliberative gathering 
from its feet, but with every outburst 
the determination among the delegates 
to resist anything in the way of a 
stampede became more pronounced. 
Old-tine politicians ure comparing 
the convention with the national con- 
vention in 1880 which nominated Gar- 
field. In the bulloting the comparison 
is apt, but the influences which finally 
swayed that great gathering are not 
present. This is a life and death 
struggle between two great factions in 


Cook county, headed respectively by 
Congressman Lorimer and State <At- 


torney Deneen, with the country dele- 
gates holding the whip band, but 
loyal to the interests of their favorite 
sons that they will not combine to ex- 
ert their powers. 

Indications poind towards 
day ef fruitless balloting before the 
gubernatorial deadlock is broken. It 
is quite possible that a break will 
this after: but the develop- 
ments of Sriurday do not justify any 
such prediction. It is known definitely 
that desperaic efforts are being made to 
take from the Yates column enough 
delegites to nominate Lowden on an 
early ballot. It is reported that the 
Will county delegation will go to Low- 
den on the tirst ballot today. ‘This, 
however, although emanating from a 
Will county delegate, is received 
skeptically. 

After the failure of the attempted 
stampede to Lowden Saturday, started 
by DeKalb county, it is thought prob- 
able that Lowden will not permit any 
of the coun’ °s which he may secure to 
vote for him wutil je feels confident of 
having enough to nominate; for the mo- 
meut Yates counties begin going to 
Lowden the remaining Yates men may 
be expected to go to Deneen or the 
Deneen men will go to Yates. There is 
now uo probability that a “dark horse” 
will be chosen. ‘The choice is generally 
regarded as being between Yates, Low- 
den and Dencen, 

The contest for a Republican guber- 
natorial nomination In [llfnois assumes 
proportions which no eastern state can 
approach. ‘The governor Js chosen for 
uv four-year term and on the = presi- 
dential ballot. Llectors and state 
ticket so regularly meet the same for- 
tunes at the polls that the actlon of the 
state couvention, since Llinois is a Re- 
publican state, is usually decisive. 
Vast interests, commercial and political, 
are involved in the choice of a governor. 
There is the state machine and the Cook 
county machine, aud the federal patron- 
age, ke wheels within wheels, for all 
of which the several candidates have 
many months been striving and _ bar- 
gaining. Mr. Cullom’s seat in the sen- 
ate is also regarded as one of the as- 
sets of a successful combination, and 
nearly every gubernatorial candidacy 
has traded its influence in this par- 
ticular long in advance In return for 
some support in the state fight.

Won’t Dodge Nomination 

Washington, May 16.—Congressman 
Robert R. Hitt of Illinols will gladly 
accept the Republican vice presidential 
nomination, if tendered to him. In re- 
ferring to this matter, Hitt said: 

“Iam willing to accept the Republi- 
can nomination for vice president if it is 
tendered to me, and have so advised 
iny friends. The convention now in 
session has endorsed me. That is the 
whole story, and there is nothing more 
for me to say.” 

Mr. Hitt for many years has been 
willing to recelve promotion from the 
party. He has not been active in push- 
inng his own advancement, but was 
unxious to step higher if his asso- 
clates desired it. He would have liked 
the senatorship, both when Mason was 
elected and when Hopkins was chosen 
as his suceessor, six years later. He 
considered that his transfer to the sen- 
ate would be a promotion politically. 
He regards the proposed vice presi- 
dential nomination in precisely the 
same light.

Washington, May 16.—Investi gation 


Into the inner workings of the American 
Red Cross society is to follow 
resignation of the president, Miss Clara 
Barton, who is succeeded by Mrs. John 
A. Logan. 


The resignation of Miss Barton is the 


Sequel to a long series of dissensions in 
the Red Cross. Miss Barton was never 
a subject of charges and has always 
been held in the highest esteem, but 
against others in the society there have 
been charges of mismanagement of 
funds and other irregularities. 

Miss Barton left with Mrs, Logan a 
number of suggestions bearing upon the 
conduct of the society and Mrs. Logan 
Suggested that a meeting be called for 
Sept 6 next for the consideration of this 
memoranda. 

In speaking of the necessity for this 
meeting she put it upon the ground of 
“the present unpleasant and unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs.” 


Reversal of German Opinion 

Berlin, May 16.—The newspapers of 
all parties have suddenly begun vieing 
with one another in praise of Japanese 
military genius and prophecies of the 
continued defeat of the Russians, 
eral morning journals openly declare 
that the Russian cause is lost, one in- 
timating that Russia will prefer to 
make an attempt to recover her prestige 
in another sphere—evidently meaning 
southern Asia—rather than to continue 
the struggle in Manchuria indefinitely. 
This change of tone pervades not only 
the military criticisms, but the political 
leaders likewise.

Dramatic Sequel to Retirement 

Paris, May 16.—General Rebillot, a 
leading figure in the French army and 
a friend of Colonel Marchand, whose 
resignation from the army was ac- 
cepted last Friday, says the latter prob- 
ably will offer his sword and services 
to Russia. Marchand’s arrest for pub- 
licly criticising the war office and the 
summary acceptance of his resignation 
are causing a sensation similar to that 
when Dreyfus was stripped of his uni- 
form. His period of arrest expires next 
Tuesday. 


Drowning of a Middy 

Annapolis, May 16.—Midshipman 
Philip Brittingham, aged 19, a member 
of the third class of the naval academy, 
was drowned about two miles off the 
naval academy. He left the academy 
dock in a sailing launch with four 
other midshipmen. The boat was 
caught by a strong gust of mind, cap- 
sized and sank immediately. Britting- 
ham sank in 17 feetof water. Theother 
four midshipmen were picked up by 
rescuers. 


Young Negro Lynched 

Augusta, Ga., May 16.—Charley Cum- 
mings, a negro, 19 years old, was taken 
from jail at Appling shortly after mid- 
night and lynched by a mob of masked 
men, Exarly last week Cummings en- 
tered the room of a young lady living 
near Appling and attacked her. She 
managed to cry out and Cummings fled. 
He was tracked to his home. Lynch- 
ing was narrowly averted at the time 
of the capture. 

Bishops to Be Retired 

Cal., May 16.—The 
Methodist general conference  per- 
formed one of its most delicate as well 
as painful duties in retiring from all 
active participation in church work, 
because of age and ineffectiveness, five 
of its venerable bishops. They are 
Bishops Mallalieu of Boston, Andrews 
of New York, Walden of Cincinnati 
Ineent of Switzerland and Foss of Phil- 
adelphia.

Vancouver, B. C., May 16.—Van- 
couver harbor is to be fortified upon 
the recommendation of Lord Dundon- 
ald, general officer commanding the 
Canadian military, who inspected the 
port a few months ago and was struck 
with its lack of protection in case of 
war.

P. Dimond for trial at Washington 
on the 44 counts of the indictment 
charging them, jointly with J. A. Ben- 
son and J. R. Schneider, with conspir- 
ing to defraud the United States out of 
public lands. Bail was fixed at $50,- 
000 for Hyde and $20,000 for Dimond. 
The case was continued until July 18. 


Czar to Go Travelling 

Moscow, May 16.—The czar will pass 
through Moscow on a flying tour of 
cities in the provinces of Moscow and 
Kharkoff, where he will personally bid 
farewell to the varicus brigades and 
divisions which have been mobilized 
at these points and which are ready to 
start for the front. Troops are already 
lining the road to ensure the safety 
of the imperial train, a precaution al- 
ways observed when the ezar travels, 


Killed by Eacaping Gas 

Haverhill, Mass., May 16.—Henry 
Malouin, a teamster, 28 years old, was 
found in his room overcome by gas 
which was escaping through the open 
cock of a gas stove. He died in an 
ambulance while on the way to a hos- 
pital. Malouin had been subject to 
dizzy spells and it is supposed that in 
one of these attacks he came in contact 
with and accidentally opened the gas 
valve. 


Assassin’s Aim Was True 

Denver, May 16.—Lyte Gregory, a 
former policeman, was murdered while 
he was returning home from a visit to 
friends. His body was riddled with 
bullets. It is believed that the assas- 
sin used a repeating rifle, for 10 bullets 
penetrated the murdered man’s body. 
No positive trace of the assassin has 
been found. 


Child In Coffin Was Alive 

Custer, 8. D., May 16.—The funeral of 
the 5-year-old daughter of C. M. Fear- 
ing was stopped after the ceremony bad 
begun because a pbysiclan thought he 
saw signs of life in the child. She had 
died, apparently, of scarlet fever. The 
child was taken from the casket and 
will live.

Notice of Milk Inspector. 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Sect. 3.—In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor ot Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shal! pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.—* Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty

“ONE-MAN POWER” 


Rap at Senator Lodge at a Meet- 
ing of Friends of Reciprocity 
3oston, May 17.—A mass meeting in 
Faneuil hall last night, called by Presi- 
dent Whitney of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce in response to a petition 
signed by over 30,000 business men of 
Massachusetts, and to further the cause 
of reciprocity with Canada and New- 
foundland, was largely attended. 

A set of resolutions embodying the 
purposes of the meeting and providing 
for the appointment by President 
Whitney of a committee of 100 which 
should lead the fight for reciprocity had 
been read when former Representative 
Underhill of Somerville jumped to his 
feet and, addressing the chair, said: 

“I would Mke to offer an amendment 
to combat the one power behind the 
throne in Massachusetts. I move that 
our state senators be added to those 
resolutions—the men who elect our 
junior senator to Washington. Our 
junior senator says he believes in recip- 
rocity, but adds—‘wait.’ When the sub- 
ject of reciprocity came up in the Mas- 
sachusets legislature one after another 
of the men assembled there came to me 
and said: ‘I believe in this, but the 
word has come from our junior senator 
at Washington that it must not be— 
and I am bound to think of my political 
future—and it was not.’” 

Amid an uproar the amendment was 
seconded and accepted and the resolu- 
tions were then carried with a shout.

It is known that Cortelyou sustains 
very close relations not only with |} 
President Roosevelt, but also with} 
party leaders throughout the country. 
He is regarded as being admirably 
equipped for the position, possessing 
fine executive ability and a thorough 
knowledge of men and affairs. Tor 
several years he has been intimately 
identified with political management, 
scarcely any man sustaining more con- 
fidential relations with President Mce- 
Kinley, Senator Hanna and President | 
Roosevelt than he. If he should be 
elected national chairman he would 
resign his position in the cabinet and 
devote his entire time to the work of 
the campaign. 

It is asserted with emphasis that no 
absolute decision yet has been reached, 
but prominent men in the councils of | 
the Republican party have impressed 
on the president the desirability of 
Cortelyou’s selection. 


It is reasonably certain that J. W. 
Blythe of Iowa will be prominently | 
identified with the conduct of the Re- 
publican campaign In the west, and it 
is likely that he may be the vice 
chairman of the national committee or 
a sub-chairman in charge of the west- 
ern end of the campaign.

whom the president finds on the side of 
honesty, and upright in dealing with po- 
litical problems which involve delicate 
gradations from pure expediency’ to 
either moral extreme. 

It is worth noting that the support of 
the idea of his chairmanship has come 
from the best element in the party man- 
agement. Hits consent to direct the 
campaign will be the safest guaranty 
that it will be conducted on a respect- 
able plin, and free from money scan- 
dals, underground councel!s and secret 
treaties. Moreover, it is no small ad- 
vantage to tLe Rooseveit cause to have 
aasociated with it in a commanding ca- 
pacity a man who stood in so contiden- 
tial relations with President McKinley. 
The late president's friends who figure 
as the chief actors in most of the stories 
of Republican dissatisfaction with the 
Roosevelt administration all know Cor- 
telyou well, and trust him. ‘That is 
more than can be said of the other per- 
sons who have been mentioned in con- 
nection with the chairmanship. 

It is learned that the principal head- 
quarters of the Republican party during 
the approaching campaign will be in 
New York city. Headquarters will also 
be maintained in Chicago. In view of 
plans already tentatively mapped out, 
it will be really difficult to distinguish 
between the two headquarters in the 
matter of size and importance. 

It is not unlikely that a sub-chair- 
man will be in charge of the head- 
quarters in each city and that Chatr- 
man Cortelyou will spend a part of his 
time in New York and the remainder 
in Chicago. He will maintain his home 
in this city and will visit Washington 
from time to time during the progress of 
the campaign. 

The retirement of Cortelyou from the 
cabinet will make necessary the choice 
of a successor, and this may not prove 
easy. Some of the prophets are men- 
tioning the name of Mr. Garfield, now 
the commissioner of corporations. West- 
ern newspapers, however, have sug- 
gested Representative Metcalf of Call- 
fornia for the next cabinet vacancy, 
and report credits Secretary Moody, 
who Is one of his close friends, with hav- 
ing spoken warmly of him, in the same 
connection. 

The president has always held Gar- 
field in high favor, admiring particular- 
ly his strong common sense and doubt- 
less has him in view for future prefer- 
ment. The psychological view of the 
political situation, however, seems more 
favorable to Metcalf if these two should 
seem to be the only avallables in sight. 
Mr. Garfield comes from Ohio and there 
is no representative of the Pacific coast 
in the cabinet, whereas the middle west 
and the Mississippi valley are repre- 
sented by Secretaries Taft, Wilson and 
Hitchcock and Postmaster General 
Payne, and in a way by Secretary Hay 
also, he being quite as much of an Ohio 
man as anything else. It is safe to as- 
sume that there will be no dearth of 
candidates before the final choice is 
made; indeed, the chances are that the 
abundance will be rather embarrassing 
to a president who is himself a candi- 
date for votes from every section.

Ravages of Cotton Boll Weevil 

Washington, May 18.—W. D. Hunter, 
in charge of the agricultural depart- 
ment’s boll weevil investigation in 
which 50 experts are now engaged, re- 
ports that the pest soon will cause an 
increase in the price of cotton through- 
out the world. By living within the 
fruit of the plant the weevil is 
well protected from any poisons that 
might be applied; it takes only 14 days 
for development from an egg to adult 
and the progeny from a single pair ina 
season may reach 184,000,000  in- 
dividuals. The probable ultimate dam- 
age, when the pest has become spread 
over the entire cotton belt, would ap- 
proximate $250,000,000 annually, pro- 
vided nothing were done to check it.

THE DALNY EXPLOSIONS 


Now Appears That Russian Ef- 
forts to Blow Up City Were 
Unsuccessful--Report of Sink- 
ing of Japanese Battleship and 
Cruiser by Striking Mines 


London, May 19.—The St. Petersburg 
torrespondent of the Paris Matin says 
that oftici: 
to the effect that the Japanese have 
occupied New Chwang. 

The Daily Telegraph's New Chwang 
under date of May 18, 


After driving out 1500 Russians 
an id destroying the railway, the Japan- 
re- ‘embarked from Kai Chau, the 
combined fleet heading southward. 
The Russians re-entered New Chwang 
with 1000 infantry and two batteries 
artillery, but all preparations are 
made for another hasty evacuation.” 

On the north of New Chwang the 
Japanese are approaching Mukden with 
the intention, it is thought, of cutting 
the railroad in the rear of the Russian 
main force, which it is assumed is re- 
tiring on Mukden. It is “officially” de- 
nied that Viceroy Alexieff is in Liao 
Yang with 20,000 troops, while Kuro- 
patkin has started for Harbin. 

Cabling under date of May 18, the 
Chefoo corre spondent of The Standard 
reports the failure of the attempts of 
the Russiays to destroy the docks and 
pie rs at Dalny. 

Another dispatch from Chefoo, dated 
May 18, says: <A fleet of junks has ar- 
rived here from Port Dalny. They re- 
port that 200 Chinese and a number of 
Russian refugees left there Tuesday 
morning. The atte mpt fo blow up the 
docks and piers at Port Dalny was not 
successful, but the iron pier at Tallen- 
wan was destroyed, Heavy firing was 
heard north of Port Dalny on Monday.

Jap Warships Reported Sunk 

Chefoo, May 19.—Russian refugees 
who arrived here today on a junk from 
Port Dalny say that the Japanese 
bombarded Port Arthtr last Monday. 
Russian officers who were on Golden 
hill declared, according to the refugees, 
that during the bombardment a Japan- 
ese battleship and a crulser struck 
mines and sank. 

The warships reported to have been 
sunk are the battleship Shikishima and 
the armored cruiser Asama. The story 
is not believed here, but the Russians 
who brought the news insist that it is 


The Shikisbima is a first-class battle- 
ship of 14,850 tons displacement, She 
is 400 feet in le ngth, 75 feet beam, with 
a draught of 27 feet and an indicated 
horse-power of 14,000. Her armor belt 
is 9 4-10 inches thick, turret armor 14.6 
inches thick and deck armor 8.5 inches. 
She carries four 12-inch guns, 14 6-inch 
guus and 20 quick-firers and has five 
torpedo tubes. Her speed is reckoned 
at 18.5 knots and she carries a comple- 
} ment of 741 men. She was built on the 
Thames in 1898. According to a recent 
list of Japanese navy officers I. Tora- 
gaki was in command of the Shikishima. 

According to the same Ist S, Yatsu- 
shiro was in command of the armored 
crulser Asama. This vessel is of 9,750 
tons displacement.

In this 
decision Joseph Chamberlain publicly 
concurred. 

The motion upon which the question 
came up was made by A. W. Black, an 
Advayeed Liberal, welcoming the min- 
isteri:t] declarations that “protective 
tuxation of food would be burdensome 
to the people und injurious to the em- 
pire.” In purpose the motion was in- 
tended to censure Mr. Chamberlain and 
the latter's amendment to it would have 
split up the Unionist party and  pos- 
sibly would heve resulted in the defeat 
of the government. 

Mr. Balfour's own amendment left a 
middle course cpen to the members of 
the Unionist party, and, allbough this 
amendment was not put, the house ac- 
complished the defeat of Black’s  in- 
direct censure on the ground thatit was

The net result of the debate, which 
crowded the house of commons to a 
greater extent than it has been this 
session, is that all parties stand as they 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and 
his immediate following practically 
saved the day by refusing to vote with 
Winston Churchill, Lord Hamilton, 
Lord Cecil and other more ardent Union- 
ist free traders against Balfour. 

In the course of the debate Cecil, in 
scathing satire, denounced the policy 
of his cousin, the premier. Mr. Cham- 
berlain interrupted him, and then a 
storm of interruptions and cries of “or- 
der” arose from the Radical and Lib- 
eral benches. Twice Chamberlain sat 
down and twice the speaker appealed to 
the members to give the former 
colonial secretary a hearing. 

At last there was comparative quiet 
and then Cecil, with much heat and 
amid a great uproar, accused Chamber- 
lain of cowardice in dodging the issue 
by refusing to meet his opponents in the 
house on the campaign which he had 
preached throughout the country. 
Michnel Hicks-Beach threw a 
bombshelt into the free food camp by 
announcing that he would not support 
Black’s motion. Then Chamberlain re- 
Iterated that he did not wish to raise 
the tiscul question in the house. He 
said he supported the government and 
would coutinue to do so. He hoped that 
the premier would take his own time 
to carry out his policy. 

Mr. Balfour said his Sheffield speech 
still represented the advice he would 
give to the country If asked tomorrow 
to frame an election address. With a 
touch of passion the premier, amidst 
loud ministerial repudiated 
Cecil’s charge of cowardice against 
Chamberlain, saying that Lord Hugh 
“was the man to be accused of lack of 
courage.”

LYNN THEATR" BURNED 


Wooden Structure Was Quickly 


Devoured by Flames 

Lynn, Mass., May 19.—The 
theatre, one of the largest places of 
amusement in the city, a» under lease 
to the Eastern Amusement company, 
was destroyed by fire shortly before the 
time for last evening’s performance. 
The building was of wood, with a front- 
age of 80 feet and a depth of 160 feet. 
Besides the costumes and properties of 
the amusement company, there were 
seven sets of scenery stored on the 
stage belonging to four stock com- 
panies. 

The fire originated from some un- 
known cause and then worked out into 
the auditorium. The entire structure 
was ablaze by the time the fire de- 
partment began work, and within an 
hour the roof had fallen in and the side 
wall had collapsed. The cashier, who 
was in the box office, had barely time 
to throw the books into the safe, snatch 
up the cash and rush out, as the fire 
was then pushing out around the as- 
bestos curtain, which was down. The 
loss is estimated at $90,000.

A FORMAL DECLARATION 


Asks Broaklyn Democrats to 
Assert Their Independence and 
Throws 


Down Gauntlet

York, May 19,—Comptroller 
as made a formal declaration of 


| war against Tammany, and asked all 
good Democrats in Brooklyn to assert 


their independence by joining Senator 
McCarren in his fight for Brooklyn's au- 
tonomy. He added that he was uot 
secking the gubernatorial nomination; 
that he was not in alliance with any pol- 
iticians to bring about his nomination, 
and that he was opposing Murphy's 
course solely in the interests of Brook- 
lyn. His declaration caused a sensa- 
tion in Tammany Hall and added great- 
ly to the bitterness of the participants 
in the Murphy-McCarren feud. 

This is the comptroller’s statement: 
“In the first place, I have had no nego- 
tiations with anybody about the nom- 
ination for governor, nor any promises, 
and am not seeking such a nomination. 
Nor have I acted under the influence of 
the probable effect of what I have done 
upon nominating or eligibility for nom- 
ination. Indeed, I must go farther 
and say that I have thought all along 
and still think that the course which I 
have taken is more likely to lead away 
from future nominations than toward 
them. 

There are some things much greater 
at stake in Brooklyn than the persanal 
interests of either McCarren or myself, 
or of any other man. Last fall when 
the Willoughby-street leaders aban- 
doned the party the rank and file chose 
McCarren to the post, and today there 
would be no opposition to him worthy 
of the name if it were not instigated 
by Murphy and nurtured and sustained 
by removals and threats of removals 
and promises of appointments. 

“I have no hostility to Murphy in his 
own jurisdiction, but when he thus in- 
vades Brooklyn and seeks to subject 
it, to: make it a mere Roman province, a 
Phillipine islands territory or a Persian 
sutrapy, When of right it should be free 
and independent, I deem it the duty of 
every Brooklyn Democrat to resist him, 
at whatever cost to his own personal 
interest. 

“Not alone is this reduction of Brook- 
lyn sought, but the integrity of its 
support of Judge Parker at St. Louis 
is aimed at. If any new leader can be 
evolved out of the discordant and inbar- 
monious opposition to McCarren and 
can step into his shoes, he will do so 
only by aid of Murphy and Murpby’s 
patronage. His tenure of office will de- 
pend upon the will of his creator. His 
aid at St. Louis will thus be com- 
manded by Murphy, and he will be put 
into opposition to Parker. Brooklyn 
cannot permit this. It is immaterial to 
me, therefore, if my course be hurtful 
to myself or not. I have no right to sit 
by quietly and acquiesce in such a reyo- 
lution as Murphy proposes, 

“The public need not fear, however, 
that I will abuse my office or the pub- 
lic trust committed to me. There will 
be no fear of that. I very much mis- 
apprehend the spirit of Democracy in 
Brooklyn if it be willing to accept any 
more promises or assurances of au- 
tonomy and independence when it sees 
how easily those given last fall have 
been broken this spring and when it 
now has it within its power to assert 
its independence as a right instead of 
accepting it at apy man’s hands asa 
favor.” 

lowa Stand Patters Victorious 

Des Moines, May 19.—lowa’s long 
fight between “stand pat” Republicans 
and liberals upon the issue of tariff re- 
vision and reciprocity ended in com- 
plete victory for the former In the state 
convention for selecting delegates to 
the national convention. Of 26 dele- 
gates chosen, 20 are “stand patters” 
and only six are liberals, The resolu- 
tions adopted contain no sentiment 
whatever in favor of tariff revision, but 
declare that protective principles 
“found its high fultilment in the Ding- 
ley law.” As to reciprocity the plat- 
form declares that it is “unwise to seek 
markets abroad by sacrificing some 
parts of the markets at home.” 

Anti-Primary Reform Won 

Grand Rapids, Mich., May 19.—The 
only contest in the state Republican con- 
vention held here developed on the ques- 
tion of primary reform, involving the 
nomination of candidates for office by 
direct vote of the people. The anti- 
primary reform element scored a de- 
eisive victory. Fourteen presidential 
electors were chosen. The platform en- 
dorses the administration of President 
Roosevelt.

OUR BLIND SPOT. 


A Portion of Every Eye Is Absolutely 
Insensible to Light. 

On the back of the eyeball is a pecul- 
far expansion of the fibers of the optic 
nerve which is called the retina. Evy- 
ery part of this is not equally sensitive 
to the action ef light. A small portion, 
where the organization is most perfect, 
is called from its color the yellow spot. 
This is only one six-thousandth of 
an inch in diameter, yet it produces 
the most perfect sensation of vision. 
A little nearer to the nose is another 
spot, which, though full of fibers of the 
optie nerve, is absolutely insensible to 
light and Is therefore called the “blind” 
spot. This can be easily proved by 
putting two big dots three inches apart 
on a piece of paper, closing the right 
eye and looking at the left hand dot 
and moving the paper toward you till 
the left hand dot disappears. 

Helmholtz in his lecture tells us that 
“this blind spot is so large that it might 
prevent our seeing eleven moons if 
placed side by side, or a man's face at 
a distance of only six or seven feet,” 
and that “Mariotte, who discovered 
the phenomenon, amused Charles II. 
and his court by showing them how 
they might see each other with their 
heads cut.off.”

In the case before the court, which 
was that of the Commonwealth against 
Simon Alexander, the defendant, rep- 
resenting a religious corporation in Re 
vere, was engaged as one of a committee 
in giving a vaudeville entertainment on 
Sunday, Aug. 9, 1903. He claimed ex- 
emption from prosecution under the 
Sunday entertainment law by virtue of 
the exception in the statute which ex- 
pressly excludes from the application 
of the statute “an entertainment given 
be a religions or charitable society, 
the proceeds of which, if any, are to be 
devoted exclusively to a charitable or 
religious purpose.” 

It was the contention of the common- 
wealth that the word “proceeds” in the 
statute meant not net profits, but tite 
entire proceeds of the eutertainment. 
The defendant was convicted in the su- 
perior court and appealed. ‘The full 
bench of the supreme court now sets the 
verdict aside and holds that it is the net 
proceeds that should be givenn to relig- 
ious or charitable purposes and not the 
entire proceeds. 


Made It Known That Our War- 
ships Would Penetrate Inland 
Waters and Protect Lives and 


Property of Foreigners 


Washington, May 20.—China has 
been informed that the Washsington 
government claims the right to dis- 
patch warships not only to those Chi- 
nese ports declared by treaty to be 
open to the word, but also upon the 
inland waters of China “wherever 
Americans may be and where, by 
treaty with China, they are authorized 
to engage in business or reside for the 
purpose of spreading the gospel.” 

That the official details on this sub- 
ject may be known the state depart- 
ment has decided to publish the corre- 
spondence between Mr. Conger, the 
American minister at Pekin, and Rear 
Admiral Evans, former commander-in- 
chief of the Asiatic station, which fol- 
lowed a protest of the Chinese govern- 
ment against the visit of the gunboat 
Villalabos last summer in the Yang Tse 
valley, whither she was ordered by 
Admiral Evans to gather such informa- 
tion about the Americans residing there 
as would be of assistance in rendering 
them prompt assistance in case of an 
expected native outbreak aguinst for- 
eigners. 

The taotai of Kiukiang protested to 
the American consul at Hankow 
against the visit of the Villalabos to 
Nan Chang, on the ground that “bad 
men” inhabited that section, and he de- 
clared that the viceroy had informed 
all the foreign consuls at Shanghai to 
instruct their captains not to visit 
Poyang lake except on most important 
business.

“You will, if occasion offers, inform 
the taotai who wrote the letter pro- 
testing to the consul general against 
your yessel that his objections will not 
receive your consideration and that if 
he thinks the people of the Poyang 
district are ‘bad men’ that such a rea- 
son is greater cause for more frequent 
visits and more careful inspections of 
our interests by our armed yessels and 
that these visits will be continued in 
the future as in the past. You are also 
authorized to inform the taotai, should 
and any other Chinese 
Oflicials who may raise objections of 
this character, that our gunboats are 
always amply provided for dealing with 
‘bad men’ and that should there be any 
indication to pay other than proper re- 
spect to American life and property on 
the part of these men, that they will 
be dealt with immediately and that the 
gunboats will without further instruc- 
and lasting

At 
the close of the present fiscal year 
there will be over 25,000 vural routes 
in operation, bringing a daily mail ser- 
vice to more than 12,500,000 people.

MOROCCO BLAMED 


Kidnapping Near Tangier Sim- 


ilar to Ellen Stone Case 


AN AMERICAN THE VICTIM 


Bandit’s Demand For Large 


Ransom WillProbably Be Com- 
plied With by Sultan, Who 


Will Try to Recover Sum 


Washington, May 20.—The state de- 
partment has received a cablegram 
from United States Consul Gummere, 
dated Tangier, May 19, saying: 

“Mr. Perdicaris, a prominent Amer- 
ican citizen, long a resident of Tangier 
and rich and well known, and bis ste p- 
Mr. Varley, a Sritish subject, 
were carried of last night from their 


s0n, 


gier by a large band of native brigands 
headed by Raisuly, the bandit who car- 
ried off Mr. Harris last year. ‘The 
Perdicaris house was broken into about 
8:30 last evening while the family were 
in the drawing room and the two men 
were carried away. Mr. Gummere and 
the British minister are acting with 
energy in the matter. ‘They bave sent 
a special carrier to the court to in- 
form the sultan’s deputy to comply with 
all requests they muke in this mat- 
ter and to insist that the terms de- 
manded by Raisuly shall be granted in 
order to obtain the release of the cap- 
tives.” 

Except for the difference of sex the 
incident reported by Gummere com- 
pares in some respects with the case 
of Miss Ellen Stone, who was _ kid- 
napped by Bulgarian bandits some time 
ago. The demand made upon the sul- 
sultan by Gummere that he pay the 
ransom demanded in this last case is 
said to be in accordance with Oriental 
customs. Payment is necessary prob- 
ably to save the lives of the captives, | 
and it is not doubted that the sultan 
will find some means afterward to cap- 
ture the brigands and recover the sum 
paid over. 

Orders have been sent to Rear Ad- 
miral Chadwick, which he will receive 


when his command, the south Atlantic | 


squadron, reaches Teneriffe, Canary 
islands, directing him as soon as he ar- 
rives there to coa! one of his ships and 
send it to Tangier. He has the Brook- 
lyn and Atlanta and two gunboats, 


either one of the former being available ! 


for the service. 


Due to Neglect In Harris Case 

Tangier, May 20.—Mr. 
and his stepson, who were carried off 
by Raisuli and his followers, will ' 
doubtless be held fer a heavy ransom. 
Perdicaris is of Greek origin, but is a 
naturalized citizen of the United States. 
He married an English woman, whose 
son is his companion in captivity. For- 
eiguers are much excited by this bold 
raid so near Tangier and attribute it to } 
the supineness of the government in 
failing to punish the bandits who last } 
year captured Walter B. Harris and 
the failure to deal with general law- 
lessness in the district. 

Walter B. Harris, the London Times’ 
Moroccan correspondent, was led into 
ambush and captured in June of last 
year by members of the Darromana 
tribe, who banded him over to Raisuli. 
He was uninjured and was released 
after having been held in captivity three 
weeks in exchange for 16 native pris- 
oners. 

Raisuli, who is already more than 20 
hours’ march from Tangier with his 
prisoners, has announced that he will 
impose further conditions for their re- 
lease. Perdicaris, who is 70 years of 
age, is in ill-health. 


A Reign of Terror

ceived from Perdicaris and Varley is 
to the effect that they were kept 
traveling throughout the entire night 
of their capture to the mountains.

St. Johns, May 20.—Steamer Hi- 
bernian, which went ashore during a 
dense fog at Stormy Point, a shoal near 
Cod Roy, at the entrance to the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, is pounding ‘heavily 
on the rocks. High seas ate sweeping 
over the vessel, making salvage opera- 
tions impossible. 


Gloucester Schooner Disabled 

Halifax, May 20.—Steamer F. W. 
Roebling, towing a St: ndard Oi! barge, 
collided with the Gloucester fishing 
schooner Golden Rod and carried away 
the bowsprit and all the headgear of 
the schooner.

ANT PECULIARITIES. 


Fach Species Has a Distinct Odor 
Discernible by Other Ants. 
Each ant species appears to have its 
distinctive oder, discernible by other 
ants. Within each species there are 
zlso Cifferenees of odor dependent on 


the age of the colony and the age of 


the queen from whose egg its Inmates 
are produced. The ant’s organs of 
smell are its antennae, and the anten- 
nae consist, as it were, of a series of 
noses, each of which has a special task. 
One nose tells the ant whether it is in 
is own nest or that of an enemy. An- 
other nose discriminates between odors 
of ants of the same species, but of dif- 
ferent colonies. The third serves the 
purpose of discerning the scent laid 
down by the ant’s own feet, so that it 
may retrace its steps along its own 
path. Another the ant 
larvae and pupae, and the fifth nose 
detects the presence of an enemy. 
Thus if an ant be left with only the 
four noses it will live peaceably with 
alien ants, but while it has its fifth 
nose it will fight the alien to the death. 
If ants make one another's acquaint- 
ance before they are twelve hours old 
they will thereafter live amicably to- 
gether, though of different species or 
subfamilies. But in three days after 
hatching their criterion of correct ant 
odor is established, and they refuse to 
affiliate with ants whose odor is not 
in accord with their standard.

Galata. There are also numerous fer- 
ry lines that make access to the vari- 
ous sections of the city comparatively 
easy. Pera, the hill section of Galata, 
is the European quarter, where are 
found the embassies, the principal ho- 

tels, clubs, theaters and gardens. 

In tow of a good guide we saw the 
most important mosques, of which 
there are a great many in the city; the 
tombs of the sultans, the treasury, the 
museums, the bazaars und one or more 
of the sultan’s palaces on the 
aorus. A number of the mosques 
were onee Christian churches, notably 
St. Sophia, which was built by Con- 
stantine and cost no one knows how 
many millions of dollars, because of 
the rare marble, mosaics, tiles, etc., of 
which it is made up. 

Probably the places most of interest 
to Sunday school delegates were the 
American School For Girls in Scutari 
and Robert college for boys in Gala- 
ta. Both are Congregational institu- 
tions, though Robert college is work- 
ing independently now. They are do- 
ing splendid work, and their influence 
ig widespread, graduates going out 
into all walks of life, rarely leaving 
either institution without becoming 
Christians. In the school for girls the 
enrollment this year is 130, made up 
of thirteen distinct nationalities. 

At Smyrna, our next stopping place, 
is another college under the American 
board. It is the International college, 
of which Rey. Alexander McLachlan 
is president. Arriving at Smyrna, we 
attended exercises at this college in a 
body, as we had done at the others, 
and were enthusiastically received by 
the students. From Smyrna we took 
special trains for the site of ancient 
Ephesus, where Paul spent two profit- 
able years of bis ministry. The ruins 
of the great theater and other build- 
ings in which we have record of his 
presence were visited by the delegates. 
In the theater, where Demetrius, the 
Bilversmith, started a riot against Paul, 
the Sunday school delegates held a 
meeting.

If the arrow is already pointing any- 
where near that direction it will turn 
until it points to the rubbed place and 
then stop. If, however, it happens to 
be pointing in nearly the opposite di- 
rection you will have to first rub near 
the point of the arrow. As it turns to- 
ward the rubbed spot move your hand 
a little distance and rub again. In this 
Way you may coax the arrow around 
until you get it where you want it. 

Indeed, you can make it rotate all the 
way round in either direction as long 
as you please by continuing to rub and 
keeping your hand always just ahead 
of the point of the arrow. It is not nec- 
essary to rub very hard or all the time. 

The difficult part of this trick is bal- 
ancing the arrow on the needle. The 
sort of arrow shown in the picture is 
the easiest to balance.

{Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Szct. 3.—‘In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Secor. 4.—“ Every person before sclling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an

Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding tweaty 
dollars.

Story Lacks Confirmation 

London, May 24.—The rumor that a 
Japanese land attack on Port Arthur 
has been repulsed with heavy loss, may 
well enough be true, though it is at 
present wholly uncontirmed. If such 
an assault took place it was almost cer- 
tainly on the outer Russian works, 
which on the north side of Port Arthur 
are some miles distant from the town. 
When the Chinese defended Port Ar- 
thur in 1804 they made the fatal mis- 
tuke of leaving unfortified the outer 
range of hills about the town. These 
were promptly seized by the Japanese, 
and furnished gun positions which com- 
munded the town. The Russians pretty 
surely have not repeated the blunder of 
the Chinese. 

The tirst fight, therefore, will be for 
the possession of the outer range of 
hills. The Japanese once in position on 
these, the tenability of the town would 
be greatly not wholly 
terminated, and a suecessful assault 
by the garrison would be the only way 
to suve the town.

He is a great organizer and built seven 
immense granaries, which are strongly 
garrisoned, TYoulisan ordered the in- 
habitants to bring in their surplus 
grain, forbidding them to sell it to the 
Russians and ordering them to reserve 
the grain for the Chinese armies which 
are coming from the northwest. 

Hundreds of disguised soldiers are 
coming up the river, styling thémselves 
working men. ‘They remain idle and are 
well fed, while the Russians are unable 
to get food. The Chinese officials are 
obsequious to Toulisan, who 
the taxes of the district. Swarms of 
disguised Chinese soldiers are in the 
vicinity of Liao Yang and Chinese 
troops are guarding the railway. 

The Russians are having the great- 
est difficulty in pacifying the inhab- 
itants, who apparently are anxious io 
rise against them. Toulisan, General 
Ma and Viceroy Yuan Shi Kai are 
partisans of the Ming dynasty and are 
openly planning a revolution with the 
aid of the Japanese, who cleverly take 
advantage of the quarrels between the 
partisans of the Taising and Ming 
dynasties. The former is championed 
by the bannermen, or privileged classes 
of Mongolia, who hate the Chinese. 
The latter are headed by Yuan Shi Kai 
and the whole Chinese nation. The 
provinces and cities where the Chinese 
element predominates are invariably 
pro-Japanese The Russian sympa- 
thizers are only to be found among the 
bannermen Mongols. 

General Kuropatkin reports that two 
divisions of the Japanese army are ap- 
parently at Fung Wang Chang, which 
is being fortified.

Railroad “Derail Switch” Proves 
Usefulness as a Life Saver 
Bridgeport, Conn., May 24.—The suc- 
cessful working of a “derail 
just east of a new drawbridge on the big 
yiaduct in this city last night probably 
saved the lives of many passengers on 
a train. The bridge was up at the 
time, allowing a tugboat to do down the 
river, and Engineer Lyons of the pas- 
senger train disregarded the signal to 
stop. In a moment his engine, tender 
and baggage car were bounding over 
the ties, the train stopping not many 
yards from the bridge. But for the 
switch the train would have plunged 
into the river, as it was going ata fast 
pace when thrown off the tracks. 
Passengers were shaken up and the 
women and children screamed, but 
when the train came to a stop it was 
found that no one was hurt. Over 200 


passengers were on the train. The en- 
gine, tender and baggage car were 


wrecked and traffic on the west-bound 
track was blocked.

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OIL PIPE LINES, 


Ingenious Device by Which the Long 
Tubes Are Cleaned, 

The long pipes that carry crude pe- 
troleum from the oil wells to the re- 
fineries many miles distant are clean- 
ed by an ingenious device. A writer 
in the Omaha Daily Bee describes it: 

As the oil flows through these un- 
derground conduits some of the par- 
affin in the fluid incrusts the sides of 
the pipes and proves a serious hin- 
drance to the free passage of the cur- 
rent of oil. 

The device that is used to remedy 
this evil is a knife about two feet in 
length, with a sharp edge, constructed 
like the thread of a screw; indeed, the 
knife resembles a huge headless screw. 
It is, of course, slightly smaller than 
the pipe through which it is to pass. 

When the thickness of the crust of 
paratiin renders a cleansing necessary 
this instrument is inserted in the pipe 
at the oll fields. The pressure of the 
stream of oll drives it forward, revoly- 
ing rapidly as it hurries along and 
scraping the channel clean. 

It turns and twists and cleanses in 
this manner throughout its whole 
journey and finally drops from the 
pipe in the midst of the vast stream 
of petroleum that empties into the re- 
celving tanks. Its edges are duller 
than when it set out on its journey, 
but otherwise it is in perfect condition. 
It is at once shipped back to the oil 
wells, where it is sharpened and laid 
away until its services are again 
needed.

Report on World Fair Rooms. 


St. Louis, May 283—Mr. George W. 


McBride, 


out an interview today 
stated that very erroneous reports have 


in St. Louis. Mr. McBride has traveled 
widely and speaks from long experience. 

‘*T have spent several days inspecting 
rooms offered for rent,’’ said Com- 
missioner McBride, ‘‘ learning prices 
asked for rooms and board in private 
dwellings and in boarding-houses of 
good class, 
friends who are coming to the Fair, 
and I find that the rates charged in the 
residential district are very reasonable. 
In my opivion they are not above the 
rates for like accommodations in 
large cities. 

‘*T have been surprised to learn how 
many private families are offering 
rooms to World’s Fair visitors, and also 
surprised at the number of small lodg- 
ing and boarding houses aloog the car 
lines running to the Fair, that offer 
rooms and board at reasonable rates, I 
doubt if tpere is another city fof the 
size of St. Louis in the United States 
that has so many pretty homes in its 
residence district, and I find that a 
very large proportion of these houses 
are offering rooms to World’s Fair 
guests. 

‘‘Fair visitors who wish to see the 
exposition at moderate expense can find 
good, clean, comfortable rooms and 
good board at reasonable rates by going 
into the residence district, where more 
than half the houses offered such 
accommodations. 

‘*‘T am as much gratified, too, at the 
excellent street car service to and from 
the Fair, which was fully tested on the 
opening day and proved equal to the 
task. I was one of those who, a year 
ago, feared that the street car service 
would not be sutlicient for the grounds | ——————— 
at the Fair, but after seeing the way 
in which the railroads handled the 
immense crowds on opening day I am 
convinced that there is nothing more 
required in the way of transit service 
to and from the Fair.’’ 

Mr. McBride’s discoveries in this 
line are identical with those of many 
other persons who have sought for 
similar accommodations. There are 
thousands of boarding-honses and 
private dwellings, of convenient access 
to the Fair, which offer accommoda- 
tions at very reasonable rates. 

St. Louis has about 500 restaurants, 
Substantial meals can be enjoyed at 
these eating-places at rates running 
from fifteen cents up. For a quarter of 
a dollar one may get a square meal at 
scores of restaurants. There are many 
high-class cafes where the service is a 
la carte or table d’hote, with prices not 
above the reach of persons in moderate 
circumstances. 

As to rooms, the experience of a 
writer for the General Press Bureau of 
the World’s Fair may be taken as in- 
dicating the situation. This attache 
placed a small advertisement in a local 
newspaper for a room, He received 
forty-four responses the first day, being 
offered excellent rooms as iow as $2 per 
week, and large rooms with bath and 
all modern conveniences at $5 per week. 

There are many hotels where clean 
and comfortable rooms may be had at 
$1 per day, which isa low rate for a 
city the size of St. Louis at any time. 
Stories of exorbitant charges should be 
discountenanced by prospective World’s 
Fair visitors. 


Houghs Neck Electrics.

Notice of Milk Inspector. 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


3.—*In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shali pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.””

PEACE FOR A YEAR 


New York Teamsters’ Action 
Will Hurt Freight Handlers 
New York, May 25. a 

Curran, president of the International 


Lawrence 


Freight Handlers’ union, sent out tele- 


grams late yesterday afternoon to rep-

Brotherhood of Teamsters was being 
held here at which, after a session last- 
ing over five hours, an agreement was 


signed abolishing strikes and lockouts 
| for a period of one year. It is under- 
| stood that the employers agreed to the 
j union scale of wages, the matter of 
overtime being left for arbitration by 
the Civie Federation. 

The agreement affects over 26,000 
drivers in New York city and the fact 


that they have decided not to join with 
the freight handlers will deprive the 
latter of material assistance. Presi- 
dent Curran of the freight handlers 
would not express any opinion regard- 
ing the action of the teamsters in 
agreeing not to strike for a year. 


To Remain at Work In Boston 

Boston, May 25.—It is confidently 
stated that the local houses of the New 
Haven railroad will not be affected by 
the order for a general strike of freight 
handlers, issued by President Curran. 
The men employed by the company in 
this city are not affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, but are 
members of the Knights of Labor and 
do not recognize the authority of the 
former organization. Oflicials of the 
local union declare that they have no 
present intention of going out. 


Church Union Favored 


Washington, May 25.—With = en- 
thusiastic approval, the Methodist 
Protestant conference received the 


proposition for church union embrac- 
ing their denomination, the Congrega- 
tionalists and the United Brethren. A 
committee of 15 delegates was ap- 
pointed to take the matter under im- 
mediate consideration that decisive ac- 
tion may be had before the end of the 
conference. 


Harvard to Lose Old Professor 

Cambridge, Mass., May 25.—Profes- 
sor A. S. Hill, one of Harvard's oldest 
professors and an English authority of 
international reputation, has tendered 
his resignation as a member of the Har- 
vard faculty, to take effect Sept. 1, 
1904. This is in accordance with a 
custom among the Harvard faculty of 
resigning at the age of 70. Profes- 
sor Hill was graduated from Harvard 
in 1853. 

Quay Has Chance of Recovery 

Beaver, Pa., May 25.—Dr. Max Ein- 
horn, a stomach specialist, arrived from 
New York and went into a consulta- 
tion with Senator Quay’s family physi 
cian. They agreed that Quay is suf- 
fering from chronic gastritis and that 
there are no complications. The fam- 
ily physician says: “Senator Quay 
may get well. There is no reason yet 
for giving up hope.” 


Jockey Minder’s Misfortune 

Louisville, May 25.—Jockey Minder, 
who was thrown and injured ina race 
at Churchill Downs May 10, has re- 
covered so far as his bodily injuries are 
concerned, but his memory is com- 
pletely gone. His mental faculties are 
now those of a child. He is kept quiet 
by the use of playthings and has to be 
bribed with 5-cent pieces in order to be 
given medicine. 


Colombia Feels Sore 

Washington, May 25.—The state de- 
partment has learned that the Colom- 
bian government would rather not re- 
ceive Mr. Russell as minister. It is 
stated that there is nothing personal 
to Russell in this attitude by the Co- 
lombians, but is simply an illustration 
of the resentment felt by Colombia 
toward the United States.

Prominent in Debate on 
Brockton Registry Bill. 


Was 


The speech of Senator Brackett of 


this district in the Senate last week on 
the Brockton regisiry bill has received 
much favorable comment. The 
not only secured a reconsideration of 
the bill after it had been passed, but} 
converted the Senate to his way of 


thinking. He said in part: 
Mr. President: I move that this 


whole matter be referred to the 
general court. My reasons for asking 
to hear this matter referred to 
general court are these: 

Mr. President, the fundamental prin- 
ciples underlying all legislation should 
be favoritism to none but justice to 


all. Adhering to tbat principle we 
should give careful attention to the 


merits of all bills which are 
to us for our consideration. 

This matter which is before us today, 
senate bill 77, was referred to the com- 
mittee upon counties, of which I have 
the honor to be its chairman, together 
with the senate bill 98.. Both these 
bills were considered in the committee 
jointly. Senate bill 77, which 
before us asking for a registry of deeds 
at Plymouth, and senate bill 9S asking 
that the registry of deeds building 
removed to the city of Brockton. 

At the numerous hearings which 
were held upon both these petitions the 
committee of counties endeavored to 
deal fairly with both parties. At the 
hearings of which there were three, the 
chairman asked those in favor of having 
the registry of deeds building remain 
at Plymouth to be recorded, and there 
were 18 in its favor; he also asked that 
the people the registry of 
deeds removed Brockton to be re- 
corded, and there were 18 in number, 
so, Mr. President, it is readily to be 
seen that the matter was about equally |s 
divided. 

The committee visited Plymouth as 
well Breckton, and in executive 
session of the 11 members, 10 being 
present, it was unanimously _voted to 
allow the registry of deeds building to 
remain at Plymouth, and that a branch 
registry should be accorded Brockton.

The ndard, in an editorial, says It 
publishes this correspondent’s  state- 
ments under all reserve, but it thinks 
there are many indications, such for in- 
stance, as the sinking of the battleship 
Orel, that the normal disaffection of 
the population of Russia has been 
greatly stimulated by the war. 

A resumption of Japanese activity is 
indicated in the latest dispatches. Ku- 
roki Las udvanced several columns 
westward, but retains his main army in 
the vicinity of Fung Wang Chang. One 
column appears to be advancing along 
the road teward Hai Cheng while the 
destinations of the other columns are 
not even guessed at. Japanese scouts 
in small force also have been seen 
northeast of Mukden, 

Kuropatkin undoubtedly is closely 
witching these operations on the north- 
east. lie cunnot afford to allow the 
enemy to gather in force there. The 
position which the Russians have been 
compelled to take because of their 
Initial lack of forces Is altogether un- 
fortunate. As the situation now pre- 
itself the Russian front is 
parallel to their line of retreat and com- 
munications. Should the Japanese suc- 
ceed in penetrating this frontin suf- 
ficient force, all of the Russian forces 
to the south of the point of penetration 
would be in danger of annihilation. 
Should the Russian left wing which 
rests on Mukden be assailed by an over- 
whelming force there would be nothing 
for Kuropatkin to do but to effect a 
hasty retreat toward Harbin. The sit- 
uation hinges on the strength of the 
l.ussian army in the immediate fleld 
of operations. 

Rumors of stiff fighting on the Liao 
Tung peninsula continue, but there is 
nothing tangible to support them be- 
yond the general proposition that as the 
opposing forces are close together in the 
vielnity of Kin Chow it is more than 
likely that there is skirmishing dally.

NEW HAVEN’S SLUGGER 


hird Assault Upon Women 
Within a Few Weeks 
New Haven, May  26.—Another 


! brutal assault, similar to the two pre- 


vious ones that have created a great 
stir in this city, took place last night, 
in which an unknown young woman 
was attacked in a dark street by a man 
supposed to be a negro. The assault 
was committed not many blocks from 
the places where the daughter of Pro- 
fessor Richards of Yale, and Augusta 
Peterson, the domestic, were attacked. 

In the assault last night almost ex- 
actly the same methods were employed 
by the assailant as marked the other 
two cases, the man grabbing the woman 
from behind, putting his hands over 
her mouth gnd throwing her to the 
ground. Her shrill outcries were 
heard for blocks around and the man, 
becoming frightened, left the young 
woman on the ground, her clothes torn 
and face scratched. 

The outcries of the woman at- 
tracted hundreds of Yale men, who 
Joined in the hunt for the culprit, but 
without success. There was consider- 
able excitement about the case and had 
the man been found the anger that had 
been aroused over the other assaults 
would doubtless have gone the limit in 
handling him. 

The daughter of Professor Richards 
was assaulted last Thursday night and 
the assault on the Peterson girl took 
place about three weeks ago. Both 
young women were badly injured. 

Thomas H, Stewart, a negro, was ar- 
rested late last night as a suspect and 
is held on the charge of drunkenness. 
His description tallies with that given 
by the victims of the three assaults.

The bill provides that “no per- 
son and no agent or officer of a person 
or corporation shall employ a woman 
or minor in any capacity for the purpose 
of manufacturing between 10 o'clock 
at night and 6 o'clock in the morning.

Randolph, Vt., May 26.—Maude 
Hatch, who disappeared from her home 
here several days ago, while appar- 
ently suffering from temporary de- 
rangement, jvas found by Willis How- 
ard on his farm two miles from the vil- 
lage.

Providence, May 26.—A voluntary 
raise in wages amounting to 2% cents 
an hour has been given the conductors 
and motormen of the Woonsocket and 
Columbian and the Milford, Attleboro 
and Woonsocket street railways em- 
ployed for three consecutive years. An 
increase from 18 to 20 cents was re- 
cently made on both systems. 


Nashua Bank Reopens Doors

Low Belling. 

What used to be known as “low bell- 
ing” was formerly a common sport in 
England and an effective method of 
capturing all sorts of birds which roost 
on the ground, from larks to partridges. 
Boys still sometimes amuse themselves 
with it in the rural districts of Eng- 
land, and the peasants of Spain and 
the south of Europe make a business 
of it. The only necessary apparatus is 
a large bell, like a cowbell or a dinner 
bell, and a lantern with a reflector to 
east a bright ray of light on the ground, 
The fowler turns out on dark nights 
and walks the fields ringing the bell 
steadily and searching the ground in 


front with the lantern. The noise or 
the Nght, or the two combined, have 


such an effeet in dazzling or terrifying 
the birds that they may be picked up 
in the hand. 


Our First Iron Casting. 

What is believed to be the first iron 
casting made in the territory now in- 
cluded in the United States is pre- 
served in Lynn, Mass. Its history is 
avell authenticated. It is a cooking 
pot weighing a little over two pounds. 
It was made about 1642 near Lynn, 
where a small blast furnace was built 
that year. This furnace used charcoal 
for fuel, with bog ore found in the 
meadow along the Saugus river and 
oyster shells as flux. The furnace was 
operated until 1688S, with some inter- 
missions.—Scientific American.

ment, a verdict of not guilty was re- 
turned. General Tyner, expecting a 
much longer wait, had been wheeled 
from the room and his nephew and co- 
defendant hastened to give an order 
which caused him to return. 

General Tyner appeared greatly ex- 
cited as he attempted to face the jury 
and when the verdict was returned he 
broke down completely. Several of 
the jurors wept with him and all of 
them shook hands with him. 

The Tyner-Barret case was begun 
May 2 and has been before the court 
19 full days. A great mass of testimony 
Was Offered. The prosecution brought 
forward an army of witnesses, a ma- 
jority of whom were former ofticers of 
bond investment companies, through 
which Harrison J. Barrett, the junior 
defendant, was alleged to have protited 
after he left the postoflice depart- 
ment by practicing before his uncle, 
who remained in the department. 

The principal arguments made at 
the close were by A. S. Worthington, 
for the defense, and Holmes Conrad, 
special counsel for the government for 
the prosecution. The latter directed 
his efforts almost entirely to an at- 
tempt to counteract any influence on the 
verdict which might result from sympa- 
thy for Tyner. He told the jury that 
they had no right to entertain sympa- 
thy for Tyner or the young wife of Bur- 
rett, who was a witness in the de- 
fendant’s behalf. 

Judge Pritchard’s charge to the jury 
was long. Among other things he told 
the jury that it bad had an opportunity 
to observe the conduct of all the wit- 
hesses and could take into considera- 
tion any interest they may have bad 
in giving their testimony. He called 
like attention to the testimony of the 
defendants and the weight that should 
be attached to their statements. The 
court said in conclusion that the jury 
might find the defendants guilty as to 
each count charged in the indictment, 
or acquit them as to one count and 
find them guilty as to the other, or re- 
turn a verdict of not guilty on both 
counts.

Two Hundred Houses Burned 

Jackson, Miss., May 26.—All the 
business houses of any importance, a 
large number of private residences, the 
principal hotel and the passenger de- 
pot in Yazoo City, a town of 6000 
people, were destroyed by fire, 200 
houses being consumed. The fire was 
three blocks wide and 12 blocks long. 
Wooden water mains were wholly in- 
adequate to meet the demand. Pipes 
burst ali over the city and it was im- 
possible to get the water even to the 
first floors of buildings. 


Alabamans Favor Parker 

Montgomery, Ala., May 26.—The 
Democratic state convention dispatched 
its work in a few hours. While no in- 
structions were given, the resolutions 
adopted recited that Alton B. Parker 
is the most available and acceptable 
candidate for the nomination for the 
presidency and that the sentiment of 
the convention is for his nomination. 
The unit rule was put in force and an 
overwhelming majority of the delegates 
elected favor the nomination of Parker. 


No Receiver For Steel Works 

Boston, May 26.—A bill in equity re- 
cently brought In the superior court 
against the United States Steel com- 
pany of Everett, seeking the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, has been dismissed, 
an agreement having been reached. 
The bill was brought ifn the interests 
of certain minority stockholders who 
alleged mismanagement on the part of 
the company. 


Suspected of Killing Wife 
Berwick, N. S., May 26.—The home of 
the Robinson family on the North 
mountains was destroyed by fire and 
the body of Mrs. Robinson was found 
in the ruins. It is believed that Mrs. 
Robinson was murdered and that the 
building was fired to conceal fhe crime. 
Her husband has been jailed to await 

the finding of the coroner's jury. 


Ten Miners Perished 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May ~Ten 
miners were suffocated by gas and 
sulphur fumes from a small locomotive 
in the workings of the Summit Branch 
Coal company at Williamstown. The 
accident was one of the most pecullar 
in the history of the anthracite mines, 
and no reason for it can be assigned by 
the officials.

San Jose, Cal., May 26.—The fruit 
growers of the Santa Clara valley suf- 
fered an almost incalculable loss from 
a high wind that at times blew almost 
a hurricane.

000,000 pounds of prunes are on the 
ground.

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Legislature Against Paying for Maintenance of 
the Quincy Point Bridge. 


Good Fight Made by the Representatives of Quincy, 
Weymouth, Braintree and Hingham. 


In the House on Wednesday Repre- | 
sentative Freeeman of Quincy moved to 
amend the bill to give the State High- 
way commission custody of the bridge} 
over Weymouth Fore river between 
Weymouth and Quincy by limiting the 
term of the state support to 20 years. 

Mr. Ward of Rockland said that five} 
members of his committee on Ways and 
Means had reserved their right to dis- 
sent. He opposed the bill because it 
would saddle on the State the expense 


of a local improvement. It was a 
dangerous precedent to establish. He 
appealed to the members to be true to 


their oath to protect the interests of 
the State. 

Mr. Robbins of Hingham, in charge 
of the bill, agreed with Mr. Ward on 
the principle that localities should 
bear local expenses, but this is a special 
case, for the benefit is scattered wide- 
ly. Much of the travel gues to the} 
state reservation at Hull. Street cars| 
use the bridge largely, and 4,000 bicycles 
have been counted ina day, going to} 
the Nantasket reservation. This bridge} 
was built to benefit the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Company, now build- | 
ing battleships for the United States. 

Tbe New York Shipbuilding Com-| 
pany and the Cramps in Philadelphia 
are in financial difficulty, and the state 
or nation should do something to bene- 
fit these great shipbuilding companies. 
This company is a benefit to the state 
and the state ought to help it. He a 
greed to the limitation of 20 years pro- 
posed by Mr. Freeman. 

Mr. Pierce of Milton sketched the 
history of the bridge and the substitu- 
tion for the little old bridge of the new 
one costing $100,000. The cost of con- 
struction and maintenance is to be ap- 
portioned by a commission among the 
municipalities and counties benefited. 
If this bill becomes a law, his town} 
would be relieved, but for all that, he 
felt that he ought to oppose the bill. 
Recent figures show that two-thirds of 
the travel over the bridge comes from 
Quincy and Weymouth and the re- 
mainder from outside places. The bill 
seems to stand on the same bases as the 
Newburyport bridge which isa part of 
a State highway, but must be paid for 
by municipalities in the neighborhood. 

Mr. Good of Boston argued that the 
state ought to support all bridges on 
state highways, if it supports this one. 

Mr. Barnes of Weymouth, for the 
bill, said that state already supports 
nearly all the highway from Boston to 
Nantasket beach. The state gave $25- 
000 to the Newburyport bridge, and it 
ought to support this one. People who 
use the bridge should pay for it, and the 
character of the travel has largely 
changed. People say that in summer 
nine-tenths of the travel is by people 
outside of Quincy and Weymouth, 

Mr. Flannagan of Boston, of the com- 
mittee on roads and bridges which re- 
ported against the bill, said that the 
bridge was built to accommodate the 
Fore River Ship & Engine company, 
which would not have come there had 
not the localities agreed to build this 
bridge. He hoped the bill would be 
killed. 

Mr. Andrews of Holyoke, against the 
bill, said that if it should be passed 
many other similar bridges should be 
supported by the State. 

Mr. Leonard of Boston saw no reason 
why the State should help these locali- 
ties. Any other locality might as well | 
ask the state to pay local expenses. 
The Charles River dam enterprise might 
as well come to the State for belp. All 
the bridges over the Charles which 
earry suburban lines of cars might as 
well be supported by the State. 

Mr. Freeman of Quincy said that the 
Fore River Ship and Engine company 
had the right, under United States law. 
to cut openings through existing 
bridges in order to get to the sea, and 
as the company had many vessels to 
build, it seemed best to build a bridge

The State High- 
way Commission has already built 
bridges 80 feet long as parts of State 
highways. 

Mr. Fallon of Quincy favored the 
bill. There are now twelve bridges on 
the State highways and why should not 
the State pay the bills? Quincy is the 
bed-house of Boston and has the tax- 
payers of Boston and it educates cbil- 
dren who come to Boston. 

Mr. Garfield of Brockton thought the 
bill should be killed. The expense of 
maintaining the bridge is $400 a year. 
Quincy and Weymouth receive the taxes 
of the Fore River Ship & Engine Com- 
pany and they are well able to bear this 
expense, 

The previous question was ordered 
and Mr. Roberts of Hingham had the 
close. After repeating his plea on ac- 
count of the Nantasket reservation and 
the need of doing something for the 
Fore River company, he gave the time 
to Mr. Drinkwater, who said that the 
bill would add no expense to Boston or 
to the state, because the money would 
come out of the regular state appropria- 
tion, which has a surplus every year. 
The bridge is used by a large public. 
The State has adopted a large policy of 


|public works to be paid for by the 


State. The bridge is not used much 
by people of the county, but mostly by 
outside people, especially by those 
going to the State reservation. The 
whole state uses the bridge and the 
state should pay the bills. 

Mr. Freeman’s amendment was re- 
jected almost unanimously, and then 
the same verdict was rendered against 
the bill.

Strikers In Angry Mood 

Fall River, Mass., May 26.—Aroused 
at the foreigners engaged as 
strike breakers, an angry crowd 
gathered at the docks of the Fall River 
line last night and made a §demon- 
stration against 25 Portuguese who 
had taken the places of the striking 
freight handlers of the New Haven 
road. When the sféamer Priscilla 
sailed for New York, union sympa- 
thizers followed the new workmen from 
the pier, taunting, jeering at and threat- 
ening them. Prominent union men, 
however, succeeded in restraining the 
angry and the crowd began to 
disperse just a squad of police 
reached the scene. So intense was the 
feeling manifested against the strike 
breakers that at one time only a leader 
seemed to be needed to start a riot. 


Itallans For Providence Sheds 

Providence, May 26.—About the only 
development in the freight strike here 
was the arrival from Boston of a party 
of about 40 Italians who are to be put 
to work at the outward bound freight 
sheds. The going out on strike Is 
termed by others as being rather too 
precipitate, as it is claimed President 
Curran merely told them to use their 
discretion In the matter. 


Curran Denies Calling Strike 

New York, May 26.—L. J. Curran, 
president of the freight handlers’ or- 
ganization, denies that he ordered a 
general strike along the line of the 
New Haven railroad. He says that the 
action was against his advice and be- 
cause the men desired to stop work at 
once rather than at a later date. 


Strike Breakers Turned Back 

Baltimore, May 26.—Agents of the 
New Haven road who have been in this 
city employing men to take the places 
of the striking freight handlers ay 
sembled about 100 men at Union sta- 
tion last night, whom they had en- 
gaged to go north.- Officers of the Fed- 
eration of Labor harangued the men 
at the station and persuaded many of 
them to remain {in Baltimore. Abouta 
dozen men left for New York. 


Venezuela May Repudiate Debts 

Washington, May 26.—Military meas- 
ures on a large scale begun recently 
by Venezuela, are giving rise toa great 
deal of uneasiness and apprehension 
here. Just what extensive armament 
means when Venezuela is so poor is a 
matter of speculation here and there is 
some fear that it is the forerunner of a 
repudiation by Venezuela of liability 
for further payments of installments 
of indemnity under the awards of the 
recent arbitrations.

A general reduction of 10 percent was 
made here last fall.

Fall River, Mass., May 27.—Although 
19 deckhands and 12 firemen joined the 
strikers when the Puritan arrived from 
New York yesterday, their places were 
filled and the steamer returned last 
night with a full cargo, including 500 
barrels of fresh fish picked up at New- 
port. The Puritan was cleared of her 
freight and loaded by non-union men 
without any demonstration on the part 
of the strikers.

4 Japanese officer of high rank made 
the following statement: “The Japan- 
ese, in attacking Kin Chou and Nanshan 
hill, had to fight against great odds. 
The Russians were in full command 
of the strategical advantages afforded 
by nature and these advantages were 
augmented by the newest inventions for 
defense. The forts on Nanshan hill 
were armed with heavy guns. The Jap- 
anese had only field guns, heavy guns 
being unavailable on account of the dif- 
ficulties of transportation. 

“Our army deserves great credit for 
having driven the Russians from this 
stronghold. It was a feat previously 
considered to have been impossible. I 
fear our losses have been heavy, but 
we have gained the strongest point 
barring our way to the investment of 
Port Arthur.” 

A dispatch to The Central News from 
Harbin says the Japanese losses during 
the fighting at Kin Chou are said to be 
12,000 men killed. It is said that these 
figures have been confirmed by an of- 
ficial dispatch. Fighting, it is added, 
is still going on in the vicinity of Kin 
Chou. 

The Tokio correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph says he learns that the 
Japanese troops are now within 12 
miles of Port Arthur and that the Rus- 
sians suffered heavier casualties than 
the Japanese, who have taken gunsand 
other mater and a few prisoners. He 
predicts a f er surprise, as Japan is 
now increasing her efforts in afl direc- 
tions. 


Port Arthur Siege on In Earnest 

St. Petersburg, May 28.—The news of 
the Japanese victory at Kin Chou 
which was foreshadowed severa] days 
ago by the rumors of persistent fight- 
ing there, was published on a Russian 
holiday, the anniversary of the corona- 
tion of Emperor Nicholas. Curiously 
enough the news of the Japanese 
disaster afloat came On a similar holl- 
day, the emperor's birthday. While 
there was little information in govern- 
ment circles regarding the Russian de-

Manufacturing lines report a slight im- 
provement at woolen mills and shoe fac- 
tories. Traffic is badly disorganized 
by strikes on New England and lake 
transporting lines.

Hawley, Pa., May 28.—Stephen Hag- 
gerty, aged 26, who has shown sigits of 
being mentally unbalanced, made a

The trouble was that nine men out 
of ten had left their arms in camp or 
thrown them away in the filgbt, and 
so had nothing to fight with. Of 200 
who “fell in” on the main street of the 
village and called for an officer to lead 
them, only twelve had carbines or mus- 
kets. -Had Early continued to push 
along he must have made a complete 
rout of it. His orders were to advance, 
but his men fell out by hundreds to 
plunder the Union camps, and by and 
by he was so weak that the Sixth 
corps alone could hold him. From 10 
o’clock in the morning till 3 in the aft- 
ernoon the broken regiments were 
formed of men who hadn't a gun to 
fire. Sheridan came up soon after 10 
end began to straighten things out, and 
at 3 the whole army moved forward. 

The fighting did not last half an 
hour, and as Early broke back it was 
& panic over again, but this time on the 
other side. The Federals took prison- 
ers by the hundreds, recaptured every 
lost gun, and the Confederate wagon 
and ammunition trains, which had 
come down the valley by the highways, 
also fell into their hands. The fleeing 
Confederates fairly clogged the high- 
Way against pursuit with the stuff they 
threw away, and muskets, carbines, 
Sabers, knapsacks and other stores 
were gathered up by the wagon load.

President Henry S. Grove of the 
William Cramp & Sons Ship & Engine 
Building Co. of Philadelphia says in 
his annual report this week: 


‘‘The income account for the year 
shows a net surplus from all the com- 
pany’s operations and interests of $188, - 
174. But it must be born in mind that 
under the terms of several of the mort-

His tall, erect form made a good tar- 
get, and he fell pierced with a dozen 
balls.

The proportion of 
killed and wounded in this regiment 
proved the danger it had faced. Out of 
820 shot down 129 were killed outright 
and 191 wounded. 

The Fifth New Hampshire veteran 
volunteers went into the grand charge 
at Cold Harbor with a fighting reputa- 
tlon to maintain. After Gettysburg, 
where its original leader, Colonel E, 
E. Cross, was killed, only ninety-seven 
mep remained with the colors. It ré- 
ported baek to the army on the field of 
Cold Harbor on June 1 with veterans 
and fresh recruits to the number of 
577 and dashed forward in the Second 
corps coluu.:n at daybreak that fatal 
morning of June 3. 

At the first rush the New Hamp- 
shire men bounded over the parapet 
of a Confederate battery without firing 
a single shot, but depending upon the 
bayonet, and charged for the enemy’s 
second line. Having no supports, the 
daring fellows were finally compelled 
to fall back to the battery, which they 
did, disputing every foot of the way 
in a hand to hand struggle. The artil- 
lerists of the battery threw themselves 
upon the retreating foes, but the gal- 
lant fellows rallied to one another's 
aid and beat off their assailants one by 
one. 

A captain was the last to leave the 
battery when the Fifth was finally 
overcome and driven out. His partine 
blow was a sword cut, which split : 
Confederate from the shoulder down- 
ward, leaving him dead and nearly de- 
capitated by the side of his gun. Ter- 
rible work that, but the Fifth was used 
to it. At the “Bloody Lane,” Antietam, 
Colonel Cross streaked his face wit! 
blood and powder and sounded the In 
tian war whoop in order to incite his 
men to stand their ground. 

At Cold Harbor the names of sixtr 
nine heroes were added to the deat! 
roll of this elite regiment, and at the 
end of the war the Fifth New Hamp- 
shire was accredited with 295 killed in 
battle, the highest in any northern 
command.

Gettysburg, Pa., May 31.—On _his- 
toric Cemetery hill, overlooking ground 
hallowed by the blood of half a hun- 
dred thousand brave men and in the 
presence of thousands who had as- 
sembled to pay tribute to the memory 
of the nation’s dead, President Roose- 
velt delivered an address on nearly the 
same spot where, on Noy. 19, 1863, 
President Lincoln delivered the im- 
mortal address enunciating principles 
which have rung around the world for 
more than a third of a century.

The place where We now are has won 
a double distinction. Here was fought 
one of the great battles of all time, and 
here was spoken one of the few speech- 
es which shall last through ages. As 
long as this Republic endures or its his- 
tory is known, so long shall the memory 
of the battle of Gettysburg likewise en- 
dure and be known; and as long as the 
English tongue is understood, so long 
shall Abraham Lincoln's Gettysburg 
speech thrill the hearts of mankind.

LACH MUST DO HIS DUTY 


The civil war was a great 
righteousness; a war waged for the no- 
blest ideals, but waged also in thorough- 
going, practical fashion. It was one 
of the few wars which mean, in their 
successful outcome, a lift toward better 
things for the nations of mankind. 
This victorious war of ours meant the 
triumph of both liberty and order, the 
bestowal of civil rights upon the freed 
und at the same time the stern 
on the supremacy of the na- 
tional law throughout the length and 
breadth of the land.

The lessons they taught us are les- 
sons as applicable in our everyday lives 
now as in the rare times of great stress. 
The men who made this field forever 
memorable did 80 because they com- 
bined the power of fealty toa lofty ideal 
with the power of showing that fealty 
in hard, practical, common-sense fash- 
jon. They stood for the life of effort, 
not the life of ease. The men who be- 
lleved that the civil war would be ended 
in 90 days, the men who cried loudest 
“On to Richmond,” if they had the right 
stuff In them speedily learned their er- 
ror; and the war was actually won by 
those who settled themselves steadfast- 
ly down to fight for three years, or for 
as much longer as the war might last, 
and who gradually grew to understand 
that the triumph would conte, not by a 
single brilliant victory, but by a hun- 
dred painful and tedious campaigns; 
and the final victory was due to the 


deeds of all who played their parts well | 


and manfully, in the scores of battles, 
in the countless of skirmishes, in march, 
in camp, or in reserve, as commissioned 
officers, or in the ranks—whereveéT and 
whenever duty called them Just so 
it must be for us in civil life. Wecan 
make and keep this country worthy of 
the men who gave their lives to save it. 
only on condition that the average man 
among us on the whole does his duty 
| bravely, loyally, and with common

It was because you men of the civil 
war both knew how to use liberty tem- 
perately and how to defend it at need 
that we and our children and our chil- 
dren's children shall hold you in honor 
forever.

Baltimore, May 31—Mayor Robert 
M. McLane of this city shot and killed 
himself yesterday afternoon in his bed- 
room at his residence, 20 West Preston 
street. His bride of less than two 
weeks was at the time of the tragedy 
asleep In an adjoining room, and was 
awakened by the discharge of the re- 
volver, which McLane evidently fired 
while standing before the mirrer of the 
dressing case.

The bullet entered the right temple 
and, crashing through the head, escaped 
in the rear of theleftear. Mrs. McLane 
and other members o. the household 
rushed to McLane’s assistance, but he 
did not regain consciousness and ex- 
pired within an hour. 

No cause can be assigned for the act 
by the members of McLane’s family. 
Since the fire of last February he has 
been kept assiduously at work adminis- 
tering the affairs of the city, besides en- 
deavoring to direct the rehabilitation 
and rebuilding of the burned district. 
This, together with criticisms by his 
political opponents, is thought by many 
to have caused a temporary aberration 
of mind. 

Coroner Hayden signed a certificate 
giving suicide as the cause of death, 
and the remains were turned over to an 


undertaking firm to be prepared for 
burial. 
Mayor McLane was elected as a 


Democrat to the office of chief magis- 
trate of the municipality in May of last 
year for a term of four years. Under 
the city charter he will be succeeded by 
E. C. Timanus, Republican, president 
of the second branch of the city coun- 
cil, to serve out the unexpired term. 
The second branch of the council, 
which is Republican, will elect a presi- 
dent, not necessarily a member of the 
present body, to preside over its de- 
liberations. 

Mayor McLane was 36 years of age, 
the youngest chief executive Baltimore 
ever had. He was the son of James L, 
McLane, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, and nephew of Robert M. 
McLane, former governor of Maryiand 
and United States minister to France 
during President Cleveland's first ad- 
ministration. Previous to his election 
as mayor he had for four years filled 
the office of state attorney, in which he 
had distinguished himself by a zealous 
and intelligent discharge of his duties. 

During his brief administration of the 
mayoralty office he had brought upon 
himself the antagonism of the regular 
Democratic organization by the up- 
pointments of independent members of 
the party. Recently there has 
marked opposition to him among Demo- 
cratic members of the city council in 
matters relating to the rebuilding of 
Baltimore and this is ascribed by many 
as a contributory cause of suicide. 

Mayor McLane was married two 
weeks ago to Mrs. Mary Van Bibber, 
a well known and popular society leader 
of Baltimore, and the newly made bride 
is prostrated by the tragedy. 

The mayor was very popular among 
the people generally, irrespective of 
party, and the whole community has 
been profoundly shocked by his tragic 
end. als

The Wisconsin men later met Post- 
master General Payne, who has been 
acting since Mr. Hanna’s death as 
chairman of the national committee, in 
regard to the temporary control of the 
convention, The La Follette organiza- 
tion will send one set of delegates, and 
the stalwarts another, headed by 
Spooner and Quarles. 

The delegation filed with Payne what 
was practically a notice of contest in 
behalf of the four delegates-at-large 
elected by the La Vollette faction to the 
national Republican convention, claim- 
ing that they are the rightfully elected 
representatives-at-large of the state. 

Both conyentions at Madison nomi- 
nated the same electoral ticket, which 
was the one first selected by the La 
Follette peopie. It is clear that there

New York, June 1.—Charles F. Mur- 
phy bas resumed work at Tammany 
hall, after an absence of nearly two 
weeks at Atlantic City. As soon as he 
took his place at his desk he denied 
numerous Atlantie City alleged inter- 
views with him in which he was repre- 
sented as declaring that he would fight 
Judge Parker at the St. Louls conven- 
tlon and break away from instructions 
after the first ballot. He made it clear 
that he still hopes to prevent Parker's 
nomination, but he made it clear, too, 
that he will do nothing witch may af- 
fect Tammany’s “regularity.” If Par- 
ker is nominated there will be no bolt- 
ing by Tammany and no open treachery 
to the ticket. 


Democratic Fight In lowa 

Detroit, June 1.—The Democratic 
state convention to elect delegates to 
the national convention at St. Louis 
will probably be a fight to the finish 
between the so-called conservative and 
radical wings of the party. While Na- 
tional Committeeman Campau is 
avowedly in favor of Parker for the 
presidential nomination, Campau and 
his supporters are demanding only an 
uninstructed delegation. On the other 
band, Frank L. Fowler, a leader of the 
so-called Hearst faction, refuses to 
affirm that he is a Hearst supporter 
and declares he is simply “anti-Parker.”

Pittsburg, June 1.—With the large 
gathering of politicians from state and 
country here, after the burial of Sena- 
tor Quay, it was inevitable that much 
talk of his successor should be indulged 
in.

Ruth A. Taylor, Business Men and Property Holders 


Favor Widening. 


The Committee on Streets of the ¢ ity 
Council gave a hearing Ty uesday evening 
on the proposed widening of Cottage 
avenue and acceptance by the city, 
This avenue is about 500 feet long and 
connects Hancock street 
hall with Chestnut street. 

One plan proposes to widen the street 
to 28 feet, and another to 40 feet. 

Chairman Gassett presided and Messrs. 
Stewart, Johnson, McFarland and 
Gearwar of the committee were present. 

Rey. E. N. Hardy, used the 
street considerable, advocated w idening. 
He said it is lirgely travelled being a 
cut off in many directions.

Representative favored at 
length. He is a property holder onthe 


street, and said he would build a 125 
foot block on his property if the street 
was widened. He said it could never 
be done cheaper than now. It should 
be done wholly on the Packard side. 
He understood that they were not as 
strenuous in oppositionas formerly, It 
was a needed improvement. Favored 
40 feet, as 2S feet was too narrow for a 
business street. If the city coaldafford 
to spend $3,000 on Breakneck hill it 
could afford to appropriate $6,000 or 
$5,000 for this improvement which was 
used much more. 

John H. Bent, speaking his 
mother, an abutter, favored the 
improvement. The land for the avenue 
had originally been given by the owners

of the lots on the south; not a foot 
being given by the Packards. The 


latter had had the benefits of the street. 
The lots on the south were now 
65 feet deep and the houses were set on 
the street line, so that it was not 
feasible to widen on that side. A fair 
value for the land taken from the A. 
5B. Packard estate was 25 
foot. Unquestionably the estate of 
Frank C. Packard on the corner of 
Chestnut street would be damaged. 

T. L. Williams used the avenue about 
six times a day. It was too 
and almost impassible after rains. 
didn’t know a side street with 
travel. A few thousand dollars 
make a great improvement. 

Mr. J. M. F. Hogan favored widening 
and regrading. It was in bad condition 
except in very dry weatber. Had lived 
on Cottage street 18 years and knew 
whereof he spoke. Favored 40 feet, 
taking all the land from the Packard 
side. 

George H. Wilson said 
ashamed of Cottage avenue. 
be widened and fixed up. 

W. R. Lofgren found it difficulty to 
turn from Cottage avenue into Cottage 
street when he bad ladders on his wag- 
on. Avenue was a disgrace to the city. 
It should be widened to 40 feet. 

G. B. Bates favored widening. It 
would be a great mistake not to widen 
it now to 40 feet. 

F. F. Prescott claimed it was a detri- 
ment to all property within half a mile 
and favored widening.

Invaders Find Large Amount of 

Property In Condition to Do 
Good Service--Russians Not 
Likely to Make Immediate 
Attempt to Raise Siege of 
Port Arthur 


London, June 1.—A dispatch from 
Chefoo says that an unconfirmed ru- 
mor is current among the Cliinese that 
a battle occurred six miles from Port 
Arthur yesterday. 

A Liao Yang dispatch says that con- 
tinuous fighting has taken place north- 
east of Feng Wang Cheng and the rail- 
way above Kin Chou since May 27. 
A sharp action has taken place east- 
ward of Simatsi, 35 miles north of 
Feng Wang Cheng, which lasted from 
the morning of May 27 until daylight 
May 30. Both sides suffered severely, 
although detailed figures are lacking. 
The engagement resulted in the Rus- 
sians retiring on Simatsi, followed 
cautiously by Japanese detachments, 

Dalny, which the Jay anese troops oc- 
cupied without resistance, will form a 
very convenient base for the attack on 
Port Arthur. The Russians appear .o 
have abandoned th: town in = great 
haste, after the capture of Nanshan bill, 
and General Oku reports that a large 
amount of property has been left in con- 
dition to do good service to the invaders. 
If the first report on the condition of the 
docks is sustained, approach to the town 
by the trausport fleet should be easily 
secured. 

The situation demonstrates again the 
enormous yalue to Jupan of her present 
virtual control of the sea, for she can 
now supply her attacking front through 
a near-by port which has two lines of 
rail communication to the east and 
west borders of the Port Arthur de- 
fenses. It is assumed the repairs of the 
railway will be feasible and not costly 
in time. 

The course of affairs since the fall of 
Kin Chou and Nanshau shows that it 
was not the expectation of the Russians 
to hold the isthmus against all attacks. 
The Japanese estimate of the Russian 
strength as a whole division (approxi- 
mately 15,000 men) seems too high. A 
force of that size need not have made 
so hasty a retreat as to leave much of 
Dalny serviceable to the enemy. 

The Tientsin report that an entire di- 
vision of Kuropatkin’s army will start 
at once to raise the siege of Port Arthur 
is credible only if one supposes that the 
Russian commander fs flagrantly reck- 
less. Against the Japanese army of 
more than 50,000 on the peninsula, a 
single division, possibly 20,000 men, 
would have little effect, and would have 
an execllent prospect of being cut off 
and destroyed by Kuroki. A south- 
ward movement in greater force would 
be the sign for Kuroki to move on Muk- 
den, and from the resulting situation 
nothing but disaster could be expected 
for the Russian cause. It is utterly im- 
probable that Kuropatkin will make 
such a movement,
